ANNUAL ELECTION, MARCH 38, 1936 
WARRANT 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Norfolk, ss. 


To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Brookline qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling 
places designated for the several precincts in the said town on 
Tuesday, the third day of March, 1936 at seven o’clock in the fore- 
noon for the following purposes, to wit: 


To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator for 
one year; Town Clerk for one year; two Selectmen for three 
years; Collector of Taxes for one year; Treasurer for one year; 
one Assessor for three years; three members of the School Com- 
mittee for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library for 
three years; two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for three 
years; one Trustee of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for one year to 
fill vacancy; one Park Commissioner for three years; one member 
of the Water Board for three years; three Auditors for one year; 
three members of the Committee on Planting Trees for one year; 
one member of the Planning Board for three years; five Constables 
for one year; also nine town-meeting members in each precinct for 
three years; also one town-meeting member in Precinct eight for 
two years to fill vacancy. 


For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the 
forenoon and shall be closed at seven o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth you are further re- 
quired to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the Town 
Hall in the said Town on Tuesday, the seventeenth day of March, 
1936 at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening, for the following pur- 
poses, to wit: 

First, To see if the town will vote that the number of Measurers 
of Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1, 1936, and to issue a note or notes therefor, pay- 
able within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 
17 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Third, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in 
the annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer 
or committee. 

Fourth, To appropriate the sum of two hundred and forty thou- 
sand dollars ($240,000) to be expended by the School Committee 
for the construction of the first unit of the new elementary school 
on the so-called Bournewood lot in the southerly part of the town 
to be called the Edith C. Baker School and to authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow the same. 


Fifth, To appropriate the sum of twenty-four thousand dollars 
($24,000) for equipment and furnishings of the new Edith C. 
Baker School referred to in the Fourth Article in this Warrant. 
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Sixth, To see if the town will authorize the Water Board to erect 
a high service emergency pumping station, about twenty-three feet 
by twenty-seven feet in size on the northwesterly end of the fire 
station lot on Reservoir Road situated about twenty-five feet from 
the said road, to appropriate the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000) therefor, to authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
the same and to act in any other manner in relation thereto. 


Seventh, To appropriate the sum of twelve thousand dollars 
($12,000) for the extension of the driven-well system of the Water 
Works, to be expended under the direction of the Water Board. 


Eighth, To appropriate the sum of fourteen thousand dollars 
($14,000) for the purchase and installation of fire alarm boxes in 
or near the public, parochial and other private schools of the town. 


Ninth, To see if the town will accept Section 100A of Chapter 
41 of the General Laws as amended by Section 4 of Chapter 318 of 
the Acts of 1988 and as most recently amended by Section 3 of 
Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1934, relative to indemnification of 
officers or employees for damages incurred on account of injuries 
or damage to property arising out of operation of publicly owned 
motor or other vehicles. 


Tenth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000) for the expenditure of money for 
tools, materials and trucking, to be used in connection with proj- 
ects undertaken by the town under any Federal Government Relief 
Program. 

Eleventh, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars ($1,500) for the construction of a circular road- 
way at the junction of Lee Street with Boylston Street for the safe 
turning of Boston Elevated Railway busses and other vehicles, the 
sum to be taken from the appropriation for the construction of 
Streets and Roads made in 1929. 


Twelfth, To accept and allow Hallwood Road, from Newton 
Street to Newton Street, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported 
to the town at this meeting, and to authorize the Selectmen to take 
land therefor and to appropriate the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000) for the construction thereof, to be taken from 
the unexpended balance of the special appropriation made for the 
‘construction of streets in 1931. 


Thirteenth, To see if the town will vote that Section 4 of Article 
IV of the Town By-laws be amended by striking out the said Sec- 
tion 4 and inserting in place thereof the following: 

“Section 4. No town officer and no salaried employee of the 
town shall receive any compensation or commission or remunera- 
tion of any kind for work done by him for the town other than his 
official salary.” 


Fourteenth, To see if the town will vote to amend Section 3 of 
Article I of the By-laws of the town. 

Fufteenth, To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to apply to the General Court for an amendment to Chapter 36 of 
the Special Acts of 1921, being the Act providing for a limited 
town meeting, to regulate the time when a revision of precinct 
lines shall take effect. 


Sixteenth, To see if the town will provide for a committee to 
arrange for a survey of the various municipal departments of the 
town and to appropriate the sum of seven thousand dollars 
($7,000) for expenses and the employment of expert assistance. 

Seventeenth, To see if the town will vote to amend Sections 1 
and 2 of Article I of the Town By-laws relating to the calling of 
town meetings and reports on Articles in the Warrant. 
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Eighteenth, To see if the town will vote to amend Section 5 of 
Article II of the Regulations of the Public Library of Brookline. 

Nineteenth, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Trus- 
tees of Walnut Hills Cemetery to use Lot No. 501 known as 
Soldiers’ Lot for the burial of Veterans of the Spanish War and 
of the World War. 


Twentieth, To see if the town will approve and confirm the con- 
tract myade by the Board of Selectmen in behalf of the town with 
the Municipal Signal and Supply Co. dated January 27, 1936. 


Twenty-first, To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a town accountant under the provisions of Section 55 of 
Chapter 41 of the General Laws who shall perform the duties and 
possess the powers given to town auditors in sections fifty to fifty- 
three, and have the powers and duties described in Sections 55 to 
61 inclusive all of the same chapter. 


Twenty-second, To repeal Article X of the Town By-Laws. 


Twenty-third, To see if the town will vote that the offices of 
town auditors be abolished after the audit for the year 1936 is 
completed. 


Twenty-fourth, To see if the town will vote to amend Article 
VII of the Town By-laws by adding four sections regulating the 
collection of bills and accounts by the Collector of Taxes. 


Twenty-fifth, To see if the town will vote to amend the Town 
By-law relative to leaving vehicles unattended in certain private 
ways or alleyways adopted on December 6, 1928 as the third para- 
graph of Section 19 of Article X VIII. 


Twenty-sixth, To see if the town will vote to repeal Sections 6, 
7 and 14 of Article XVIII of the Town By-laws. 

Twenty-seventh, To see if the town will adopt a new by-law rela- 
tive to clinging to moving vehicles. 


Twenty-eighth, To see if the town will vote to change the name 
of that part of Wolcott Road which lies between Wolcott Road Ex- 
tension and Shaw Road and upon which abut Lots 1, 2 and 3, in 
Block 401, and Lots 1, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, in Block 400, as shown 
on Assessors Plan, to Denny Road. 

Twenty-ninth, To see if the town will vote to change the name 
of Wolcott Road Extension to Wolcott Road. 

Thirtieth, To see if the town will vote to change the name of the 
northeasterly branch of Wolcott Road lying between Shaw Road 
and part of Wolcott Road which is 50 feet in width, to Shaw Road. 

Thirty-first, To hear and act upon report of town officers and 
committees. 


Thirty-second, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or other- 
wise such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of 
the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your 
doings thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day 
of the said meeting.

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ANNUAL MEETING MARCH 17, 1936 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served ac- 
cording to law upon the inhabitants of the town of 
Brookline by a constable of said town and written notices 
sent by mail by the Town Clerk at least four days before 
the day of meeting to the town-meeting members elected 
and qualified to act in town meetings in Brookline under 
the provision of Chapter 36, Special Acts of 1921, accepted 
by the town of Brookline, March 1, 1921, the town-meet- 
ing members so qualified met at the Town Hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the seventeenth day of March, 1936 at 
half past seven in the evening. 3 

Lists of the duly qualified town-meeting members were 
used at the entrances to the meeting place and were in 
charge of Thomas M. Daley, Thomas B. McCaffery, 
Thomas H. Finan and Thomas R. Daley, tellers, who 
were sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties. The 
lists contained the names of two hundred sixty-one (261) 
town-meeting members qualified to participate in and 
vote in town meetings in Brookline; two hundred and 
forty-five (245) being the town-meeting members elected 
from the nine precincts and sixteen (16) town-meeting 
members at large. 

No town-meeting member was allowed within the rail 
until his name had been found on the list and checked.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1936. 

The work of the Board during the past year has been 
of the usual routine nature with no event occurring of 
unusual public interest. These routine matters in- 
crease from year to year and the weekly calendar grows 
larger as time goes on involving more detailed work in 
the office and more consideration by the Board of ques- 
tions of policy. 

The finances of the town seem to be in excellent con- 
dition. The tax rate of $24.00 was the highest rate the 
town, has ever had. 

The new Edith C. Baker School is the only building of 
any size which has been under construction and it is 
fast nearing completion. The town has just made an ap- 
propriation for two new units at the high school and a 
committee is now considering the need of a new gym- 
nasium providing accommodations for both boys and 
girls also to be on the high school lot. 

Since our last report we have lost our faithful Town 
Clerk, Mr. Fred B. Richardson, who died last summer. 
His service was of a notable character and we regret 
his death and sympathize with the members of his 
family in their great loss. There will be a new Clerk 

‘elected at this annual meeting. The town has been 
fortunate in having officers of long service and the 
new clerk elected will be the fourth in eighty-five years. 

The by-laws of the town provide that the Selectmen 
shall have charge of the general welfare of the town. 
We wish to thank the members of all departments for 
their help and co-operation in the fulfillment of this 
obligation imposed upon us by this law.

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The valuation of land in the town increased from 
$51,395,100 in 1935, to $51,536,500 in 1936, the in- 
crease being $141,400. The valuation of buildings de- 
creased from $95,581,500 in 1935 to $94,698,000 in 
1936, such decrease being $883,500. There was a total 
decrease in real estate valuations in 1935 of $742,100. 
The valuation of tangible personal property increased 
from $13,749,500 in 1935 to $13,983,100 in 1936, being 
an increase of $233,600. The total valuation of all prop- 
erty, real and personal, in 1935 was $160,726,100, and 
in 1936, $160,217,600, a total decrease of $508,500. 


The number of taxable polls increased from 13,646 in 
1935, to 13,877 in 19386, an increase of 231. The tax 
rate was fixed at $24.00, an increase of seventy cents 
over 1935. There was a decrease of $44,154.16 from 
1935 in the sum to be raised by taxation for State, 
County and Metropolitan taxes. The net amount to be 
raised by taxation was $100,304.27 in 1936 more than 
in 1935. The sum of $500,000 was borrowed in Decem- 
ber, 1936 in anticipation of taxes of 1936 at a rate of 
.015 per cent. At the close of the books in January, 
1937, the sum of $480,531.03 was on hand towards this 
loan and the sum of $19,468.97 was needed to balance 
the books. The corresponding amount last year which 
was due at the end of the year 1935, was $163,059.02, 
at the end of 1934, $298,591.91, at the end of 1933, 
$256,219.41, and at the end of 1932, $165,407.88. In 
1936, 82.88 per cent of the tax levy was collected which 
was about one per cent better than in 1935. The trial 
balance taken at the end of the year shows that the 
surplus of general revenue was $708,305.51; at the end 
of 1935 it was $541,438.68.

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Condition of Current Special Appropriations 


The appropriations closed January 1, 1937, together 
with expenditures therefrom during the year and the 
balances carried to the general unexpended balance ac- 
count are shown in accompanying table under the head- 
ing “closed’’. 


Appropriations Carried Forward, 1937 


Balances in the’ special appropriations headed appro- 
priations borrowed may be used for similar purposes if 
over two years old. At this Annual Town Meeting it 
will be recommended that the appropriation of $8,000 for 
the construction of Hammond Street be taken from the 
balance of the money appropriated for widening Ham- 
mond Street at the West Roxbury Parkway; that bal- 
ances for the construction of sums of $3,959.46 and $17.55 
be used for the same purpose in 1937; and balances of 
$602.82, $115.76, $5,117.01 and $290.21 for the construc- 
tion of highways be used for the same purpose. The 
receipts from the sale of lots in Walnut Hills Cemetery 
amounting to $9,591.50 has to be used for the care of 
that cemetery. Reference is made to the above table to 
show the condition of the special appropriations carried | 
forward at the request of the departments having them 
in charge. 


Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1936 for general ex- 
penses, including county and metropolitan taxes and pay- 
ment of funded debt and interest was $4,719.131.75 of 
which $4,606,920.41 was spent. Of the total amount of 
$464,537.90 carried on the books for special appropria- 
tions, the sum of $254,258.58 was spent, making a total 
of $4,861,278.99 expended for all purposes.

The amount recommended for general expenses and 
the amounts proposed for new special appropriations are 
shown in the following tables. The amounts asked for 
general expenses of the public schools, public library, 
water supply, public parks and grounds, comprising head- 
ings F. G. J., and the first two items of H. in Table II 
following, have been recommended by the different boards 
having those matters in charge and have not received 
the independent judgment of the Selectmen. Reference 
is made to the reports of those Boards for information as 
to these appropriations. All other amounts included in 
the table of regular appropriations are recommended by 
the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for general 
expenses, omitting the amounts for state, county and 
metropolitan taxes, but including payments of funded 
debt and interest is $4,144,505.00. The total of the pro- 
posed special appropriations included in the Warrant for 
the annual town meeting is $143,028.00, to be included 
in the tax levy. 


The first figure compares with the figure of $4,010,- 
961.71 appropriated in 1936 for these same purposes. The 
Special appropriations amounting to $143,028 compared 
with special appropriations of $286,000 in 1936. The 
Selectmen will recommend later to the Advisory Com- 
mittee and the town which appropriations if any, they 
recommend to be borrowed.

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Highway Department 


Consistent with the policy for strict economy in the 
various town departments, no appropriation was made 
available for the program of extending improved pave- 
ments. The department has endeavored to properly 
maintain those already laid until such time as it is finan- 
clally possible to extend the program. 


On January 18, a very serious snow storm was encoun- 
tered. Although there was a precipitation of fourteen 
inches of snow in less than forty-eight hours, every avail- 
able asset of man power and machinery was employed to 
open the roads as quickly as possible for automobile traf- 
fic. The workers were greatly handicapped however due 
to the extremely heavy drifts that had been encountered 
as a result of the high velocity of the gales. There wasa 
total precipitation of forty storm inches of snow during 
the season. 

New electric automatic traffic signals were installed at 
the intersection of Freeman and Pleasant Streets. This 
will eliminate the hazard at this intersection where so 
many collisions have taken place. 


Serious traffic congestion at Brookline Village with the 
ever increasing use of the Worcester Turnpike presents 
a very serious problem and it is hoped that in cooperation 
with the State Department of Public Works a solution 
will be found in the very near future.

The tonnage of ashes and non-combustible refuse has 
been dropping slightly from year to year due to the ad- 
vent of oil burning heating equipment by householders. 
On the other hand, however, there is a marked increase 
in the tonnage of combustible waste coming into our In- 
cinerator plant due to the fact that there is no provision 
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in many instances for the property owners to dispose of 
it at home. / 

In connection with the W.P.A. program, many im- 
provements were made on the Incinerator lot consisting 
of new storage facilities for baled paper and the widen- 
ing of the driveway to the plant to facilitate the passage 
of the larger trucks now-employed in the paper collection 
service.

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Suppression of Insect Pests 


This past year the work of suppression of insect pests 
was carried on in the usual manner. Spraying was done 
for the gypsy moths, elm leaf beetle, canker worm and 
other leaf eating insects. 


A careful examination was made throughout the town 
for the appearance of the Japanese beetle which was 
found in very ‘limited numbers. 


A serious infestation of gypsy moth egg-clusters has 
been found in the woodland areas along the Newton line 
and in order to effect a substantial saving for the Town 
a W.P.A. project has been submitted for creosoting the 
egg-clusters and clearing out the underbrush.

This was also 
a case for alleged damages for a fall on Salisbury and 
Be orn Road, Norfolk Superior Court and ad damnum 
,000. 


Sophie Walter vs. Town of Brookline. An action re- 
turnable in the Municipal Court of Brookline—defect in 
Babcock Street—ad damnum $4,000. 


Harriet E. Woods vs. Town of Brookline. This was a 
suit for a fall in a store through a trap door which the 
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plaintiff alleges was left open by the negligence of men 
in the Water Department—Superior Court, Norfolk 
County. 


Viola Weiss vs. Town of Brookline. Suit for $3,000 
for a fall over the root of a tree on the car reservation 
on Beacon Street near Englewood Avenue. The case is 
pending in the Suffolk Superior Court. 


Mary C. Murray vs. Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Suit for damages to property on River Road by the con- 
struction of the new Overpass. The Commonwealth will 
defend the case and the town will have to pay for any 
damages recovered.

Agree- 
ment for judgment for the town was filed in this case. 


Fall on the 
highway case. Settled for one hundred dollars.

Settled for three hundred and 
twenty-five dollars. 


A defect in the 
highway case. Agreement for neither party filed. No 
further action. 


John F. Fleming vs. Town of Brookline. This was a 
claim for $4,000 for injuries received by a fall on Centre 
Street. The case has been pending for some years. It 
was settled for $2,500 just before trial. 


Ava L. Gillespie vs. Town of Brookline. This was a 
case when the plaintiff sued for damages by reason of an 
alleged defect in the planting space on Mason Terrace. 
The case was tried and the court awarded the plaintiff 
the sum of $400. 


Anna McCarthy vs. Town of Brookline. This was a 
case when the plaintiff was injured by a fall on Boylston 
Street on the sidewalk maintained by the town. Settled 
for twenty-five dollars. 


David Silberman vs. Town of Brookline. A highway 
defect case settled for one hundred twenty-five dollars. 
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Rose Forde vs. Town of Brookline. Highway case. 
This case was tried and a finding was made for the town 
and an appeal was not allowed. 


Jacob Goldman vs. Town of Brookline. Suit for $3,- 
000 for a fall on Gibbs Street. Settled for one hundred 
dollars.

Ralph M. Keyes vs. Same 


Roland Keyes vs. Same. These cases were against the 
driver of a Park Department truck. They were success- 
fully defended by the town for the defendant and find- 
ings were made in his favor.

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Detective Bureau 


This important branch of service as in years past has 
been under the direction of Lieutenant Robert J. Evans 
and consists of three detective lieutenants and one patrol- 
man who has been assigned to plain clothes duty. 


The efficient manner in which this bureau has func- 
tioned during the year resulted in many arrests and 
recovery of stolen property. 


Crime 


There has been eight cases of armed robbery reported 
during the year compared with five for the year of 1935. 
Of the eight reported this year one was questionable and 
one has been cleared by arrest. 


It is gratifying to report that there has been a decrease 
of one half in the number of single houses broken into 
or burglarized and a decrease of two-thirds in apartment 
houses compared with 1935. 


On November 3 about 6:55 P. M., a man rung the 
door bell at house #93 Ivy Street and collapsed on the 
piazza. On investigating it was found that his name was 
William R. Sullivan of 37 Rockwood Street,, Roxbury, 
who had been shot in the back of the head. He was 
taken to the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital where he died 
on November 4 without making any statement as to 
where or how he was shot. This man was evidently 
shot while in an automobile and thrown out in front of 
93 Ivy Street but it has not been determined yet as to 
who shot him or where the shooting took place. 


Police Signal System 


This signal system under the supervision of Superin- 
tendent Davis has given satisfactory service. No addition- 
al signal boxes have been installed during the year and 
the ones now in use are fairly well distributed in all parts 
of the Town. 


Number of duty and telephone calls reported 291288. 


Telephone Typewriter Service 


This system with a hook-up of thirty-five stations in 
the Metropolitan Boston District and connections avail- 
able for transmitting police alarms to other states has 
given the usual good results and is a valuable part of the 
department’s equipment. 


¢ 
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Radio 


The radio system still remains the most valuable part 
of our police equipment and most satisfactory results 
have been obtained during the year. | 

The speed at which alarms can be broadcasted and 
responded to has had wonderful results and has brought 
many favorable comments from citizens on its efficiency. 

The police van and six cruising cars are now equipped 
with sending and receiving sets. 

Cars used by the Commissioner, Chief and Deputy 
Chief of the Fire Department are equipped with receiv- 
ing sets and all messages received from Fire Department 
Headquarters are broadcasted for their benefit if they 
happen to be out of touch with their stations. One or 
more cruising cars respond to all alarms for fires and 
the Chief of the Fire Department finds it very convenient 
to have the all out signal sent in by the operator of the 
cruiser. 


Traffic 


On January 1, 1936, there were thirteen automatic 
traffic signals in operation. 

On April 4, 1936, one additional signal was put in 
operation at the intersection of Pleasant and Freeman 
Streets making a total of fourteen now in operation and 
controlled by the Town. 


Motor Vehicle Service 


The motor vehicle equipment at the present time con- 
sists of the following make and type of machines: 

1 Buick Ambulance 

1 Buick Limousine 

6 Harley Davidson motorcycles (3 with side cars) 

1 Buick Patrel Van 

6 Ford V-8 Sedans 

I recommend that five of the Ford cars be exchanged 
for new ones. 

There has been 232 calls for the ambulance during 
the year of which 109 were for accidents and 214 for 
sick cases, covering a total of 1501 miles. 

The patrol van has responded to 977 calls for arrests, 
fires and other emergencies covering a total of 2704 miles.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
For the year ending December 31, 1936 


The activities of the Planning Board this year have 
centered largely around the projects to restrict the 
growing billboard nuisance and the better control of 
convalescent homes in residential districts. 

Under the present law permits are required for roof 
signs and property signs from the Board of Selectmen. 
The present trend is toward large roof signs advertising 
nationally known products which are not usually sold on 
the premises. The Selectmen have repeatedly refused 
such permits only to have them granted over their pro- 
test by the State authorities. If local by-laws could be 
passed, and approved by the Attorney General’s Office, 
restricting such signs, this unfortunate condition could 
be alleviated if not entirely cured. Upon consultation 
with the Massachusetts Billboard Law Defence Com- 
mittee it was found that this difficulty could best be 
handled by restricting the size and number of such signs. 
The Planning Board has, therefore, drawn up certain 
changes in the Building and Zoning By-laws which would 
limit all signs to 50 square feet in area, roof signs to 32 
square feet, real estate signs to 24 square feet, with only 
one allowed on a lot (unless it faces on more than one 
street) and a limit of 25% in the amount that a building 
front can be covered with signs. The Board plans to 
submit these amendments to the next Town Meeting. 

On account of objections received from residents in 
sections of the Town zoned for residential purposes, that 
the proximity of Convalescent Homes was a great detri- 
ment to their property, the Board has drawn up an 
amendment to the Zoning Law which would place these 
houses under the same restriction as was recently made 
for Fraternity Houses. This would require a hearing 
before a permit is granted and if conditions seem to 
warrant it, such a permit might be withheld. This 
matter will also be presented to the next Town Meeting. 

The question of whether or not the Town should accept 
the new State Planning Enabling Act was given careful 
consideration by the Board and Mr. Olmsted made a 
detailed analysis of the Act, which has proved of great 
assistance to this Board and others. This Act would, 
among other things, transfer the duties of the Board of 
Survey to the Planning Board, and the point was raised 
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that this might sometimes result in conflict as the Board 
of Selectmen would still have the authority to lay out a 
new street when the time comes and they might not like 
the plan that had been approved by the Planning Board. 
Such lack of cooperation should not, of course, exist be- 
tween two municipal boards. On the other hand, it seems 
inconsistent to require by law that a Planning Board 
“make plans for the development of the municipality” 
and yet not allow the Board to pass on proposed new 
developments. 

The Town might adopt part of the new law, which 
would give the Board of Survey certain additional power 
without transferring its duties to the Planning Board. 
Our Board has not yet decided what action to recommend. 

A new venture this year was the formation of an 
Advisory Council. This has previously been done in 
several cities and towns with marked success and is 
strongly advocated by the State Planning Board. At a 
meeting held November 25 the following persons were 
invited to join in the Board’s deliberations as an Ad- 
visory Council:

The above mentioned matters were put before the 
meeting and the discussion that followed proved to be of 
real value. yee 

The zoning questions that came up during the year 
included the following: 
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A petition was received to re-zone the Estes Estate on 
Addington Road to General Residence District. No 
decision was reached pending further conference with 
owners of nearby property. 


The owners of the Lowell Property on the northerly 
side of Boylston Street, west of Hammond Street, peti- 
tioned to have a strip on Boylston Street changed from 
Residential to Store Zone. As the Board changed this 
zone several years ago from Store to Residential Pur- 
poses at the request of the owners, they were opposed to 
changing it again unless some guarantee could be secured 
that only high grade developments would be allowed. 


The Board was approached with reference to changing 
the zone of the Cotton Estate on Beacon Street, corner 
Kent Street, so as to allow the erection of a large and 
attractive home office insurance building. This seemed 
to be a very desirable development and the Board favored 
the idea. It would have brought large taxable values into 
the Town, which would have entailed minimum cost in 
the way of school facilities and collection of rubbish and 
garbage. Unfortunately, the deal was never consum- 
mated. 


Other matters suggested by the Board during the year 
included a Traffic Circle at the junction of Grove Street 
and the West Roxbury Parkway. A bill will be intro- 
duced into the Legislature for this improvement. 


The widening of Beverly Road, from Grove Street to 
the new Baker School, was also considered. This 
road will have heavy traffic when the school is completed 
and it was felt that it should be widened now when it can 
be done at comparatively small cost. 


Another street that should be widened is Grove Street, 
from Newton Street to its present terminus, as it will 
some day be extended and will be heavily travelled. 


Still another problem recently brought before the 
Board is the question of the widening of Longwood 
Avenue and Sewall Avenue. The Stearns Estate has 
been put on the market and it is probable that it will be 
developed within a short time for business purposes. In 
order to do business advantageously greater width should 
be obtained in Longwood Avenue and also in Sewall 
Avenue. This question is being considered by the Board.

The greater use of fuel oil has made it necessary to 
include in the 1937 appropriation $300.00 for the pur- 
chase of a calibrated trailer testing tank in order to 
insure accuracy and promptness in testing and sealing 
tank trucks. Modern weighing and measuring devices, 
most of which are very susceptible to variation unless 
operated with care, make it necessary to have a man on 
call at all reasonable times for it means a loss of business 
to dealers unless prompt service can be rendered in 
making adjustments and resealing. The work of the — 
department shows the usual continuous increase over the 
previous year but as the State Division of Standards has 
changed its statistical year to end December 31 instead 
of November 30 and whereas the reports of this depart- 
ment have been in accordance therewith this report 
covers a period of 13 months making comparable figures 
with last year’s inspection work impractical. The work 
covered 3,147 determinations in connection with sealing 
weighing and measuring devices, 6,036 commodities re- 
weighed and 5,803 inspections. The discrepancies in 
package commodities were largely in those classed as the 
necessities of life nearly all of which were packaged in 
other localities. The most persistént violations in their 
descending order were found in coal put up in 25-pound 
bags, bread, flour and potatoes. In cases where correc- 
tion could not be promptly obtained they were reported 
to the State Director of Standards whose action resulted 
in prompt correction of state-wide import. Most of the 
coal reweighed in transit was over-weight, the largest 
discrepancy being only 20 pounds on a 2-ton load which 
was within a reasonable tolerance. Of 132 loads exam- 
ined only 1 was found without a certificate of weight

signed by a sworn weigher as required by law. Out of 
6,036 commodity reweighings 942 showed discrepancies 
averaging from 14 to 514 per cent. The inspections re- 
vealed the following additional major violations of the 
laws :—5 instances of the use of cartons, paper bags and 
berry baskets of illegal size, 11 instances of failure to put 
the net weight on food packages involving hundreds of 
packages, some of which were under-weight, 2 instances 
involving several hundred insufficiently filled liquid con- 
tainers, 3 instances of illegal clinical thermometers (16 
in number) which were seized and turned over to the 
State Director of Standards, 8 violations of the Federal 
_ Pure Food Act in mislabelling and 9 instances of miscel- 
laneous character. Some of these cases were also referred 
to the State Director of Standards for corrective action 
while in the other cases and those of a minor nature 
notice of violation from this office effected the desired 
results. 

Due largely to the supervision exercised by the police 
over the conduct of peddlers and the frequent inspection 
by the deputy sealers complaints of short weight have 
been reduced to a minimum while some, upon investiga- 
tion, proved to be without foundation. Regarding the 
complaints against peddlers for carrying fuel oil and ice 
on the same truck, this condition has been improved fol- 
lowing instructions as to proper segregation and hand- 
ling. To avoid prosecution persons peddling without a 
license were obliged to immediately take out licenses 
while 2 peddlers were made to purchase properly cali- 
brated scales. 

The tabulations under Miscellaneous include store 
inspections in addition to those covered by the preceding 
table, as these were made at rush hours solely for the 
purpose of observing and correcting instances of careless 
weighing no determinations were made. The 6 adjust- 
ments made were all in favor of purchasers. The partial 
analyses made of oil were to determine whether the 
Baumé gravity complied with the specifications of the 
contracts.

_ All the anthracite coal furnished under the contract 
which expired June 1 and the present contract by the 
same dealer was of.excellent quality. It was unusually 
free from breakage and gave the maximum heat units 
under both slow and rapid combustion. The bituminous 
coal delivered under the contract which expired June 1 
complied with the specifications of the contract in B. T. 
U. and ash content but nearly 600 tons contained slack 
in excess of the amount specified and consequently was 
penalized by disallowing the premiums which otherwise 
would have accrued. The bituminous coal delivered under 
the present contract has been thus far of unusually good 
quality. A mechanical analysis of a sample representing 
over 500 tons showed no undesirable results under com- 
bustion at various temperatures. Regarding yard screen- 
ings, while sufficient deliveries have not as yet been made 
to complete a representative sample a preliminary analy- 
Sis made of deliveries at one building showed excessive 
moisture. Following a notice subsequent deliveries have 
been satisfactory. 

The industrial fuel oil delivered under the contract 
which expired on June 20 and the present contract, al- 
though furnished by different dealers, was from the same 
source. It not only was well above the standard in heating 
value but was a quality best suited to the type of burner 
in use. Because of the wide range between the heating 
value of the oil and that guaranteed in the contract as a 
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basis in price adjustment the dealer having the present 
contract has waived the premiums. The light fuel oil 
delivered under the contract which expired June 20 al- 
though of good quality was, nevertheless, all subject to 
a reduction in price because the contractor guaranteed 
a higher B. T. U. value than could be reasonably ex- 
pected. This same condition also applies to the oil deliv- 
ered under the present contract by another dealer. Such 
partial and special analyses were made and other actions 
taken as would provide satisfactory fuel and service 
to the town.

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REPORT OF PLAYGROUND 
COMMISSIONERS 


December 31, 1936. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Board of Playground Commission- 
ers herewith present their annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1936. 


The past season has been a most successful one and 
the Board feels sure that the activities of both the play- 
grounds and the Winthrop Recreational Center have been 
educational as well as recreational in that they have 
aided in the promotion of health, happiness and good 
eee er ae to young and old of the various commun- 
ities. 

Playgrounds 


Recreational activities were conducted this past sea- 
son on the following playgrounds: Brookline Avenue, 
Brookline Field, Clark, Cypress, Heath, Lawrence, Par- 
sons, Coolidge and Pierce. Workers under the Works 
Progress Administration had charge of the activities on 
three playgrounds, , namely, Kent, Devotion and Boyl- 
ston and additional workers assisted the regular instruc- 
tors on some of the other grounds. 

The annual inter-ground tournaments in baseball, 
schlag ball, volley ball and individual games proved to 
be even more popular this past year and a greater num- 
ber of children participated in them. The evening rec- 
reational work on Brookline Avenue and Lowell play- 
grounds had its second successful season of informal 
and tournament play for adult groups. 

The Twilight Baseball League consisting of six teams 
seemed to reach a peak of enthusiasm early in the sea- 
son, possibly due to the addition of an Old Timers’ Night 
which was a real success. This Old Timers’ Night 
started with a parade from the gymnasium to Brook- 
line Field. There a game was played by many of the 
old time baseball. players and in between the innings 
some old time songs and skits were enjoyed and partici- 
pated in by all. 

The League games were again played three evenings 
a week and the championship won by members of the 
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Tux Club. The baseball season finished with a banquet, 
the old timers who participated in the game being the 
guests of honor. 

A pageant called ‘‘Storyland of Childhood” given by 
the boys and girls from all the playgrounds brought to a 
close a most successful playground season. The costum- 
ing and setting to this educational spectacle was well 
worth the time and effort it required, and brought back 
to many an older person his early childhood days.

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EIGHTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
OF BROOKLINE, MASSACHUSETTS 


The Trustees of the Brookline Public Library here- 
with present their eightieth annual report covering the 
Snes and conduct of the Public Library for the year 

36. 

There has been no change in the membership of the 
Board during the year, nor of its officers. Its organiza- 
tion and that of the Staff are given at the beginning of 
this report. 

The activities of the library, its problems and plans 
for the coming year are presented in detail by the Li- 
brarian in her annual report. The Trustees call to the 
attention of those interested in town finances that the 
total appropriation, per book circulation, for 1936 was 
129% less than 1928 and per capita, 614% less. For 1937, 
they are asking for an increase of less than 1% over the 
appropriation for 1936. It should be remembered in con- 
sidering this appropriation that it covers the expenses 
of the main library, open to the public seven days a week 
and 1214 hours each week day, a large branch at Coolidge 
Corner open 12 hours each week day, a branch at Chest- 
nut Hill, a reading room in the Sewall School, a very 
active branch in the High School for the use of the 
school, and 174 class room libraries in the grade schools. 
It includes also heating, lighting, and many small ex- 
pense items of the quarters used by the Welfare Depart- 
ee and incident to the increasing use ot the public 
hall. 

In January a committee appointed by this Board re- 
ported on the subject of recommending to the town a 
system of automatic step increases in library salaries. 
The committee reported against such a system for the 
library, but in favor of individual adjustments to be 
made from time to time, on recommendation of the 
librarian, if increased responsibility and value of the 
work warranted them. 

The Trustees are glad to report that the Library re- 
ceives from year to year an increasing number of gifts 
_of books which are of great. use to the Library. Several 
collections of quaint children’s books of the early 19th 
century were given to the Library in 1936, from Mrs. 
Edward M. Farnsworth, Miss Katherine R. Briggs, and 
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from Mrs. Joseph Homer from the library of her mother, 
the well-known author of many much loved books for 
children, Mrs. Mary P. Wells Smith. From Messrs. 
Goodspeed, the Library received the very welcome gift 
of eight cuts of pictures of old Brookline. The Trustees 
were very glad to accept from Mr. L. Waldo Smith, the 
promise of his library, which will come to the Library 
on the settlement of his estate.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Brookline, January 1, 1937. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


In submitting my report on the progress of the Brook- 
line Fublic Livrary tor 1936, the sUth in the library’s 
history, it seems a fitting moment to look back to the 
year 1857, when on March 30 in town meeting, taking 
advantage of a recent statute, it was voted to establish 
a free public library in the town of Brookline. The town 
hall was then a small wooden building remembered by 
some of us as the police station to which use it was put 
in its later years. Here a room was allotted to the use 
of the library and here the library lived until 1869 when 
an attractive red brick building was erected for its use. 
This was the home of the library until 1910 when on the 
same site the present building was erected. To go back 
to 1857 the population of Brookline was then about 
4,000. The utmost that the town could appropriate for 
library purposes was voted,—$1.00 for each ratable poll 
of the preceding year for its foundation, and 25 cents 
for each ratable poll for its current expenses,—$934.00 
and $233.00 respectively. Purchases and gifts of books 
for the new library brought the total at the end of the 
first year to over 2000 volumes. The library was open 
two afternoons and evenings each week and the average 
number of volumes given out each day was about 200, a 
marvelous circulation from such a small stock of books. 
There is much that is quaint in this first report. To begin 
with, the salary of Mr. John E. Horr as librarian was 
9590.00. Then the Trustees state that “no books have 
been purchased...... not suited to the family circle’. 
The Selectmen in their rather enthusiastic comment on 
the new library called it “an experiment”, but thought 
it had proved a decided success. These were small be- 
ginnings but in looking back over old reports one gets 
the impression of very steady increase in usefulness, of 
growth from “an experiment” to an institution as essen- 
tial to our people as the schools, and serving a much 
larger number. That the Trustees can no longer claim 
that they buy only such books as are suited to the family 
circle, is perhaps not so much the fault of the library 
standards, as of those of the family circle itself. To the 
librarian of today the quality and the quantity of the 
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work of that tiny library seems to have been admirable. 


To come back to 1936, our work as shown by the cir- 
culation of books has, in common with libraries in gen- 
eral, fallen off during the year, but this is certainly not 
the case with the work done for readers and students in 
the library, which has been as active as ever. The follow- 
ing summary of the chief activities of the Library dur- 
ing 1936, when taken with the tables at the end of this 
report shows in compact form what has been accom- 
plished during the year: the library was open 82 hours 
each week for 10 months, and 63 hours for 2 months. 
Coolidge Corner Branch, 72 hours for 10 months, and 
63 hours for 2 months. The Library and its branches 
issued 449,590 books for home use in 1936 as compared 
with 462,108 in 1935, a loss of 12,518. It circulated 13,- 
095 pictures. It circulated 8.8 books per capita of popu- 
lation (population about 51,000.) It sent 19,200 books 
and 7403 pictures to 178 schoolrooms. It issued 3,021 
new borrowers’ cards, making a total of 15,582 regis- 
tered borrowers. It added 8,919 books to its collection, 
of which 6,434 were new titles, 2,485 replacements, mak- 
ing a total book stock of 157,653 volumes in the library 
and its branches. It answered hundreds of reference 
questions at the main library and branches, both from 
personal applications, and over the telephone. The Lib- 
rary system comprises the Main Library, Branches at 
Coolidge Corner, Chestnut Hill, and at the High School, 
a Reading Room at the Sewall School, a Deposit Station 
at Washington Square, and 178 grade school deposits. 


The most serious problem now before the library au- 
thorities is that of stopping the loss of books by theft 
and carelessness. The library takes an inventory each 
year, which is completed in two years, as follows,— each 
year the inventory is taken of all the branch books, of 
fiction, of children’s books, of the reference alcove, and 
of half the non-fiction, the other half being taken the 
following year. The figures of losses from 149 in 1912 
rose gradually to 920 in 1930 when reconstruction of 
the loan desk and railings to shut off the fiction alcoves 
reduced the figures of loss to 583 in 1931. Since then 
the losses have again increased until the 1936 figures 
show 1208 books missing from the Library and its 
branches in one year, 725 of which were lost from the 
main library. The only known remedy for this condi- 
tion is a desk at the exit of the library where books can 
be checked to make sure that they have been properly 
charged: If any such plan can be followed here the new 
doors which have just been installed to shut off the chil- 
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dren’s entrance should be a substantial help in rearrang- 
ing our approaches to the loan desk. 

Other alterations made during the year to the main 
library and to the branch at Coolidge Corner are repairs 
and alterations to the heating plant in the main building, 
a very efficient ventilating fan in the office, additional 
shelving in the Book Room, photograph cupboards in 
the Library Hall, and some additional shelving at Cool- 
idge Corner. With a special transfer of $1,100. from 
Selectmen’s reserve fund, very thorough work has been 
done in east and west basements by Horn Brothers to 
eradicate termites, and to seal the places where they had 
forced an entrance into those rooms. By the head jani- 
tor a very successful piece of work has been accomplished 
in partly closing in a large ventilating shaft on the roof 
to prevent a down draft in Gardner Hall and in the Lec- 
ture Hall, which made it impossible in certain weather 
to heat these rooms adequately. At Coolidge Corner 
the loan desk has been moved to allow of better super- 
vision of the whole room. The experiment is being tried 
at this branch of closing in the evening the outside en- 
trance to the children’s department as well as its loan 
desk. The main children’s room is kept open for the 
use of the older boys and girls. This was done because 
of the very slight use of the children’s department in the 
evening, and for economy of staff. It seems to work well. 

The Chestnut Hill Branch, the Sewall Reading Room, 
and the High School Library show a slight but encour- 
aging increase in circulation. The Chestnut Hill Branch 
has the prospect of a most delightful special library on 
gardens and gardening, which is to be placed in the 
branch by the Chestnut Hill Garden Club, for the use of 
its members as well as for Brookline residents. This 
library has been started as a memorial to a former mem- 
ber and one time president of the Club, Mr. James D. 
Colt, and it will be increased from time to time by the 
addition of new books. The Public Library will catalog 
and care for these books in return for the privilege of 
using them given to Brookline cardholders. 


The High School Library has had an eventful year, 
as the fire that wrecked the old part of the High School 
broke out in the attic above the Library. Of 4,500 books, — 
about 409 were completely destroyed. Of the remainder 
many could be rebound and many, though dilapidated, 
could be put in condition to use for awhile. The Select- 
men made a transfer of $1,500. from their reserve fund 
to the library budget to repair the damage done to books, 
pictures, and bindings. With this fund 375 books were 
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replaced, 200 new books were bought, 102 books rebound, 
and 6 Medici prints belonging to the main library which 
had been lent to the High School were replaced. The 
work of the Library has been hampered by its restricted 
quarters during the closing months of the year. It is 
now temporarily housed in a charming though small 
“faculty”? room in one of the newer buildings of the 
school. A regular schedule of reading periods in history 
and English has been arranged to keep the room con- 
stantly in use to its full capacity. In addition, by means 
ot book trucks, the library staff have taken books to 
history, English, science, and geography classes as de- 
sired by teachers. As a result, the circulation of books 
for 1936 has actually increased over that of 1935. Reg- 
ular instruction in use of the Library has had to be given 
up except for introductory talks to Freshmen. The Lib- 
rarian is working out a plan to correlate the use of the 
Library more closely with the school curriculum. It is a 
great satisfaction that two progressive steps in school 
library work:—correlation with actual school work and 
free reading are being developed in spite of our handi- 
caps. 


The report of increased circulation of children’s books 
is encouraging in view of the general decrease in the 
reading of adult books. The main children’s room, 
Chestnut Hill, and Sewall all show increases, while Cool- 
idge Corner has nearly held its own. Story telling and 
reading circles have been kept up at the main library, 
and at the two branches, with excellent results in morale 
as well as in increased love of good books. The enroll- 
ment in the elementary grades in the public schools is 
now 4,250. To each class-room as well as to 26 rooms 
in the two parochial schools the library sends in the 
autumn a Selection of about 40 books, with pictures to 
certain grades, and twice during the school year these 
collections are called back and exchanged for fresh ma- 
terial. In 1936 19,200 books were sent to 178 rooms, and 
the teachers reported a circulation of 54,802 books to 
pupils from these libraries, an increase of 2076 over 
1935. To expedite this work at the Library which in- 
cludes beside the work of selection, an immense amount 
of cleaning and repairing whenever books are returned 
from the schools, we are increasing our school collection 
so that we shall not have to depend on repairing in a 
hurry in order to send books back as soon as they can be 
rushed through the various processes. 


Few changes have occurred in the Staff during the 
year. Leave of absence has been granted without pay 
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to Miss Dorothy Brown to take a course in the Library 
School of Drexel Institute. In Miss Brown’s place, Miss 
Helen Mulock has been engaged until August first, when 
she will be transferred to the position of assistant in the 
High School Library, which will then become vacant. 
Miss Helen Little has succeeded to the part time position 
held for several years by Miss Mildred Browne. 

In accordance with the vote of the Trustees on June 
7, 1935 the Regulations of the Library were amended 
by the Town at the annual meeting on March 17 so that 
a limit of 8 weeks could be fixed to fines accruing on books 
unrecovered from borrowers. (Section 5 of Article II). 

The Librarian and two members of the staff went to 
Richmond, May 11 to May 16, to the meeting of the 
American Library Association. On March 24, the 
Charles River Library Club held a meeting, and had lun- 
cheon in the Hall of the Library, and on April 27 the 
Special Libraries Association met in the Library Hall. 

No library can give good service to the public without 
cordial cooperation of trustees, librarian and staff. The 
Librarian wishes to acknowledge here all that she owes 
to your Board and to her loyal staff.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare respectfully submits its 
report for the year ending December 31, 1936. 

The work and activities of the Department continue to 
be supervised and carried on under the able management 
of Miss Kate Ellis, the Agent. We call particular atten- 
tion to her report in that capacity which follows and 
shows the details of work and relief. The general relief 
situation has not improved materially and the number 
of cases requiring relief has slightly increased over last 
year. The cost of living is still increasing and there is 
more sickness that the town has to take care of . The 
requirement that the men in families receiving aid shall 
work it out in different departments has been continued. 
A great deal of time has been spent in working out and 
settling with the City of Boston. The cases with other 
cities and towns are practically settled and we hope to 
come to some arrangement with the City of Boston very 
soon.

Changes in Old Age and Mothers’ Act 
Benefit to the Town from Social Security Act 


The Old Age Assistance law in Massachusetts was ap- 
proved by the Social Security Board on February 1, 1936, 
from which date Federal grants have been received. The 
Town has received $22,659.93 in such grants in 1936. 

The Government pays half on every case not exceeding 
$30 a month, the State reimburses for two-thirds of the 
remainder. Approximately $42,000 should be received 
in Federal Grants in 1937. 

The Board of Public Welfare appointed a Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance: 

Thomas J. Brady, Marion C. Cutter, Theodore G. 
Bremer. 

Thomas S. Day was appointed Supervisor. 
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Dependent Children 


Under this Act the Mothers Aid Law went into effect 
in Massachusetts as Aid to Dependent Children on Jan. 1, 
1937. Children living with near relatives can be aided 
under this law. The Department will transfer from Out- 
door to Dependent Children all eligible cases, so that Fed- 
eral Grants to approximately $4,000 may be expected in 
1937.

To the Board of Public Welfare: 


Gentlemen:—As Agent of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare, I submit the following report for the year ending 
December 31, 1936. 

The work of administering relief increased to such an 
extent that three new members were appointed to the 
Staff; Miss Alice M. Conroy, investigator, Miss Helen M. 
Wright, stenographer, and Miss Evelyn R. Warren, sten- 
ographer, her work with the Old Age Assistance Bureau. 
The department has also been fortunate in having the 
services of Miss Virginia Truden, who is doing volun- 
teer work to gain experience. 

There is still a great deal of unemployment for both 
men and women. The Welfare role changes weekly, some 
obtaining work, others losing work and coming for tem- 
porary assistance. 

The W. P. A. has one of the best Commissaries in the 
State at the Parsons School on Walter Avenue. Here 
the Welfare families and W. P. A. workers are able to 
obtain clothing and food by presenting a card properly 
endorsed. 
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Outdoor Relief 


During the year 908 cases were aided against 881 the 
previous year. The average number at the end of the 
month was 380 cases in 1936, a decrease from 409 in 
1935. The expenditure was $30,801.78 more than in the 
previous year. Although there was no increase 1n 
amount of aid given, there were necessarily more extras 
such as fuel, milk and dental work, especially in cases of 
sickness. The higher cost of food was the reason for 
this additional help. 

The W. P. A. has been the cause of the rise and fall in 
the number of Welfare cases. The supplement to W. P. 
A. has been less than last year. The monthly average 
number of cases supplemented in 1936 was fifty-seven, in 
1935 the number was 119. Had these fifty-seven cases 
been entirely on Welfare, the cost to the Town would 
have been $19,200 more, whereas last year it would have 
cost $45,528. 

As in other years the men worked out the aid received 
under the supervision of the following departments of 
the Town; the Highway, Park, Laboratory, Health, 
School, Library, Town Hall and Walnut Hill Cemetery.

Aid to Dependent Children 
Chapter 118, General Laws 


The aid under this chapter is now a part of the Social 
Security Act and will receive grants from the Federal 
Government. It will now be called Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren. Children living with near relatives can be aided 
under this Act. The law went into effect in Massachusetts 
January 1, 1937. However, Clause 7 of the Act dealing 
with the financial assistance is retroactive from April 1, 
1936. The department has received $768 for the months 
of April, May and June. 

On January 1, 1936, 22 cases were being aided, three 
new cases have been added, five dropped, leaving a bal- 
ance of twenty on January 1, 1937. The cost for the year 
was $17,805.77, an increase of $2,263.07 from 1935. An 
increased budget was used as recommended by M. A. 
Bureau.

The Town had fourteen children under its care on Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, against eighteen on January 1, 1936. Five 
are boarding with grandmothers, three with aunts, four 
with the Division of Child Guardianship and two in pri- 
vate homes. The expenditure for the year was $3, ab 35, 
a decrease of $1,280.76 from 1985. 


Sick 


The amount spent for the care of the sick in hospitals 
and convalescent homes was $12,247.12, an increase of 
$4,440.50 over the previous year. 


Old Age Assistance 
Chapter 118A General Laws 


On December 31, 19385, there were 172 Old Age Assis- 
tance cases. On the same date 1936 there were 257. The 
increase is due to the change in requirements when the 
law became a part of the Social Security Act September 
1, 1936. The age for receiving assistance is now 65 years 
instead of 70 years. Thirty-nine cases have been trans- 
ferred from Outdoor to Old Age Assistance.

Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith a report on the activities of the Fed- 
eral Relief Program under the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. It will be recalled that under the C. W. A. 
program the man quota for Brookline was approximately 
960. This quota has been reduced from time to time un- 
til at present there are approximately 400 workers on 
government relief divided as follows:

The regulations governing this program are being made 
more stringent from month to month with the view of 
reducing the number of workers in accordance with the 
trend toward the ultimate liquidation of the program. 

However, the amount received from the government 
for pay rolls was slightly in excess of $500,000 which, 
no doubt, effected a substantial saving to the Welfare 
Department. Unlike the E. R. A. program, however, 
there was no differentiation between married and single 
persons, and all workers were paid the same rate regard- 
lesss of the factor of budget requirements. 

The Town supplemented the government payments for 
labor with an expenditure of $29,224.79 for materials and 
trucking. 

Since November of 1936 no applications have been re- 
ceived from persons desiring work under the relief pro- 
gram, as no new cases will be accepted by the Adminis- 
tration office. In other words, it is now only possible to 
transfer a worker from one working project to another. 
Once a worker leaves a project for temporary work or 
otherwise, it is not possible for him to return. This rul- 
ing is working a gradual reduction in the number of 
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workers throughout the State. The State Administra- 
tion office submitted a questionnaire to the various com- 
munities last December asking the three following per- 
tinent questions: 


1. DO THE UNEMLOYED WANT WORK OR THE 
DOLE? 


I am firmly convinced that the majority of those on 
Government Relief want employment in private indus- 
try. The small percentage which apparently do not want 
work are those chronic Welfare cases who are either un- 
employable or who are not acceptable to private em- 
ployers. This category includes those persons who are 
possibly mentally retarded or otherwise inadequate. This 
latter group were included in all the government work 
programs precisely for the purpose of relieving the Wel- 
fare taxation burden in the various communities. 


Furthermore, in determining whether or not the men 
want work or the dole, there are other factors that must 
be taken into consideration. The man with a family re- 
sponsibility looks first for security. If he leaves the gov- 
ernment relief roll and is unable to return in the event 
that his private employment may cease, he feels more 
secure by remaining on the relief roll. Under the C.W.A. 
and E.R.A. programs, I always put a man back without 
delay on the government roll when his work in private 
industry terminated. This procedure was advocated by 
the Government officials as well. With the advent of the 
W.P.A. however, and the consequent reduction in num- 
bers, it has not been possible to follow this procedure 
and consequently the men are afraid to break their con- 
tact. It has also been a more or less fixed policy of the 
Relief Administration not to require a man to leave the 
relief rolls unless he was bettering himself. This policy 
although worthy in its objective was inconsistent with 
the operation of private industry where the prevailing or 
union rate of wages was not being paid. However, in 
spite of this fact, many of the W.P.A. workers facing the 
constant reduction in government relief are making a 
determined effort to obtain private employment. 


2. ARE WE DOING USEFUL WORK UNDER THE 
W.P.A. PROGRAM? 


The Town has in operation now several projects which 
are distinctly useful in their nature. I have in mind par- 
ticularly the painting of public school buildings as well 
as the construction of sewers and drains which repre- 
sents a distinct saving to the taxpayers of Brookline. It 
will be recalled that under the C.W.A. and E.R.A. pro- 
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grams, the direct responsibility for the administration 
of the government program was vested solely in the local 
Administrator. Under the W.P.A. setup, however, every 
department head sponsors his own projects subject to 
the supervision of the district office administration of- 
ficials. This remote-control plan has to my mind slowed 
up to a great extent the effectiveness and efficient opera- 
tion of the program due to the number of various depart- 
ments and subdivisions with whom the Town officials 
have to deal. This is an increased burden to the depart- 
ment head who may not be in a position to interest him- 
self in this program sufficiently to obtain its maximum 
benefits. The extent to which the town may benefit is 
determined precisely by the time and effort which a de- 
partment head is able to put into it. 


do. IS THERE USEFUL WORK YET TO BE DONE 
UNDER A CONTINUED W.P.A. PROGRAM? 


Although it is safe to conclude that there is a satura- 
tion point to be reached at some time in the future, I be- 
lieve that sufficient work could be planned by the various 
departments to keep at least 150 unskilled workers going 
for a year or two. 

The answers to the above questions will be helpful in 
determining the exact relationship status between the 
community and the Administrative office.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 9, 1937. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Fire De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1936. 

The use of radio has been of the utmost value to this 
Department as it has enabled the Chief of Department 
and the Deputy Chiefs to be in constant touch with Head- 
quarters at all times. 

Our Department Physicians, Drs. Arthur A. Cushing 
and Frederick L. Hayes, have rendered valuable service 
to our members, especially during the High School fire 
when they, with several local physicians, gave great as- 
sistance to our injured firemen. 

The Rescue Boat has proven its worth upon several 
occasions, notably when called to remove a taxicab from 
the reservoir recently. 

Our Fire Prevention Bureau, with valuable assistance 
from the Tenement House Inspector and the Building 
Commissioner, have eliminated a great number of fire 
hazards during the year. — Fie 

I again call attention to the life hazard in apartmen 
and tenement houses where roadside trees make it ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, to raise aerial or 
wall ladders and this danger should be eliminated at the 
earliest possible moment. 

This danger also exists from overhead wires and I 
again recommend that they be placed underground as 
soon as possible, except in single house zone districts. 
The Planning Board has taken this matter in hand and 
I trust they will be successful in their efforts to correct 
this danger at the earliest possible moment. 

_I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the ser- 
vices rendered by our Department Chaplains, Rev. 
George M. Dowd and Rev. William R. Leslie, especially 
for the comfort and sympathy given to the members 
of the Department injured at the High School fire. 

I respectfully recommend that Engines 2 and 4 be re- 
placed this year. These engines are over 23 years of age, 
are worn out and in such condition that they can no 
longer be considered safe for efficient service. They 
have many serious and obsolete engineering defects, 
such as two-wheel brakes; shallow crankeases which 
cause faulty lubrication; the relief valves are of no value 
and the pumps are so badly pitted that it is impossible 
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to properly pack them. In addition to these defects the 
bodies on these machines are too small to carry the 
modern equipment that is necessary in these times. 


I am firmly convinced that in the interest of efficient 
and safe fire protection the Town should adopt the policy 
of replacing every piece of apparatus when it has 
reached 20 years of age. 


Any solution of the traffic situation in Brookline Vil- 
lage should carry with it the consolidation of Station 1 
in Brookline Village and Station 2 now located at Wash- 
ington and Thayer Streets. 


Station 6, now located on Heath Street, near Ham- 
mond Street, should be re-located at the earliest possible 
moment and a new station built to house this Company 
on Hammond Street, east of Horace James Circle, on land 
now owned by the Town which will bring it one mile 
nearer the newly developed Walnut Hill section. 


Engine 3 and Engine 5 should be consolidated and a 
new station built on Pleasant Street in the vicinity of 
John Street when the Town feels that it can afford the 
financial outlay. 


Fire Record 


During the past year the Department responded to 
693 alarms: 278 bell alarms and 415 still or telephone 
calls, including 34 Boston and 5 Newton alarms. We had 
two three alarm and five two alarm fires during the 
year.

The 
section where these are used, is nearly filled. There are 
new posts set on Beverly Road from Bournewood Road 
to Zanthus Road and on Zanthus Road. These will be 
ready to use when the street is finished. 


Fire Alarm 


No poles or wires were damaged by storms during 
the past year. Trouble develops on overhead cable es- 
pecially where it runs through trees, as the limbs chafe 
the outside covering and finally reaches the wire. In 
many places where wire had become worn, same was re- 
placed with new cable. 

New cable will be needed this year to replace cable 
which is badly worn. 

Registers have given more trouble this year as the 
parts have begun to wear.

The fire alarm Box 213 at the junction of Harvard 
Street and Sewall Avenue was knocked down April 13. 


Police Signal 


This service has been very satisfactory as a whole. 
Trouble in the boxes happens sometimes, but it is at- 
tended to promptly and does not interfere with the ser- 
vice. 

Police Box 121 on Tappan Street opposite Gardner 
Road was knocked down by a truck backing into it. 

An appropriation should be allowed for repairs on 
the booth at the transfer station on Beacon Street.

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REPORT OF BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the forty-seventh 
annual report of the Building Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1936. 


_ Brookline has seen a year of greatly increased build- 
ing activity, substantially single family home develop- 
ment, which has brought to the town a creditable type 
of home owner and a consequent increase in taxable im- 
provements. 

As indicative of the progressive increase in building 
operations for the past three years the following figures 
are believed to be of interest :—

This represents sixty-eight more homes built in 1936 
than in 1935, the total number being one hundred sev- 
enty-three. 

Every present indication is that this rate of increase 
will continue, perhaps to an even greater degree in 1937 
due to the improvement in general business conditions 
and the fact that the years of economic depression have 
actually created a shortage of home accommodations 
which under more liberal financing methods can now be 
corrected. 

To the credit of the developers of most of the larger 
tracts it may be said that the layout and design of the 
homes have been in keeping with good architectural 
practice. 

There have been however a few instances of poor 
design and location, which, while conforming to the min- 
imum requirements of the zoning by law are not all that 
could be desired for the good of the particular neighbor- 
hood in which they are located. Even with these in- 
stances as examples it is fortunate for the town that 
we adopted a zoning law when we did, otherwise we 
would have developments such as obtained in several 
neighboring communities which reflect no credit on these 
cities and towns and discourage the better type of home 
building which is so necessary to the health, comfort 
and improved economic conditions of our town.

_ This department has co-operated with the Planning 
Board relative to needed changes in the zoning by law 
particularly relative to stricter control over convalescent 
homes and advertising signs and suggested changes in 
the law will be brought before the town meeting for 
approval. 

Several projects under the W. P. A. covering repairs 
and renovation of public buildings have been carried 
out under the direction of this department. 

Very substantial progress has been made this year in 
causing the removal of dangerous and dilapidated build- 
ings so that at the present time the town is practically 
free of such menaces. 

Investigation was made of all applications for licenses 
and permits for storage and sale of gasoline, open air 
parking spaces, signs and billboards. In connection with 
the question of billboards and their regulations it is sin- 
cerely to be hoped that we shall soon have a by law that 
will give the town a measure of home rule in this regard 
we so badly need. 

The attitude of citizens and builders has in most cases 
been that of compliance with the building and zoning 
by laws. Naturally many violations are found but in 
only one case was it necessary to bring action in court to: 
cause correction.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF GAS FITTING

Dear Sir:—I respectfully submit the annual report for 
gas fitting and fixture installation for the year ending 
December 31, 1936. 

The total number of applications received was 689, 
for which permits were issued. Of this number 146 
were tor new houses, 1 for new public school, 1 for alter- 
ation for hospital, 15 for offices, restaurants, bakeries, 
manutacturing and store buildings, 2 for garages, 14 for 
fire jobs where gas pipes or gas appliances had been 
damaged, 44 for houses heated by gas, 466 for remodel- 
ling, repairs and additional appliances installed in houses 
and buildings erected prior to 1935. 

There has been a general increase of work in this de- 
partment the past year. 688 applications were received 
and permits granted, compared to 591 for the year prev- 
ious. A great increase has been shown in the number 
of new gas appliances that have been installed. 

More gas homes have been built during the year, than 
ever before. We have at the present time approximately 
550 homes and buildings heated by gas. Gas refrigera- 
tion has increased one hundred per cent this past year. 

The routine work of the department has been practi- 
cally the same as in previous years. All new work has 
been carefully inspected and tested including all new gas 
piping, appliances and flue connections. This year as 
of last year, many of the larger apartments have been 
converted into smaller suites, necessitating entirely new 
gas piping and appliances. Many complaints of var- 
ious kinds have been received and all have been attended 
to in due time without Court action being necessary. 

The writer is again pleased to report that we have had 
no serious accident caused by gas the past year.

The statement of the financial condition of this Depart- 
ment will be found in the Reports of the Accountant and 
the Treasurer. 
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In addition to the usual routine work of the Cemetery 
about one-third of a section designated for single grave 
lots was trenched, filled and graded with loam. About 
one thousand cubic yards of filling and six hundred 
seventy-five cubic yards of loam were purchased for this 
purpose. The work in this section should be carried on 
to an early completion. 


In the late Spring it became apparent that a number 
of the largest and most beautiful trees in the Cemetery 
were badly infested with canker worms. These trees 
were immediately sprayed in a thorough manner and no 
further trouble is anticipated in the near future. The 
snow-plough attachment for the new truck purchased 
last year performed its work very creditably and the 
drives were kept open and free from snow at a much 
less cost, than formerly. 


Brookline Cemetery 


The usual work of caring for the lawns and avenues 
of the Brookline Cemetery was performed. 


The Trustees recommend the usual appropriation of 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for the care and main- 
tenance of the Brookline Cemetery.

Sewers and Drains 


The contract for the construction of a sewer and sur- 
face water drain in South Street, which was let to A. 
Daddario on December 5, 1935, was completed March 


21, 1936. 
On June 29, 19386 a contract was awarded to A. Dad- 


dario for a short section of sewer in West Roxbury Park- 
way, from Newton Street southeasterly. This work was 
completed on July 13, except for replacing a section of 
granolithic walk, which was delayed until fall on ac- © 
count of the possibility of settlement. 

Sixty-five (65) feet of sewer was laid in the south- 
erly sidewalk of Boylston Street, near Dunster Road. 

The contract for short sections of sewer and drain in 
Lagrange Street and Churchill Street was awarded to 
A. Singerella on November 6, and completed December 
19, 1986. 

About 75 feet of sewer and drain in the unconstructed 
portion of Fairway Road was built by Baker & Co., so 
as to avoid extra expense which might be caused by fill- 
ing. 

On December 28 a contract was awarded to A. Dad- 
dario for the construction of 250 feet of sewer and drain 
in Valley Road. This will complete the drainage work in 
this street and also furnish: an outlet for about 1400 feet 
of sewer and the same amount of drain in Fairway and 
Hilltop Roads. The Valley Road drainage was origin- 
ally a W. P. A. project but a recent ruling of the Fed- 
eral Government made it impossible to continue on this 
basis. As a large area was dependent upon this link for 
an outlet it was thought best to arrange at once for its 
completion by the Town. 
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Plans and specifications were prepared for drainage 
systems in Royal Road and Baxter Road. The owners 
obtained bids from several contractors and awarded the 
work to the lowest bidder and the construction was car- 
ried out under the inspection of this Department, which 
enabled the owner to connect with the Town system. 
When these streets are accepted the owners may be re- 
imbursed the actual amount paid the Contractor. 

In connection with the contract for the construction 
of Beverly Road the completion of the drainage system 
in the street was provided for. This work will not be 
finished until the spring of 1937. 

The construction of houses on South Street and the 
preliminary grading of a proposed street called “Ogden 
Road” has blocked a natural water way to such an extent 
that something must be done to supply another drain- 
age outlet. So many different interests are involved 
and it is so important that action be taken immediately, 
the Town should take steps to construct an adequate 
channel in the proper location as soon as the weather 
conditions will permit. A portion of the cost should be 
assessed on the properties affected. 

At the request of the Sewer Department the following 
work has been done for them by this Department: 

Repair of about 55 feet of sewer in Pear] Street 
near Washington Street 

Cleaning and deepening brook through Weld 
Golf Course 

Eleven (11) Catch basins in various parts of 
Town 

Four (4) Manholes on the line of present sewers 

The sewer and drain work accomplished under the 
Works Progress Administration is described later in this 
report. 

Five (5) new sewer plans have been finished during 
the year, making a total of 53 completed plans. Twenty- 
seven (27) more plans have been started. 

Sewer assessments have been prepared to the amount 
of $6719.18 and sewer charges in the amount of $1862.19. 

One hundred eighty-four (184) connections with the 
public sewer have been inspected and 47 with the sur- 
face water drains. 

Forty-two (42) connections have been repaired be- 
cause of stoppage by tree roots, etc. 
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Two hundred sixty-six (266) permits have been issued 
to licensed drain layers for sewer and drain connection 
work. : 

Four hundred fifty (450) inquiries have been made 
of this Department regarding sewer assessments and 
street betterments. 

The recording sewer gauges have been in operation 
throughout the year. 


Streets 


Plans and specifications for paving the area occupied 
by the Boston Elevated Railway tracks in Brookline 
Avenue, in Cypress Street, from Boylston St. to Franklin 
St., and in Washington Street, from Davis Ave. to Park 
St., were prepared and on June 29, 1936 the contract for 
the paving was awarded to John McCourt Co. Arrange- 
ments were made with the Boston Elevated Company to 
remove the rails and immediately after this work was 
done the paving work was completed in a very satisfac- 
tory manner and with very little inconvenience to the 
traveling public. 

Plans and estimates of cost were prepared for the 
laying out and construction of Hallwood Road and Royal 
Road, and both streets presented to the Annual Town 
Meeting, but not accepted. 

The data for Hallwood Road has been prepared again 
for consideration at the next Annual Town Meeting. 

Plans and estimates of cost have been prepared for the 
completion of the construction of Hammond Street, from 
Boylston Street to the Town Line. ' 

At the Special Town Meeting of October 13 the Town 
accepted Beverly Road and Zanthus Road. Previous to 
this date this Department prepared the plans and speci- 
fications for their construction and called for bids, which 
were opened on the same date. The contract was award- 
ed on October 19 to J. J. Callahan, who proceeded at once 
with the construction, with the provision that Zanthus 
Road and the portion of Beverly Road, between Zanthus 
Road and Bournewood Road, should be completed this 
season so that suitable access to the new Edith C. Baker 
School could be available if the building should be put in 
use in February, 1937. Owing to most adverse weather 
conditions the work has not progressed as rapidly as was 
hoped but the roadways have been subgraded and the 
foundation gravel placed, which will provide a reasonably 
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good surface until such time as the weather will allow 
the laying of the permanent asphalt surface. The sur- 
face will consist of 314 inches of bituminous macadem, on 
which will be laid 11% inches of bituminous concrete. It 
is hoped this will produce a smooth but non-skid pave- 
ment. 


Immediately upon the acceptance of Beverly Road, 
from Bournewood Road to Lagrange Street, on the basis 
of a width of 50 feet, it was recommended that Bourne- 
wood Road, which is a continuation of Beverly Road to 
Grove Street, should be widened to a width of 50 feet 
to correspond with the rest of Beverly Road. Estimates 
of cost of construction have been made and necessary 
plans and layings out have been prepared for action at 
the Annual Meeting. 


Inspectors have been provided during the construction 
of various streets built by private parties for real estate 
developments. In such cases this Department can act 
only in an advisory capacity and, as has been previously 
stated, this method of procedure is in many cases most 
unsatisfactory. Much time, money and misunderstand- 
ing could be saved by requiring all such streets to be 
constructed by the Town under the Betterment Law. 


Previous to the start of the development of the Dolan 
Estate on South Street this Department arranged with 
the owners of the property to release to the Town a strip 
of land 4-feet in width for street construction. The Town 
now has releases covering the greater part of South 
Street on the westerly side and the Dolan frontage on the 
east side so that this street may be widened to 60 feet 
with very slight expense for land damages. The actual 
construction should be undertaken as soon as possible. 


Further studies have been made during the year for a 
Traffic Circle at the intersection of Grove Street and the 
West Roxbury Parkway, and submitted to the Planning 
Board and the Board of Selectmen. It is hoped that this 
improvement may be undertaken this coming year as this 
is a very dangerous intersection and any improvement of 
the abutting property which, of course, may take place 
any time, would greatly increase the cost of this work. 
Estimates of cost (both of the circle and of the necessary 
underground work) and computations of the amount of 
land necessary to be taken, have been made and are avail- 
able in this office. 


/ 
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About the usual amount of study has been devoted to 
questions of street design for areas that are being con- 
sidered for devolopment. As has been stated in previous 
reports, the proper location and co-ordination of proposed 
streets is of vital importance to the Town and every en- 
deavor should be made to obtain a street system that will 
develop the Town as a whole, to the best advantage and 
obviate the necessity of future widenings and realign- 
ments. 

Plans and estimates are now being made for the con- 
struction under the betterment law of Cosmos Road and 
Laurel Road. 

Grading plans have been carefully worked out for the 
intersection of all proposed streets, both public and pri- 
vate. By studying all street intersections previous to 
construction a great amount of trouble and expense is 
prevented and a much more satisfactory final result 
obtained. 

About 20 stone monuments have been set during the 
year to mark the lines of public streets and Town land.

Board of Survey 


During the year the Board of Survey established a rule 
that all streets presented to the Board for approval 
should be checked on the ground by this Department 
before action by the Board. Although this required a 
considerable additional amount of work for this Depart- 
ment it has been found to be a very successful precaution. 

It is suggested that in case the so-called ‘Enabling 
Act” (passed this year) is not adopted by the Town, an 
amendment be made to the present Board of Survey 
statute so as to give control over all private ways and 
prevent types of real estate development which result in 
great detriment to adjacent property and cause great 
pee to the Town for future proper street construc- 
ion

Assessors’ Department 


The rapid development in the southerly part of the 
Town necessitated considerably more work than usual on 
the Assessors’ Plans. All the new houses have been 
located and plotted, and changes in lot line and owner- 
ships made to January. 1, 1937. 

Twenty-one plans have been re-drawn on account of 
wear and one new plate added to the Atlas. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the former publisher for the 
1937 Atlas on the same basis as of last year. 

Four cars and drivers were furnished the Assessors’ 
Department to transport the men engaged in making the 
annual canvass. 

Surveys and plans were made for 61 Tax Appeal Cases, 
with the usual computations of the cubical contents of 
the buildings involved. Three hundred and twelve (312) 
photographs were taken for this purpose and about 800 
prints. Photographs are now taken of the plans and 
enough prints made so that every one interested may have 
all the data on the plans in convenient form for reference. 

This Department has been obliged to spend a great 
deal of time in re-apportioning sewer assessments and 
street betterments where the original lotting up of pro- 
perties has been changed. It is strongly urged that some 
legislation be applied for that will change this method of 
procedure, as the cost to the Town is very great and it 
would seem that in many cases these requests are most 
unreasonable. This Department has furnished the Select- 
men with apportionments in about 75 cases. 


Works Progress Administration 


The sewer and drain project on Beverly Road, from 
Bournewood Road to Zanthus Road, begun under the 
E. R. A., was completed September 15. 

The second project in Beverly Road, from Zanthus 
Road westerly, was abandoned upon the awarding of the 
contract for the construction of Beverly Road as a town 
way. It was about 70% completed when the work 
stopped. aye 

Project #3 on Beverly Road, which included the sec- 
tion from Lagrange Street easterly, was begun on March 
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30, but very little was accomplished because of lack of 
men. This also had to be abandoned when the contract 
for the construction of the street was made. . 

The project for sewers and drains in Princeton Roa 
and Right of Way to Beverly Road is about one-half 
completed. It has been interrupted several times because 
of lack of Federal Funds but under the present appro- 
priation can probably be finished by spring. It is most 
important that this project is carried to completion as. 
soon as possible because it furnishes the drainage outlet 
for all of Beverly Road west of Zanthus Road and there 
is already one house nearly completed in this section and 
another house will be started as soon as the condition of 
the road will allow. 

The second drainage project in Princeton Road oper- 
ated from November, 1935 to June, 1936 and then closed 
because the men engaged in this work were transferred 
to a street project for road beautification. This project 
has recently been re-opened. 

The sewer and drain projects in Valley Road and 
Fairway Road have been closed down and no more money 
is available from Federal funds because of the ruling of 
the Government that no more money can be allotted for 
projects not in public ways. The authorities state that — 
if the Municipalities will give them positive assurance 
that the ways in which these projects are located will be 
accepted for public streets, they may make an exception 
to their ruling, but this, of course, is something no town 
official can guarantee. 

The Baker Playground project has been completed as. 
far as the sub-grading is concerned. As most of the re- 
mainder of the work consists of furnishing and placing 
loam and grading and seeding, it was thought best to 
abandon this as a Federal Project because there is no 
appropriation to supply the necessary loam. 

The project for sub-grading Beverly Road was aban- 
doned when the contract for the construction of the 
street was awarded. 

The project for repairs of Saw Mill Brook Sewer, 
which consisted of covering about 180 feet of 30” Akron 
pipe with concrete, was finished April 15, 1936. This 
completes the protection of the Saw Mill Brook sewer 
from a point about 800-feet north of Newton Street to 
Woodland Road. The section adjacent to Newton Street 
is under a very deep fill and probably will need reinforce- 
ment before many years. 

All the above projects were interrupted during the 
winter whenever there was a heavy snow storm as prac- 
tically all the men were needed for snow removal. An- 
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other serious handicap to the proper progress of the work 
was the fact that only three days work per week was 
allowed and also because these three days were not 
consecutive; that is, the men worked Monday, Tuesday 
and Friday. During cold weather the amount of work 
accomplished on Friday amounted to very little on ac- 
count of the snow and ice which had to be removed 
before the work could be continued. This Department 
has finally succeeded in obtaining permission from the 
Government to work two shifts per week so that the 
work proceeds continuously. This means that a great 
deal more will be accomplished. 


Miscellaneous 


The quinquennial perambulation of the boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston was made on October 15. 
Previous to the actual perambulation all the points were 
inspected and found to be in good condition except for 
the bound marking the angle about 140 feet south of Bea- 
von Street, near Chestnut Hill Avenue. This marker could 
not be found but arrangements have been made to repro- 
duce the point and set a new monument. 

A Ford automobile was purchased in December to 
replace a car of the same make, which had been in use 
since 1929.

making a total of 483 negatives and about 1000 prints. 
All developing and printing has been done by this Depart- 
ment. 

A new Town Map on a scale of 400-feet to the inch was 
published May 1. This map shows all buildings and lot 
lines as of that date. 

At the request of the School Committee a plan was 
prepared for the grading of the grounds around the new 
Edith C. Baker School. An agreement was made with 
the Contractor for the construction of Beverly Road, to 
grade and surface part of the drives and walks to the 
building so as to furnish access to the building. The bad 
weather has made it impossible to complete the work but 
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enough has been accomplished so that the roadways may 
be used and if the School is to be used before spring, 
temporary plank walks may be laid for the approaches 
to the various doorways. It was found necessary to do a 
great amount of drainage work before starting the 
grading for the drives and much yet remains to be done. 
The original estimate will probably cover this work. : 

Plans were made at the request of the Fire Department 
showing suggestions for relocating the Fire Station in 
Village Square in connection with the consideration of 
the improvement of that section of Washington Street. 

The usual amount of work has been done for the other 
departments of the Town. 

An accurate inventory of the property of the Town in 
the possession of this Department was completed last 
year and is on file. 

Because of the pressure of other work very little was 
done on the usual canvass of house numbers but this must 
be undertaken and completed this year.

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REPORT OF TREE PLANTING COMMITTEE 


‘ January 2, 1937. 


In 1986 no new streets were opened, yet 321 roadside 
trees were planted to replace those dead or injured. A 
few old and unsound trees were taken down and a few 
in good condition had to be removed because they inter- 
fered with construction. 

About one third of the street trees are pruned each 
year, but always Beacon Street is included. Our espe- 
cially planted ornamental grounds, the Hoar Memorial, 
Horace James Circle and the embankment on Newton 
Street were given the usual attention. The Japanese 
crab and cherry trees on Newton Street, Randolph and 
Cary Roads are doing extremely well and by their beauty 
in the flowering season have proved the worth of their 
ornamental value. 

Great care has been given to keeping shrubs and trees 
in the best condition by spraying when necessary, water- 
ing through the drought and otherwise protecting them. 
Unfortunately a few of the crab trees on Newton Street 
were killed because they were girdled by mice. One 
safety measure for our roadside was a P W A project 
to destroy poison ivy throughout the town. 

In the spring there were severe rain storms, injuring 
some street trees, while in the town forest at Cow Bay, 
Dedham, a large area was inundated destroying 8,000 
pine trees. 

In the autumn there were unusually high wind storms 
which broke off many branches throughout the town. 

At the time of the spring floods the city of Lowell 
was given assistance. The superintendent responded 
quickly, taking men and machines with him. The men 
were relayed at intervals, in all giving several days work 
to pumping water from the cellars of Public buildings. 

The town is threatened with a severe infestation of 
gypsy moths manifest along the Brookline, Newton 
boundary line. A drastic campaign for their suppression 
is planned. 3 

With care and vigilance the committee hope to con- 
tinue the high standard of the condition of the trees that 
has been maintained in the past.

During the past year the work of this department has 
been carried on in the usual manner. The roadside trees 
continue to be a distinct asset to the town as they offer 
shade and beauty to our citizens. 


A survey of the policy of the Committee inaugurated 
twenty years ago of variating the kind of trees planted 
on streets in new developments has realized in many 
sections the value of this plan. It is most effective to 
drive from a street planted with Chinese elms to one 
planted with Oriental plane trees or sweet gum with its 
attractive red foliage in October. 
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The trees on Beacon Street numbering close to 1000 
were carefully pruned and during the season looked re- 
markably well. Trees planted along the streets have 
many enemies as the careles automobile drivers who in 
1936 broke off sixty-four trees in turning around.

A resume of the work done in the suppression of in- 
sect pests shows the following named insects to have 
been the principal pests on our trees; the gypsy moth, 
elm leaf beetle and satin moth. These are all leaf eating 
insects and the trees wherever an infestation was found 
were carefully sprayed with arsenate of lead which is 
the only effective means of combating leaf-eating insects. 
Itis with great regret that I bring to the attention of the 
Committee the appearance in large number of the 
gypsy moth egg-clusters. A very serious infestation 
of these nests are located in the woodland areas west of 
Hammond Street along the Newton line. Every effort 
is being made to creosote these egg-clusters and the 
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State Department have assured the town that similar 
work will be done in Newton. In order to further con- 
trol this infestation a W. P. A. project has been made 
which will consist of thoroughly creosoting the nests and 
cutting out and pruning all underbrush. 


The appropriation for 1937 has been sufficiently in- 
creased to do a thorough job of spraying this entire area. 
It is one of the most important activities of the town for 
the coming year to bend every effort to suppress this 
infestation.

The appropriation recommended for Health for 19387 is 
slightly less than that made in 1936. 


The number of deaths in the town from all causes in 
1936 was 528. The mortality rate as figured by the 
Health Officer was 11.41 as compared to 11.55 in 1935. 


According to the report of the Health Officer, which im- 
mediately follows this report, the deaths from heart dis- 
ease for the year passed all previous records, there being 
187 deaths. In 1935 the number was 164. Ninety-five, or 
more than half of these cardiac deaths were due to that 
form of heart disease resulting from degeneration of the 
coronary arteries. There has been an extraordinary in- 
crease in recent years in this form of heart disease and 
this disease has become one of our most important health 
problems. The Health Officer has made an intensive study 
of the records in the town in regard to this form of heart 
disease and his information suggests that one of the chief 
causes may be in lessened physical activity, especially of 
men, as the increase in cases has been in that sex. He 
aims at the conclusion that daily exercise is most import- 
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ant and an essential of health. People should be educated 
to take regular exercise each day. It has always been the 
practice of the Board to advocate preventive work in 
eradicating any particular form of disease. We now urge 
all citizens to read the report of the Health Officer and to 
follow his advice. 


For the third year diabetes exceeded tuberculosis as a 
cause of death. 


There were no cases of diphtheria reported during 1936, 
which shows the value of the preventive work which the 
town has carried on. 


There were 76 cases of Scarlet Fever with no death, 
and it was the fourth consecutive year that the number 
of cases has been below normal. During the year we had 
the largest measles epidemic the town has ever experi- 
enced, there having been 959 cases reported. Many other 
communities of the state suffered similarly. No case of 
infantile paralysis was reported. 


We recommend the reading of the Health Bulletin pub- 
lished quarterly and distributed to the town. 


Again this year Brookline won First Prize in the Health 
Conservation Contest conducted by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and the American Public Health 
Association. 


We commend all our officials who are watchful of the 
health of the town at all times, and especially we wish to 
thank and commend our Health Officer for his valuable 
and efficient service in maintaining the high standards we 
have here in Brookline. Such service should be appre- 
ciated by all our citizens.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1936. 


Mortality. 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 
528. Estimating the population on July 1, 1936, to have 
been 51,026, the 528 deaths give Brookline a mortality 
rate of 10.35 per 1,000 inhabitants as compared with 10.16 
tor 1935. 

If, as is our custom, we exclude 152 deaths of persons 
temporarily sojourning here, most of whom were patients 
in various Brookline hospitals, and include 206 deaths of 
persons who died in other places but who are described 
in the death certificates as being residents of Brookline, 
we have a total of 582 deaths, or a mortality rate of 11.41 
as compared with 11.55 in 1935.

Heart disease passed all previous records with 187 
deaths as compared with 164 last year. Ninety-five or 
more than half of these cardiac deaths were due to that 
form of heart disease resulting from degeneration of the 
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coronary arteries, the arteries which supply blood to the 
muscular walls of the heart itself. There has been an 
extraordinary increase in recent years in this form of 
heart disease. Thus in 1900 to 1905 the rate per 100,000 
of population in Brookline was only 16.7 while during the 
past two years it has been 182.3. 

In as much as the majority of these deaths are in men 
under seventy years of age, many in the prime of life, 
coronary disease has become one of our most important 
health problems. . For this reason during the past three 
years the Health Officer has been making an intensive 
study of the mortality records of the town in regard to 
this form of heart disease. The results of this study were 
published in the New England Medical Journal (April 16, 
1936). This study showed that while part of the increase 
recorded was doubtless due to the fact that physicians 
are better able to diagnose coronary disease now than 
formerly, there has actually been a very considerahle 
increase—more than can be explained as due to the age- 
ing of the population. 

It was also shown that coronary disease was more com- 
mon among business and professional men as compared 
with men of the same age doing active manual work. 
This suggests the possibility that muscular activity pro- 
tects one against the development of coronary disease 
end inactivity favors it. If this is so one should look for 
the cause of the increase of coronary disease in charges 
in the habits of business and professional men which had 
resulted in lessened physical activity. It is obvious that 
such changes have taken place, namely through the use 
of the automobile. This has greatly reduced the average 
daily amount of exercise of business and professional 
men. Walking which is an especially good form of exer- 
cise in middle age has been reduced to a minimum. There 
is certainly enough evidence pointing to lack of exercise 
as one of the predisposing causes of coronary disease to 
indicate the need of a campaign of education to teach 
our citizens that daily exercise is one of the essentials 
of health. Even if we do not know how much protection 
daily exercise gives to our coronary arteries we do know 
that the benefit to our general health from daily exercise 
justifies the time and effort in taking regular exercise. 

Of the other principal causes of death, diseases of the 
kidneys and diabetes showed increases over 1935. For 
the third year diabetes exceeded tuberculosis as a cause 
of death. 

There were no maternal deaths except that of a non- 
resident mother in a Brookline hospital. There were 5 
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suicides and 5 automobile fatalities. Eleven persons lost 
their lives as a result of falls. Most of them were elderly 
persons who fell and broke their hips. Actually this 
ranked seventh as a cause of death, although in the past 
it has not occurred frequently enough to be classed as 
one of the principal causes. There were seven deaths 
from appendicitis. 


Communicable Diseases 


In Tables II, III, and IV, will be found the cases of 
communicable disease by months, by ages and sex, and 
also for the past ten years. The deaths do not include 
those of non-residents in the town, but do include deaths 
of residents outside of the town if they had the disease 
while living in the town.

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Diphtheria. There were no cases reported during 1936. 
It is five years now since a child has had the disease with ~ 
the typical membrane in the throat. The preventive work 
which has been carried on during the past fourteen years 
is certainly yielding good results. 

During the year 302 children were given the protective 
treatment in the public and parochial schools, supposedly 
for the first time and 67 infants were reported by private 
physicians to have been inoculated. These make a total 
of 369 children known to have been given some protection 
this year. In addition 400 children who had been inocu- 
lated in previous years were Schicked and if still suscep- 
tible were given additional inoculations. Since 1922 there 
have been 10,771 children given some protection of which 
the Health Department has record, and in addition there 
are probably several thousand more children who have 
been protected by their family physicians of which we 
have no record. 

The Department is endeavoring to get the children pro- 
tected early in childhood, before the end of the first year, 
and to have this work done as far as possible by the 
family physicians. None of this work should be done in 
the schools because all of the children ought to have been 
protected three or four years before they go to school, 
because that is the period of their life when diphtheria is 
most likely to prove fatal. With this in mind a postal 
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card is now sent to the mother of each child over six 
months of age, urging her to take her child to her family 
physician for the protective treatment. 


Searlet Fever. There were 76 cases with no death. This 
is the fourth consecutive year that the number of cases 
has been below the average. 


Measles. There were 959 cases of measles reported 
with no fatalities as compared with 52 cases and no 
deaths in 1935. This was probably the largest measles 
epidemic the town has ever experienced. Many other 
communities of the state suffered similarly. The reports 
began to come in at the end of January; during February 
there were 128 cases and in March 410, in April 198, in 
May 139. By mid-summer the epidemic had ended. Ef- 
forts were made to have the small children, under five 
years of age, who were known to have been exposed to 
measles, given some immune serum or placental extract. 
We know that this was done in many cases with excellent 
results although no figures are available, and this may 
have contributed to the absence of fatalities among the 
1665 cases reported during the past three years. 


Whooping Cough. There were 101 cases reported and 
no deaths. At the Health Centre 114 infants were inocu- 
lated with a special vaccine prepared and administered 
according to the methods used with such apparent success 
by Dr. Sauer. During the previous year 101 infants were 
similarly inoculated. As there was very little whooping 
cough during the past year in the districts where these 
inoculated children live there has been little chance to 
judge of the effectiveness of the vaccine. As the year 
ended, however, there were indications that the disease 
was becoming more prevalent there. 


Smallpox. There were no cases reported. It is so long 
now since we have had a smallpox “scare’”’ that we now 
have a large unprotected population and the situation is 
ripe for an epidemic, if an unrecognized case should ever 
get in among US. 


Typhoid Fever. There was one case reported, a seven 
year old child, who contracted the disease while vaca- 
tioning in Maine. 

Infantile Paralysis. Not a case of this disease was re- 
ported. 


Tuberculosis. There were 38 cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis reported, and 8 of other forms of the disease, a 
total of 46 as compared with 39 in 1935. 
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Excluding deaths of non-residents and including deaths 
of residents wherever they occurred, there were 9 deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis. These 9 deaths give us a 
rate of 17.6 per 100,000 inhabitants as compared with 
17.8 last year. 

It is very gratifying to note in the following table 
(Table V) that there have been no deaths from tubercu- 
losis among young adults, the period of life at which in 
the past the most fatalities occurred. The youngest fatal 
case was a man of thirty-nine and the only other fatality 
under 50 was a man of 45. As the preventive work which 
has been done in the town during the past twenty-five 
years has been largely with children we should expect to 
see results first shown in a reduction of deaths of young 
adults. The age distribution of these fatal cases would 
certainly seem to indicate that we are getting good re- 
sults from this work.

At the Tuberculosis Dispensary Dr. Horace K. Bout- | 
well has been the attending physician, and Mrs. E. R. 
Jarvis, the “‘tuberculosis nurse’. There were 92 clinics 
held at which 691 chest examinations were made of 317 
persons, of which number 134 were new patients. The 
total number of visits of patients to the Dispensary was 
2,473. There were 38 patients sent to hospitals, 17 
through the Dispensary. 


On December 31, 1936, the Dispensary records showed 
the location of 201 tuberculosis cases as follows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 2,680 home visits in connection with 
her tuberculosis work, and assisted at 98 clinics. In addi- 
tion to her duties in connection with tuberculosis Mrs. 
Jarvis acts as Supervisor of Nurses, assists in the diph- 
theria prevention work at the Parochial Schools, and 
ie the Health Officer in the collecting of statistical 

ata. 


School Exanvinations. In accordance with the state 
plan for the continuation of the “Ten-Year Program” ex-

aminations were made of the pupils of the 7th, 9th and 
1lith grades in the public and parochial schools whose 
parents consented. There was a total of 765 children 
given the tuberculin test, of whom 36 (4.7%) reacted. 
These reactors were X-Rayed, and no child was found to 
have tuberculosis of the lungs, but ten had some infection 
of the glands at the roots of the lungs. 

The department has offered a free consultation service 
with specialists and X-Ray Examinations, but little use 
of this service has been made by physicians during the 
past year. 


Valuable Assistance from Other Agencies has been 
received. The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society, whose 
funds come largely from the sale of Christmas seals, sent 
to summer camps and homes 82 children who had been 
exposed to tuberculosis or who had signs of the disease. 
This is a most valuable contribution to our work. They 
also gave warm clothing for the sanitoria patients. The 
Elks have been most generous in gifts to needy cases. 


Pneumonia. There were 36 cases of lobar pneumonia 
reported with 17 deaths. In addition there were 28 deaths 
from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, 1 from in- 
fluenza, a total of 48 deaths from acute respiratory infec- 
tions as compared with 55 in 1935. We have as yet no 
effective measures for the control of this group of serious 
diseases. 


Venereal Diseases. All cases of these diseases seen by 
physicians should be reported without the patient’s name 
to the State Department of Health. If a patient does not 
continue treatment until cured the physician should re- 
port him by name. In Table VI is given the number of 
cases according to disease and sex so reported. Of the 
13 cases reported as having lapsed treatment, 6 resumed 
treatment, 5 could not be located, and 2 are still pending.

Miss Mary A. MacDonald and Miss Regina A. Thomas 
have served throughout the year. 


The nurses visit the homes in which cases of contagious 
disease have been reported. They placard the house if 
that is required; they obtain information in regard to 
the source of infection; they give advice in regard to 
precautions; they investigate the health of the other 
members of the household and see that the children are 
excluded from school. 


As far as time permits they investigate the cause of 
absence of pupils from some of the public and the paro- 
chial schools. While the primary object of this absentee 
work is the control of contagious diseases, probably even’ 
greater benefits come from the opportunities which these 
visits in the homes afford for teaching healthy living. 
Miss Thomas acts as “School nurse” for the Parochial 
Schools. |

Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 


There were 5 deaths in the town of infants under one 
year. Two of these were infants of non-resident parents. 
In addition there were 7 infants of Brookline parents 
who died outside of the town. 

More and more it is coming to be the custom for 
Brookline mothers to go to hospitals outside of the town 
for care during childbirth. In 1936 about 85% of the 
births were outside the town. This makes it exceedingly 
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difficult to compute our infant mortality rate. The. only 
method, however, which will give us any idea of our true 
rate is to include all births and all deaths of infants of 
Brookline mothers wherever they occur and to exclude 
births and deaths of infants of non-resident mothers. On 
this basis there were 421 live births and 10 deaths giving 
a rate of 23.7 per 1,000 births, as compared with 13.5 in 
1935. 

The birth rate per 1,000 population based on all births 
of Brookline mothers was 8.2 which is lower than the 
death rate of 11.41.

The child welfare work in the town was carried on by 
the Community Health Centre of the Brookline Friendly 
Society. The Board of Health pays the salary of one nurse. 
The Health Centre submits the following report: 


Child Welfare Work 1936 


The Child Welfare Clinics for the supervision of well 
children have had under care 530 children 355 under two 
years old and 175 between two and five years old. All 
children under the supervision of the Child Welfare Clin- 
ics are given a complete physical examination every Six 
months by the Baby Specialists in charge of the clinics 
and the mothers are advised in regard to feeding and 
health habits. Only well children are allowed to attend 
the WELL BABY CONFERENCES. All sick children are 
referred to the family physician or to the nearby hospital 
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clinics. Immunization of the children against disease 
is an important part of all Child Welfare work. During 
the year of 1936, 75 children have been vaccinated, 100 
have been Schicked to be sure that Diphtheria immuniza- 
tion is established. A gift of special Whooping Cough 
Vaccine was given to the Clinic by an interested individ- 
‘ual and 114 children under two years old were given this 
vaccine to protect them against Whooping Cough. The 
clinic attendance for immunization was 641. 


There were 101 Child Welfare Conferences held at the 
Health Center with an attendance of 1838. The Child 
Welfare nurse made 2356 visits to the homes to advise 
with mother and check up on the child’s progress. 

The School Dental Clinic gives one hour each day for 
work on pre-school children. The children are given ap- 
pointments by the Child Welfare nurse. 501 pre-school 
children attended the Dental Clinic making 519 visits.

Medical Inspection of Parochial Schools 


Medical inspection of the pupils at St. Mary’s and St. 
Aidan’s Parochial Schools is provided by the Health De- 
partment. This work has been in charge of Dr. David M. 
Hassman who is also Medical Director of the public 
schools. One of our health nurses devotes the greater 
part of her time to the care of the pupils of these schools. 


Examination of Pre-School Children 


Each spring the Health Department undertakes the 
medical examination of children who are soon to enter 
the public and parochial schools. The object of these 
examinations is the correction of physical defects as 
early in life as possible so that the child will be in better 
health when he begins the school work. There were 386 
pre-school children examined by Doctor Hassman and 137 
were vaccinated. 


The Health Bulletin 


The Bulletin has been published quarterly and distrib- 
uted by the Police Department to every house in the 
town. We believe it is serving the purpose of promoting 
education in health matters, of informing residents of the 
quality of the milk sold by the various dealers and of 
giving publicity to the various activities of the depart- 
ment. 
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The Hospital Relief Fund 


Of this fund $5,870.66 was used to provide prompt 
hospital care to 214 individuals needing such care but 
unable to pay the hospital charges, and not receiving 
aid from the Board of Public Welfare. 


Rabies Control 


There were no rabid dogs reported during the year as 
compared with 2 during 1935. In November the clinic 
for inoculating dogs against rabies was re-opened and 76 
dogs were inoculated. Anti-rabic treatment was fur- 
nished by the Health Department for 3 persons who had 
been exposed to rabid dogs elsewhere. There were 96 
dog bites reported, caused by dogs that were not rabid.

Dr. Connelly submits the following report: 


For many years we of the Dental Clinic have been 
striving to promote better dental health in the children 
of our town. Our little ones have been most co-operative 
and without their help our efforts would be all in vain. 
We are very pleased to say that the feeling of the chil- 
dren towards our model clinic is not one of apprehension 
or fear—they seem to enjoy coming to us at the clinic 
for treatment. Our work for the year 1936 has been 
essentially the same as in past years. The demand for 
our services at the clinic has been so great that in order 
to serve those children that cannot afford their own den- 
tist it has become necessary to redefine our policy so the 
most needy may receive attention. 

As in the field of Medicine we of the Dental profession 
are leaning more to a preventive method of treatment. 
Dental decay is the one factor that has baffled Dental 
and Medical investigators and at the present time the 
true cause of dental decay still remains unsolved. When 
our profession successfully discovers the cause of dental 
decay, then ye will be able to cope with this problem. At 
the present time in the Dental Clinic we are combating 
the destructive process of this disease by the early recog- 
nition of incipient cavities, or better, when a minute 
break appears in the continuity of the tooth structure we 
then fill this defect to inhibit further decay. 

The procedure at the Clinic is as follows: 

1. Our work is limited to the children of the Primary 
grades and the pre-school child. Relief of toothache only 
for children of Grammar grades. 

2. Oral Hygiene—Children are taught the importance 
of proper mouth hygiene and diet. 

3. Reparative work includes filling of all defects with 
various filling materials. When caries are found in the

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front permanent teeth we refer this work to the Harvard 
Dental School. 
4. Stress is laid on the filling of the six year molars. 
5. Removal of all infected teeth. 


6. After all work is completed a discharge certificate 


is issued. 

As we look back over our accomplishments we feel that 
we have done a great good for the children of our town, 
but nevertheless our work has just begun. 

It is fitting in this short resume of the activities at the 
Dental Clinic for the past year, to recognize the assis- 
tance given to us by our own school nurses under the 
leadership of Miss Lewis and last but not least to Miss 
Ross and her staff who have been very helpful making 
our Tuesday morning Clinic at the Health Center a suc- 
cessful one. We want to express our many thanks to the 
parents of our children for their interest in the work 
that is being done at the Clinic.

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THE BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


A total of 3,317 examinations was made during 1936 
as follows: 


Diphtheria. There were 78 cultures and 23 swabs ex- 
amined from persons suspected of having diphtheria and 
none were found to be positive. There was 1 culture for 
release and 315 for the detection of carriers. The total 
number of cultures examined was 418 of which number 
40 were re-incubated and examined a second time. 


Tuberculosis. There were 285 sputum examinations 
of which 65 were concentrated. Fifty-three were posi- 
tive. 


Typhoid and Paratyphoid. There were 18 specimens 
of blood, 16 of which gave a negative Widal reaction and 
there were 2 positives. There were two paratyphoid 
tests, one was negative and one was positive with Sal- 
monella schotmulleri. 


Opthalmia and Gonorrhea. Of 209 smears for the di- 
agnosis of gonorrheal infections 22 were positive; there 
were 4 negative ophthalmia smears. 


Vincent’s Angina (Trench Mouth). There were 12 
examinations of swabs already referred to, made to diag- 
nose Vincent’s Angina. Of these 12 swabs 10 were . 
diagnosed as Vincent’s Angina. There were 8 dental 
smears submitted for the diagnosis of Vincent’s Angina, 
5 were positive and 3 were negative. 


Scarlet Fever Control. There were 40 cultures and 
Swabs examined by special request, for Hemolytic and 
other Streptococci. Of these 32 were negative and 8 
|were positive. 


Urine Analyses. There were 14 chemical and micro- 
scopical examinations of urine made for the physicians 
and residents of the town. 


Miscellaneous Examinations. In addition to the above, 


there were 3 special bacteriological and pathological ex- 
aminations and 4 guinea pig inoculations. 


Milk Examinations. There were 793 samples of milk 
and cream submitted by the Agent for the Inspection of 
Milk and Provisions which were plated and the number 
of bacteria per cubic centimeter counted. The results of

these milk counts have been published in the Health Bul- 
letin. There were 793 samples examined microscopically 
for the presence of pus and streptococci. Counts were 
made of 70 samples of ice cream and there were 189 spe- 
cial milk examinations to qualify Grade “A” dairy sup- 
plies. 


Water Examinations, The Municipal Water Supply — 
and the water from the Bath House have been examined 
weekly, a total of 408 examinations of 98 samples having 
been made. Plate counts were made of these and also 
tests for the colon bacillus. One hundred thirty-four 
chemical tests have been made of 90 samples of water to 
determine the percentage of chlorine and the hydrogen- 
ion content of the town water supply and the swimming 
pool. The average of the counts of the town water for 
the year was 1.9724 per cc. There were 78 special water 
examinations, most of these being of samples taken from 
various parts of the municipal water supply during the 
floods in March. These examinations, which showed 
that the flooded river water was not contaminating the 
Town supply, were appreciated by the Water Board as 
shown by the following letter to Mr. Nyhen:

These outfits are kept at the Laboratory* and 
at the following drug stores: Young & Brown’s, Harvard 
Square; Chestnut Hill Pharmacy, 1186 Boylston Street, 
Gammon Drug, Corner of Beacon and Tappan Streets. 
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Antitoxin, Vaccine, etc. (596) outfits furnished free 
by the state Department of Health, were distributed from 
the Laboratory to physicians. 


The Fly and Mosquito Control work is directed by Mr. 
Nyhen, Bacteriologist, from the Laboratory. Attention 
is called to his report of this work.

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It is interesting to note that during the year 1936 the 
total number of patients admitted approximately paral- 
leled that of 1935, but that there was considerable varia- 
tion in the makeup of that total. 


There was .a noticeable decrease in the number of scar- 
let fever patients, but the increase in the number of 
mumps and measles cases brought the total number of 
common contagious diseases to practically the same level 
as in the previous year. Many of these aforementioned 
mumps and measles cases were accepted in order to pro- 
tect potential patients in crowded homes. In conjunc- 
tion with the work in scarlet fever, 3 tonsil and adenoid 
operations and 1 paracentesis operation were performed. 


_.. Of the 44 tuberculosis patients recorded in the table ac- 

companying this report, 1 was admitted twice during the 
year and 3 were diagnosed as non-tuberculous. Of the 
remaining 40, 11 had had pneumothorax, (2 unsuccess- 
fully) ; 8 had had thoracoplasty; 1 a phrencic nerve op- 
eration; and 2 had had pneumoloysis with paraffine pack ; 
—a total of 22, or 55% for whom collapse therapy had 
been carried out or attempted. 


In the dental field, all necessary surgery was done, and 
the services of a. dental hygienist was provided for all 
tuberculous patients twice during the year. 


Deaths recorded were 4, all from the tuberculosis 
group. The ages of these fatal cases were 53, 57, 66 and 
76. It should also be noted that the disease was far ad- 
vanced at the time of admission to the hospital, and the 
results were inevitable. 


Through the action of the Board of Selectmen the hos- 
pital is richer in serviceable equipment because of the 
addition of a stereoscope for the more efficient reading of 
X-Ray plates; and cubicle curtains for the greater com- 
fort and privacy of the ward patients. 


Monthly meetings of the hospital staffs were excellent- 
ly attended, and due to the concerted action of busy phy- 
sicilans and surgeons who gave so generously of their 
time, the Board of Health Hospital is now listed as one 
of the institutions approved by the American College of 
Surgeons. 


We wish to record our thanks to the Brookline Lodge 
of Elks for arranging several very enjoyable evenings of 
entertainment and music; to the Coolidge Corner Theatre 
for a delightful morning of sound movies, for which all 
the equipment necessary to give us the advantages of the 
modern theatre were brought to our door; and to the 
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Kiwanis Club, the Elks and the King’s Daughters for 
their very generous Christmas remembrances. Our 
thanks are also gratefully given to the many, many kind 
friends and neighbors who have sent flowers, books, mag- 
azines, toys, games and knitted things. It is hearten- 
ing to know that in the routine of busy lives there is so 
much thought for the handicapped.

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REPORT OF QUARANTINE INSPECTOR 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1936. 
To the Board of Health: , 


Gentlemen :—In connection with cases of transmittable 
diseases occurring within the town there were 21 quar- 
antine inspections made, 5 complaints investigated and 
corrections effected, 7 food handlers who were exposed to 
or in contact with persons having infectious diseases 
quarantined for various incubation periods, 2 medical 
examinations required, 36 milk jar restrictions placed 
and 5 rooms and 2 bath rooms disinfected; also, 4 lots 
of bedding, 3 of clothing, 12 of library and 7 of school 
books were disinfected in the gas chamber of the Public 
Library after investigation disclosed that they had been 
unduly exposed. There were condemned and burned 3 
lots of bedding, 7 of library and 9 of school books which 
were thought to be unsafe for future use. Following 
incidences of transmittable diseases instructions were 
given as to proper cleansing of premises at 3 houses, ‘1 
dog kennel and 1 cow barn. Instructions were also given 
in various cases for the removal or sanitary treatment 
of laundry, bedding, rugs, etc. and removal of waste at 
houses following cases of disease; 3 lots of infected bed- 
ding were naphtha cleansed. Sanitary disposition was 
made of the carcasses of 4 dead animals. | 

In cases of transmittable diseases occurring among the 
personnel at dairy farms, shipping stations and milk 
processing plants 2 persons were quarantined, 1 cream 
supply and 3 milk supplies were excluded until danger of 
transmission was passed and 3 medical examinations and 
certificates of release were required. In most of the cases 
the cooperation of district health officials was obtained. 


In connection with disease in dairy herds supplying 
Brookline the coordination of action with milk control 
and livestock officials and distributors of milk has been 
responsible for a very satisfactory reduction of mastitis 
and other forms of pathogenic infection. In cooperation 
with these agencies more than 75 cows were slaughtered 
and 35 additional were segregated, becoming normal af- 
ter treatment.

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REPORT OF TENEMENT HOUSE INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the twenty- 
fourth annual report of the Tenement House Inspector 
for the year ending December 31, 1936. 

During the year no permits were issued to build apart- 
ment houses. Under the Amendment to the Building Law 
which was passed in 1935, the owners of a number of 
houses have taken out permits to remodel the same, 
which will increase the number of apartments when this 
work is done. One apartment house consisting of twenty- 
four suites was remodelled during the year so that it 
now contains sixty-two suites. At the present time there 
are approximately four hundred and twenty vacancies, 
which I would consider to be below the normal number 
of vacancies out of a total of seventy-two hundred apart- 
ments. 

-Four permits were issued by the Board of Health for 
basement suites. There were three basement suites oc- 
cupied in different houses for which no permits had been 
issued and in two of them no permit could be issued as 
they did not comply with the Board of Health regulations. 

One hundred and fifty-nine inspections were made of 
basement suites for which permits had already been 
granted. As a whole they were found to be in good 
condition; however, it was necessary to have the un- 
sightly ceilings whitened and the walls either painted or 
papered in three different suites. 

During the year fifty-three water-closet bowls were 
found in unsanitary condition. Hither the owners or 
agents were notified and on reinspection found the same 
had been put in sanitary condition. 

Sixty-seven unsightly ceilings were whitened and the 
walls of sixty-three rooms were either repainted or re- 
papered. 

Three houses of the older type were thoroughly 
renovated. The toilets which were in the cellar and used 
In common, were removed and one placed in each of the 
twelve tenements. In two of these houses all the rooms 
were thoroughly cleaned. 

There was one two-family house of third class con- 
struction which had been converted into a three-family 
house. This matter was brought to the attention of the 
owner and the Building Commissioner, who has taken 
care of same. 
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Three hundred and forty-one fire hazards were abated, 
the cause of same being defective smoke pipes, plaster 
off ceiling in basement and wood laths exposed, papers 
and combustible rubbish stored on premises, lack of 
metal receptacles for ashes and rubbish, and defective in- 
cinerator screens on chimneys. Ninety-two metal recep- 
tacles were provided where fire hazards were found .to 
exist. 

On complaints received for fire hazards in apartment 
houses, many were received from the Chief of the Fire 
Department and I had his co-operation in having the same 
abated. 

Ninety-two complaints were received during the year 
for obstructed egresses and on inspection found that 
three hundred and twenty-seven were obstructed. Either 
the owners or tenants were notified. 


Twenty-nine complaints were received of hallways not 
properly lighted and on inspection found all complaints 
justified. Many times I found the current had been 
turned off for non-payment of bill and after the owners 
or agents were notified, on reinspection found they were 
complying with the law. I had the owner of one apart- 
ment house before the Court on a Preliminary Hearing 
to show cause why a complaint should not be issued for 
failing to light the hallways properly. No complaint was 
issued as the owner agreed to see that the hallways were 
properly lighted and on reinspection found that he was 
complying with the law. 


The piazzas of seven different houses were found to be 
in dangerous condition. The owners and the Building 
Commissioner were notified and under his direction the 
same were made safe. 


Thirty-six complaints were received of insufficient heat 
and hot water. In most cases after notifying the owners 
or agents and warning the janitors, I got the desired re- 
sults. It was necessary however, to have the owner of 
one house before the Court on a Preliminary Hearing to 
show cause why a complaint should not be issued against 
him for failing to supply sufficient heat. No complaint 
was issued as he agreed to furnish heat and on reinspec- | 
tion found he was complying with the law. 


Had the owner of one apartment house before the 
Court on a Preliminary Hearing to show cause why a 
complaint should not be issued against him for failing to 
provide elevator service which is a violation of Section 
14 of Chapter 186 of the General Laws. A complaint has 
been issued but the case has not come up to trial at the 
time of this writing. 
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Upon complaint received that a house used as a lodging 
house for the employees of a private estate did not have 
any water-closet accomodations, an inspection was made 
and I found the complaint to be justifiable, The manager 
of the estate was notified and a toilet properly connected 
with the sewer, was placed in the building. 


All fraternity houses were inspected during the year 
and no case of overcrowding was found. In two houses 
they did not have a second means of egress from each 
floor. On reinspection I found one of the houses had in- 
stalled a second means of egress and the owner of the 
other house has filed plans with the Building Commis- 
sioner to install same. 


Fire hazards were found in six of the houses and the 
cellars of seven were found in unsanitary condition and 
the yards of three houses were found untidy, and in one 
there was a case of obstructed drainage. 


Two hundred and seventy-eight inspections and rein- 
spections were made of licensed lodging houses during the 
year. There were a number of houses being conducted 
as lodging houses which did not have a license and when 
notified, all except one, made application for a license. 
The owner of this house was before the Court on two 
different occasions for conducting a lodging house with- 
out a license. On one occasion she was placed on proba- 
tion for six months and on the other, she was fined One 
Hundred Dollars. As a whole the houses were being 
properly conducted.

Many complaints were received of houses infested with 
rats and mice and same were referred to the Sanitary 
Agent. A great many miscellaneous inspections were 
made in apartment houses during the year for various 
causes, such as dogs and cats in apartments, dampness in 
cellars, stagnant water in yards, water shut off, gas shut 
off, coal gas, shaking rugs and mops from windows, 
houses infested with water bug's and other pests.

Milk, Cream, ete. 


Additional to the routine work investigations have been 
continued to further separately classify such milk sup- 
plies as have a reasonably high mineral potency and con- 
sequently a more nutritional and therapeutic value for 
child feeding. The investigations included experimental 
feeding of cows to ascertain the value of different rations 
and methods of feeding to produce such milk and still 
eliminate off-flavors to which it is particularly susceptible. 
A list of such milk supplies is being compiled showing 
their comparative values in bone building materials and 
will be available to interested citizens. Certain dealers 
affected have objected to making such a list public on 
the ground that it would be discriminating but they were 
advised more than a year ago that such action would be 
taken unless certain of their supplies were brought up to 
a satisfactory standard. Eminent authorities have com- 
mended the proposed procedure as a progressive measure 
in promoting the public health. The necessity of revising 
the milk and ice cream regulations to conform to the sev- 
eral changes in the state laws and standards is recognized 
but it seems best to await the outcome of proposed addi- 
tional legislation. 


We now require that all local distributors of milk fur- 
nish a laboratory report at least twice each month upon 
‘supplies of raw milk from all sources of their supply by a 
person or agency approved by your Agent, this work to 
include the tracing and elimination of any infection or con- 
tamination which analysis may show. This procedure has 
been helpful to producers in detecting cows with mastitis 
and other diseases thereby reducing condemnations, af- 
fording protection to distributors from unsalable milk and 
providing additional protection to consumers from pos- 
sible infection. More than 1,200 reports have been re- 
ceived resulting in the slaughtering of some 50 cows and 
the quarantining of 30 or more which were restored to 
the herd after treatment by a veterinary. 
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Because of the shortage of milk during the flood in 
March some of the larger distributors made up milk from 
butter, skim milk powder and water. During the period 
of shortage daily inspections of the milk supply were 
made. Evidence was obtained against only one distributor 
but your Agent refused to submit the evidence for prose- 
cution when it was found that several other large dis- 
tributors, against whom evidence had been obtained in 
adjoining localities, were not to be prosecuted. This so- 
called synthetic milk, while unpleasant in flavor and odor, 
contained nothing deleterious to public health. Some of 
our local dealers who could not obtain their regular Brook- 
line supplies, including two chain store concerns, went 
without milk for several days rather than accept supplies 
of unknown quality. 


Quality. A review of the records shows that the ex- 
cellent quality of our milk, cream and ice cream supplies 
has been maintained and, on the whole, improved. The 
average bacteriological content of all supplies is so satis- 
factory as to make further improvement of a permanent 
nature very hard, if not impossible, to obtain.

The State bacteriological standards for pasteurized milk are a maximum of 
40,000 per c.c. for Market, 10,000 for Grade A, 5,000 for Special and 500 for 
Certified ; for pre- -pasteurized milk a maximum of 400, 000 for Market, 100,000 for 
Grade A, 50,000 for Special and 10,000 for Certified. 

The State butter-fat standards for milk are a minimum of 3.35 per cent for 
Market, 4 per cent for Grade A, 3.50 to 4.00 per cent for Certified (or fat con- 
tent stated on label) ; for cream 16 to 48 per cent minimum according to grade. 

The local fat standard adopted for Special milk is 4.40 per cent and the bac- 
teriological standard for cream and ice cream is a maximum of 50,000 per c.c. 
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Regarding Grade A milk, it is noted that while there 
has been an improvement in the average bacteriological 
content there were more samples containing bacteria in 
excess of the state standard than in all the other supplies 
combined. A large portion of ‘it is not produced in accord- 
ance with Grade A regulations. It is built up by adding 
cream and is deficient in solids-not-fat which contain the 
bone-building substances. As Grade A permits are now 
issued by the State Milk Regulation Board upon the ap- 
proval of inspectors we can only, under present conditions, 
set forth the facts. 


In reference to the quality of ice cream, of 88 samples 
analyzed there were two containing excessively high 
bacteria... Deducting these the average bacteria would be 
only 8,343. The improvement in this product is, there- 
fore, beyond expectation. 


There has been no change in the source of the school © 
milk but as it was formerly pasteurized and delivered by a 
dealer, upon notice in August from the Milk Control Board 
of an advance in price at which dealers must sell 14-pint 
servings, arrangements were made with the producer to 
furnish the milk direct. Because of his interest in the 
production of milk of the highest possible nutritional | 
value for child feeding he immediately built and equipped 
a model milk processing plant to meet the stringent re- 
quirements for our school milk. The last sanitary scoring 
of the dairy was 94.8 while another supply is qualified to 
use in case of emergency from a dairy scoring 91.6. All 
samples from the present supply were free from sediment 
and bacteriological contamination, the solids-not-fat aver- 
aged 9.38 per cent. and, as noted in the quality table, the 
average bacteria was the lowest of any supply on our 
records except Certified-pasteurized while all handlers of 
the milk are subject to regular medical examinations with 
the reports on file at this office. 


Dairies. A new system of scoring dairies has been 
adopted whereby a graph giving relative values is used for 
transposing the state score to equivalents of the Brookline 
score. While this results in somewhat lower scores it 
makes for greater uniformity and accuracy in ratings. 
The records, however, show decided improvement in sani- 
tation. 

As an aftermath of the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, nullifying the A. A. A. under which the 
Greater Boston milk market and the contributing dairies 
were controlled, there has recently developed a contro- 
versy between the largest producers’ organization and 
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three large dealers over the equalization set-up under the 
former Federal license.. The producers’ organization has 
called a strike and is withholding about fifty per cent of 
the fluid milk from the Greater Boston market. This in- 
cludes a portion of two of our segregated supplies which 
have been under our supervision for more than twenty 
years, consequently the dairies are in excellent condition. 
While every effort within consistent limitation has been 
made to retain these supplies if producers continue to 
withdraw their milk it will be necessary to qualify new 
sources of supply which will require more frequent in- — 
spection. The larger number of dairies approved was due 
to the fact that under a recent state regulation Grade A 
and Special milk dairies have to be certified to as approved 
semi-annually. The smaller number of dairies excluded 
and also those rejected were due to the fewer changes 
made by dealers in their supplies. Upon request the State 
Milk Regulation Board will give hearings to ten producers 
who had not made the requested corrections when the 
sae reinspections were made during the middle of Decem- 
er. 


Creameries. Major corrections were new equipment 
installed at 27, additional water supply at 2, and 1 was not 
approved pending the completion of the installation of a 
safe water supply while one was condemned and rebuilt. 
Most of the creameries have, within the past two years, 
been provided with sanitary metal equipment, thus elim- 
inating the danger of off-flavors through contact with cop- 
per on worn equipment. 


Receiving and Shipping Stations. Adequate and proper 
ice water tanks were installed at 3, sheds and wooden 
covers provided at 4 and a modern can washer at 1. 


Transportation. Although continuous effort has been 
made to oblige the use of closed vehicles or insulated 
covers by contractors who collect milk from farms there 
were 12 instances found where proper protection was not 
afforded. Dealers were notified that corrections must be 
effected or the product would be excluded. One supply 
has since been excluded and more frequent inspections will 
be made to prevent further neglect. 


Quarantine. Twelve handlers of milk were temporarily 
quarantined because of transmittable diseases or exposure 
thereto. There were 8 milk supplies and 1 cream 
supply excluded until danger of transmission was past 
while 3 medical examinations with certificates of re- 
lease were required.

Food, Drug's, etc. 


Analyses. Of 163 samples of food examined only 3 
were found to be in violation of the law; correction by the 
manufacturers was immediately obtained. The value of 
this work is not measured by the number of violations 
found for manufacturers and wholesale dealers will not 
send poor foods into a municipality where adequate in- 
spection service prevails. Our chemist co-operated with 
Federal Relief officials by analyzing samples of food sup- 
plies furnished for distribution in Brookline. 


Inspectcd. This includes such foodstuffs wherein 
analysis is not necessary to determine their fitness for 
food. The condemnations included a large amount of bev- 
erages and packaged food ingredients following a fire, a 
considerable quantity of vegetables at the Federal E. R. A. 
distributing center, a quantity of corned beef which had 
been pickled in an effort to save it after spoilage had set in 
and such lots of fowl, meats and fish purchased by citizens 
who requested examination and upon which adjustments 
were usually made. There were 4 seizures of bad food- 
stuffs from peddlers. 


Store Inspectors. There has been satisfactory co-. 
operation from food merchants in the protection of food- 
stuffs from flies, dust, vermin, personal contact and inade- 
quate refrigeration. A new procedure of explaining to 
dealers who had formerly been careless in these matters 
how harmful bacteria multiplied on certain berries and 
fruits while not on others and how unduly exposed meat 
and fish may cause illness without the flavor being af- 
fected was very helpful in obtaining results. Dirty 
premises, refrigerating rooms and chests were the most 
prevalent deficiences corrected. The exposure of meats 
and fish in unrefrigerated showcases and display windows 
has been less prevalent because of the installation of more 
modern display cases. Following investigation, 3 applica- 
tions for basement food permits and 2 for ice cream 
manufacturing licenses were refused. 


Hotels and Restaurants. Of the more than 600 inspec- 
tions made 103 were in connection with applications for 
victualers’ licenses and renewals. After necessary cor- 
rections had been completed 77 were approved and 2 
were not approved. The new system for scoring eating 
places put into effect last year, while it caused many com- 
plaints because of the lower ratings accorded, has never- 
theless greatly reduced the accusations of proprietors of 
partiality on the part of the inspector. With the numer- 
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ous sub-divisions of the score card the inspector deter- 
mines whether a condition does or does not conform toa 
specified standard instead of having to rely wholly upon 
his own judgment, consequently, the system is fairer to 
all. The increased installation of modern equipment, re- 
frigerating units and air conditioning, together with the 
frequent inspections and the publication of ratings in the 
“Health Bulletin’, give the hotels and restaurants in 
Brookline a very high rating frequently noted in the 
publications of the National Hotel and Restaurant Asso- 
ciation. A large number of cases of food poisoning oc- 
curred among patrons of a restaurant following Thanks- 
giving dinner. An immediate examination of all the re- 
maining food failed to definitely determine the cause. 
Our veterinary inspector, however, after examining a 
large number of turkeys was of the opinion that some of 
those served had been refrigerated at a low temperature 
immediately after being slaughtered, thus sealing the 
animal heat in the carcass and thereby creating a condi- 
tion which would cause illness. The State Department 
of Health also made an investigation including examina- 
tion of, and specimens from, the entire personnel of the 
establishment without result. Recognizing the import- 
ance of preventing such illness the inspection of turkeys 
and other fowl] shipped to local dealers from stocks often 
accummulated well in advance of holiday requirements is 
a routine service of this office but the turkeys suspected 
of having caused the trouble were purchased from an out- 
of-town dealer and consequently were not under our super- 
vision. 


Hearings. As required by statute 4 of the hearings 
were given for violation of the bakery laws resulting in 
compliance therewith. The other 7 were for persistent 
violations of the milk and food laws and regulations; 4 
made the required corrections, the milk license of 1 was 
cancelled and 2 complied with the law only after being 
summoned into Court. Additional to the above, hearings 
of minor importance were given to applicants for various 
licenses and permits. 

Your Agent appreciates the opportunity afforded to be 
associated with promotional work of national scope. This 
has been valuable in obtaining results locally.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND MOSQUITO 
CONTROL 


Brookline, Mass., January 20, 1937. 
To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit my 36th an- 
nual report of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Control. 
The objective of this Division is the control of insects 
which affect the Public Health as causes of sickness and 
public nuisances. The major effort was concentrated on 
mosquitoes and flies. Two additional objectives in en- 
vironmental sanitation were undertaken with Welfare 
Labor, one against Ragweed, the cause of Hay Fever, the 
other against Poison Ivy. 

The assertion has been made by German Scientists that 
when a family leaves the country for the city, the ex- 
tinction of that family has begun. This is due, undoubt- 
edly in part, to the insanitary environment of the city. 
-The late Prof. Edwin O. Jordan of the University of 
Chicago, recognizing just such a menace to the family 
has said, “environmental sanitation is—an ever present 
fierce necessity.” To prevent such family catastrophes 
proceeding to their logical end, the science of Public 
Health Engineering has intervened to aid and protect the 
urban family; to change its unfavorable habitat for a 
more favorable one which would be more conducive for 
its survival. Brookline has done just this thing. It has 
made splendid, definite progress in controlling the in- 
sanitary environment of its inhabitants during the past 
37 years by a systematic plan of public health action. This 
is oe mission of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Con- 
trol. 

We must realize, however, that our progress has been 
modified because of lack of money. For the past 15 
years there has been a tremendous increase in the popu- 
lation due to the building of many new apartment 
houses, single dwellings and stores. This is especially 
true of the southerly part of the town. There, rapid 
changes from a rural to a semi-urban community occurred 
which evolved an enormous number of new problems in 
environmental sanitation like mosquito, fly, rat, ragweed 
and poison ivy nuisances. New assignments, also, have 
been added to the general program, but the appropriation 
for this work has not been increased in proportion to 
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the added working load of the Division of Fly and Mos- 
quito Control, in fact it was cut from 1929 to 1934 about 
34%. 

I respectfully recommend that the appropriation for 
this work shall be increased as requested; to finance the 
program; to maintain an adequate organization; to em- 
ploy all the personnel thereof on a full time instead of a 
one quarter time basis; and to pay a wage to all in keep- 
ing with the work they do. 

We destroyed all the mosquito larvae to be found in the 
southeasterly part of the town in early May, but again a 
rare and heavy infestation of Aedes mosquitoes from 
neighboring cities and towns occurred in the southerly 
part of the town in late May, June, and part of July. The 
mosquitoes gradually decreased in number in July and 
practically disappeared by the middle of August. The re- 
mainder of the town, three miles northwesterly of the in- 
fested area, remained free from mosquitoes and there 
was, actually less mosquito breeding in this latter area 
than am 19359 


Mosquito Control 


Water, fresh or stagnant, breeds mosquitoes; certain 
mosquitoes carry diseases; therefore, water in which 
these mosquitoes breed is a cause of sickness. Water in 
which mosquitoes breed in such numbers as to render 
the habitations of the people uncomfortable is a public 
nuisance, and local Boards of Health are required by 
statute to examine into causes of sickness and nuisances, 
and to remove, destroy, or prevent the same as the case 
may require. 

Area, etc: Brookline has an area of 6.81 square miles 
in which there are 90 miles of streets. The population 
is 50,319. 


Rainfall: The precipitation of rain from April 1 to 
October 1 was 17.59 inches (U.S. Weather Bureau Station 
at Boston) and 16.67 inches (Town Hall Station, Brook- 
line). The normal rainfall for this period is 19.66 inches, 
and the total amount was 2.07 and 3.19 inches respective- 
ly below normal. It rained every 1.81 days (U.S. Weather 
Bureau Station) and 3.9 days (Town Hall Station) dur- 
ing the season. 


Sanitary Inspection: The Division made 104,454 in- 
spections and found 1,792 barrels, buckets, cans and 
other receptacles containing water. Of the receptacles 
which held water, 60 showed mosquito larvae. Our in- 
spectors also reported 322 new pools in streets, yards, 
gardens, trees, and on flat roofs of buildings: 17 catch 
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basins on private property, and 10 sunken garbage cans 
with water, hitherto not recorded. There has been a 
very large number of bird baths and ornamental pools 
installed about the homes. 


Petrolizing: There were 44,415 applications of oil to 
eatch basins located in private property and the high- 
ways. There were, 54,962 inspections of listed pools, 
ditches, and sunken garbage cans containing water. 


Fish Control: There were 52 pools, ponds, ditches and 
green house tanks stocked with Gambusia affinis. No top 
minnows like Gambusia affinis were observed in the late 
spring in Leverett Pond. The normal situation there had 
been disturbed from the previous November by the par- 
tial drainage of Leverett Pond in the construction of the 
over-pass bridge at its northerly end. 


Dumps: There were 12 private and 8 public insanitary 
dumps reported and kept under observation. The num- 
ber was 11 less than reported in 1935. There were two 
dumps reported (once each) where mosquito wigglers 
were found breeding in receptacles. The only satisfac- 
tory method of handling receptacles to prevent them 
from holding rain water and breeding mosquitoes is to 
destroy them completely or bury them with a heavy solid 
dirt fill. Dumping automobile bodies, stumps, logs, brush 
and other bulky materials over receptacles is not a sat- 
isfactory method of disposal to prevent mosquito breed- 
ing. It often favors it and obstructs control work. It is 
contrary to sound Public Health Engineering methods. 
Incidentally this kind of filling provides rat runs and 
harborages which are objectionable. 


Ditch Maintenance: There were 5,822 feet of ditches 
and streams cleaned and cleared of debris, 1,347 feet of 
ditch banks cleared of brush and 5,700 feet of ditches 
and about 234 acres of swamp land mowed. The work 
was done in swamps *#56 and 123, ditches 5-6-7-52- 
56a-94-101-102-103 and 114. 


Results: Mosquito larve were reported from 215 lo- 
cations. Of these, the Genus Aedes was listed from 31; 
Genus Culex from 178; Genus Anopheles from 5; and the 
Genus Psorophora from 1. 


Fly Control 


Filth is a breeding substance for flies; flies carry in- 
fectious diseases; therefore, filth is a cause of sickness 
within the meaning of the General Laws which order

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local Boards of Health to examine into, remove, destroy, 
or prevent the same as the case may require. 


Sanitary Inspection: The fly and mosquito inspec- 
tions were made jointly. Of the total inspections 13,864 
were especially directed to control the fly nuisance. 

Stables and Manure: Our inspectors reported 34 
heaps of manure of various sizes. Of these, 14 were found 
at stables, and 20 at hensheds and pigeon roosts. The 
By-laws prohibit putting or suffering to accumulate or 
leaving on any premises without a license from the Board 
of Health all manure, filth, refuse, animal or vegetable 
matter whatsoever. Advisory letters and extracts of the 
By-laws were sent to all persons reported for violations 
of the By-laws. 


Garbage: Our inspectors filed 5,007 complaints against 
4,407 persons for 9,563 violations of the Town By-laws 
and the Board of Health Regulations. These complaints 
consisted of dirty swill cans and casings, cans with foul 
deposits of swill, leaking and uncovered cans, and yards 
strewn with swill. These insanitary garbage conditions 
are the sources of swarms of flies and demand particular 
attention to keep the fly nuisance under control. The 
swill must be removed from the cans at least twice a 
week. The containers should be scoured with hot soap- 
suds and kerosene once a week. 


Incinerators, etc: Our inspectors reported 310 in- 
cinerators as compared with 342 in 1935. The prompt 
and odorless destruction of swill and other kinds of 
insect breeding refuse by incineration is one of the most 
effective measures to control the flies and other vermin. 


Grass, etc: There were 447 persons reported for vio- 
lations of the By-laws for throwing, leaving, and suffer- 
ing to accumulate on their premises refuse consisting of 
grass cuttings, straw, hay, cloth, burlap, excelsior, paper, 
and vegetable refuse. There is a large quantity of grass 
produced in town, most of which is brought to the public 
dump where it should be dried and burned within a 
reasonable time after it is deposited. 


Privies: There were 52 privies for workmen reported 
by our inspectors. Each of these had been reported for 
more than one violation of the Town By-laws and the - 
Board of Health Regulations. There are those persons 
who wilfully ignore the law and persist from time to 
time in perpetuating this primitive institution called a 
privy, in a civilized community like Brookline. The en- 
forcement of the law by the courts is the remedy pro- 
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posed for those who believe that their own law is super- 
ior, more valid than the law of the Commonwealth and 
the Municipality. 


Dumps: The 15 private and public dumps have already 
been referred to under Mosquito Control. These dumps 
are first class fly, mosquito, and rat breeding loctions. - 


Summary: There were 10,111 fly breeding nuisances 
reported by our inspectors to this office against 4,875 
persons. There were 101 complaints from residents 
received and investigated and of these 9 were referred 
to other departments for their attention. 


Ragweed Control 


Ragweed produces a poisonous pollen; pollen causes 
hayfever. Ragweed is therefore a cause of sickness. 
Ragweed pollen can be borne by the wind and. cause 
sickness and discomfort, loss of health, time, and money, 
affecting large numbers of people. Therefore, it is a 
serious public nuisance as well as a cause of sickness 
which the General Laws require the local Boards of 
Health to examine into, remove, destroy, or prevent the 
same as the case may require. 


The Director of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Con- 
trol organized and superintended the work of abating 
the nuisance, expanded the inspection and labor units of 
the Division with details of personnel from the Welfare 
Department, since no appropriation for this work had 
been made. These welfare details in their routine in- 
spections searched for the weeds, reported the locations, 
interviewed the owners or tenants accountable, and re- 
quested them to destroy the Ragweed upon their land. 
Every effort was made to prevent pollination, reseeding, 
and to diminish the new crop of Ragweed in 1937. 


Nine complaints from citizens were received about. 
ragweed. 3,565 inspections were made to control the 
ragweed nuisances found in 1936. Our inspectors re- 
ported 1,509 locations which showed Ragweed, and on 
1,428 of these the nuisance was abated. Reinspection of 
11 areas revealed that a regrowth of Ragweed had oc- 
curred after mowing, necessitating a second abatement. 
Of the 1,509 Ragweed areas recorded, the owners of 973 
abated the nuisances, the labor details of the Division 
aided 455 and 81 owners failed to respond in any way. 
Of the 1,509 persons reported for having Ragweed 1,434 
promised to cooperate with the Board of Health. 11 de- 
clined to do so, and 64 failed to declare their attitude. 
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Of the 1,428 areas abated, 47% were cared for before the 
arbitrary pollen date of August 15, and 53% thereafter. 


Poison Ivy Control 


Seven complaints of Poison Ivy were received from 
citizens. 223 inspections were made to reduce the Poison 
Ivy nuisances reported by our inspectors in 1936. There 
were 109 locations reported by them showing Poison Ivy 
plants. 50 of these were abated by owners and of these 12 
showed regrowth and were abated a second time. 


The Supreme Court of New Jersey has handed down 
this decision on Poison Ivy. We quote from the New 
York Times as follows: “It was incumbent upon the 
defendant to use reasonable care to clip the poison ivy 
as often as it grew to be a danger or to take other means 
available to root it out and prevent its growth.”

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REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT 


December 31, 1936. 
To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen :—I respectfully submit the forty-fourth an- 
nual report of the Sanitary Agent for the year ending 
December 31, 1936. 

All complaints of nuisances or other unhealthful con- 
ditions called to the attention of this department during 
the year have been promptly and carefully investigated 
and where complaints have been found to be justified, 
corrections of such conditions were requested and satis- 
factorily made. 

Complaints and nuisances to the number of 1,002 as 
compared with 1,140 in 1935 have been investigated dur- 
ing the year. 


The following summary shows the number and charac- 
ter of the complaints and nuisances received and abated 
during the year.

In accordance with the usual practice a complete in- 
Spection was made in the spring of the yards and cellars 
in the populous and business districts. A general clean 
up was made of the ashes, garbage and miscellaneous 
rubbish and refuse littered about the premises during the 
winter months. 


During the year complaints to the number of 14 were 
received of smoke nuisances. Of this number 7 were from 
plants using soft coal and 5 from plants using oil as fuel 
and 2 from plants burning rubbish. Most of these com- 
plaints were caused by careless firing or lack of attention 
on the part of the persons attending the plants. 
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All bakeries in the town were subject to regular in- 
spections throughout the year and the general conditions 
were found satisfactory. 

The various barber shops have been periodically in- 
spected and no serious lack of cleanliness or sanitation 
was noted. 

An inspection was made of all premises licensed for 
the sale of alcoholic beverages and all were found to be in 
a clean and sanitary condition. 

The beneficial efforts obtained in the work of this 
division in the extermination of rats and mice is becom- 
ing better known to the citizens of the town as evidenced 
by the increased number of requests for treatment of 
premises. The number of premises so treated was 1,056 
as compared with 971 in 1935. 

Owing to the now well established practice among con- 
tractors of using chemical closets rather than workmen’s 
privies, this possible source of menace to public health 
has been practically eliminated, there having been but five 
such privies during the year. All of these were abolished 
and water closets installed. 

During the year the Board granted seventeen licenses 
to keep fowl, two permits to keep ponies, four permits to 
build and maintain cesspools and one permit was granted 
for a septic tank.

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REPORT OF WATER BOARD 


The Water Board herewith submits its 61st annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1986. 


At the annual Town Meeting held March 3, 1936, 
Francis W. Hamilton was re-elected a member of the 
Board for three years. 


The Board organized electing Timothy J. Burke, 
. Chairman; and appointing Z. R. Forbes, Registrar and 
Clerk; and Walter B. Bushway Superintendent of the 
Works. 2 


The Board records with deep regret, the death of Den- 
nis Cronin, who, for nearly fifty-nine years rendered 
faithful and efficient service as engineer at the Low Ser- 
vice Pumping Station. 

Suitable resolutions on the death of this faithful em- 
ployee were passed and entered in the records of the 
Board and a copy sent to the family of the deceased. 


Extension 


Short extensions of street mains have been made in 
several streets, tabulation of which, together with that 
of service pipes laid, gates set, ete., will be found in the 
report of the Superintendent. 

Late in the season a petition was received for the ex-— 
tension of a water main in Valley Road. As the Board 
had no appropriation for this extension, the entire cost 
of the labor, pipe and fittings was assumed by the pe- 
titioners with the understanding that they should be re- 
imbursed for this work provided the Town so votes. 


Maintenance 


A leakage and friction survey has been made of the 
twenty and twenty-four inch supply mains from the 
Fisher Hill Low Service Reservoir to Coolidge Corner 
and the twelve inch High Service force main from the 
High Service Pumping Station to the Reservoir on Single 
Tree Hill. The coefficient of friction was found to be 
less than that adopted by general engineering practice 
for mains that have been in service as long as those sur- 
veyed and that tuberculation has not impaired their cap- 
acity to an extent that required cleaning at the present. 
Other information was obtained which will be of value 
in locating leakages. 
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The brick stand-pipe, or surge tank, on Brown’s 
Hill which has been in constant service since 1875, has 
been torn down on account of its leakage and general 
poor condition. In its place an underground chamber 
was constructed, containing a special type of air valve, 
which automatically allows the expulsion or the entry 
of air in the force mains as may be required. 

The driven wells system has been extended in previ- 
ously undeveloped land owned by the Town and an ex- 
cellent quality of water, as shown by chemical analysis, 
has been secured. Sixty-one new wells were driven 
which will yield under ordinary conditions an average 
of 2,500,000 gallons daily. Renewals and repairs have 
also been made on the original well system which have 
increased its yield. 


Under authority granted by the Legislature, the Town 
has a right to take water from its source of supply in 
daily amounts varying from five to eight million gallons 
depending upon the rainfall. In order to take full advan- 
tage of this right, it will be necessary to increase the 
pumping capacity at the Low Service Station. By in- 
creasing this capacity one and a half million gallons daily, 
the amount and cost of-water to be taken from the Met- 
ropolitan District will be materially reduced. 


The Board believes that it will be for the best in- 
terest of the Town to utilize the right to take all the 
water allowable from our source of supply and recom- 
mend that an additional pumping unit as mentioned 
above be installed at the Low Service Pumping Station. 
This installation can be made at a very reasonable cost 
as the foundations and connecting pipes of the old Wor- 
thington engine, the use of which has long been discon- 
tinued, can be used. 


The turbine pumps at the Low Service Pumping 
Station, which have been in constant service since the 
filter plant was constructed, have required more than 
ordinary repairs the past year. One has been thoroughly 
overhauled but the condition of the other two is such 
that they should be replaced the coming year. -It is 
therefore recommended that one centrifugal pump, with 
a daily capacity of 6,000,000 gallons, be installed to re- 
place two of the old turbine engines. 


At the Low Service Pumping Station it is recom- 
mended that the present expensive and obsolete method 
of handling fuel be replaced by an electrically operated 
coal conveyor and trimmer which would pay for itself in 
a period of less than eight years. 
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Emergency High Service Pumping Station 


As recommended in our last annual report the estab- 
lishment of an emergency High Service Pumping Station, 
to be located on land owned by the Town near the junc- 
tion of Boylston Street and Reservoir Road, was autho- 
rized at the annual Town Meeting and an appropriation 
of $20,000.00, made therefor. 

Plans and specifications for the building were pre- 
pared by Strickland and Strickland, Architects, and 
those for the pumping unit by Superintendent Bushway. 
The contract for the building was awarded to Grande & 
Volpe, Inc., for the sum of $9,441.00 and that for the 
pumping unit to Starkweather Engineering Company, for 
$4,119.00. Both contracts have been fulfilled and water 
can now be supplied to high levels of the High Service 
system should our pumping station on Newton Street be 
put out of commission by fire or accident. It will un- 
doubtedly be necessary to use this auxiliary plant in the 
near future during the dry periods of the year when the 
daily consumption in this district, in which many new 
dwellings are being erected, exceeds the pumping capac- 
ity of the main station. 

Federal grants of labor, through the W. P. A. for four 
projects, were secured the past year. The so-called “long 
ditch,” which extends from Charles River near Needham 
Street to Cow Bay has been widened and deepened and 
the earth dams between the river and the open ground 
filters, which were destroyed by high water during the 
flood last March, were rebuilt. 

A roadway to the auxiliary pumping plant at the filter 
has also been constructed. 

The fourth project, which is being made in conjunc- 
tion with a Federal Geodetic Survey of the Charles River 
Basin, is a topographical survey of all lands owned by 
the Town in the vicinity of the well field and the Low 
Service Pumping Station. 

All of these projects are of material benefit to the 
Town and the aid so received is fully appreciated by this 
Board. 

As stated in our last annual report, all water bills 
are committed to the Collector and a system of bookkeep- 
ing approved by the State Director of Accounts, which 
shows the total amount billed, the amount outstanding 
and water liens and date of payment, is now in service 
by both the Water and Collector’s Departments. By this 
system an audit of the books of the Department can be 
more readily made but the cost of billing has been 
materially increased. 
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During the past year warrants for commitment of 
water rates, extension and maintenance charges, were 
filed with Albert P. Briggs, Collector for the Town of 
Brookline, as follows:

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the sixty-first 
annual report of the Superintendent of the Water 
Works for the year ending December 31, 1936. 


The work of the department may be briefly outlined 
as follows: 
Maintenance 


Force Mains 


The entire length of the force mains was inspected 
and all gates checked. No leaks were found. 

The compensating standpipe on Brown's Hill was re- 
moved and a Crispen automatic valve installed. By 
making this change we have been able to increase our 
pumping capacity by a quarter million gallons daily. 


Street Mains 


No serious breaks occurred during the year. The 
customary inspection and blowing off of our mains was 
carried on regularly, all gates checked and where neces- 
sary they were repacked. 

A Pitometer leak and friction survey was made on 
our Low Service 24 inch supply main from Fisher Hill 
Reservoir to Beacon and Park Streets. No leaks were 
found and the flow coefficient was found to be better than 
that of adopted standards. The same was true in respect 
to the High Service 12 inch feed main from the Newton 
Street Pumping Station to Single Tree Hill Reservoir 
with the exception that several leaks were detected, 
which were located and repaired. sure 

Two troublesome dead ends were eliminated by extend- 
ing the Baker Circle main through to the Walnut Hills 
Cemetery main also the extension of the Aspinwall 
Avenue main across the B & A RR bridge from Kent 
Street to Netherlands Road. 


Hydrants 


All hydrants and hydrant gates were serviced during 
the year and at low temperatures all hydrants holding 
ground water were inspected and pumped out several 
times daily as long as the frost remained on the ground. 
During the coming year it is intended to connect these 
hydrants to a permanent drain. 
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Hydrants in exposed locations or apt to be covered by 
snow drifts were marked by a pipe, painted and stamped, 
which was driven into the ground nearby. 

Six were broken during the year, of which four were 
by autos and two by causes unknown. Five hydrants 
were shifted and one removed. 


Service Pipes 
Leak inspection work was carried out during the year 
and 1900 services were examined, leaks were repaired 
and where necessary new service box tops were placed. 
Many service box tops are of the old type, subject to be- 
ing raised by frost action and should be replaced during 
the year to prevent accidents to pedestrians. 


All standard taps were changed from %%” to 34,” anda 
3/.” tin lined retempered copper tubing was adopted in 
place of the %” lead gooseneck heretofore used. 


Driven Wells 


Considerable damage was done by the flood waters of 
the Charles River last March to our ditches and canals 
at the well field in Dedham and the resulting cost of re- 
moving silt and sand from them prevented our usual 
inspection and replacement work on the wells. This 
must be done next year. 


Under a W. P. A. Federal project, approximately 1200 
feet of the cross canal near Needham Street was recon- 
structed, and required the handling of 7500 cu. yds. of 
material. | 

Filters 


The filters continue to function perfectly in delivering 
the same pure water, clear and sparkling, to the Town. 
Number two filter was completely resanded and it will 
be necessary to resand filters three and four. The sedi- 
mentation chamber was thoroughly cleaned. 


Buildings, Grounds and Reservoirs 


Early in the year considerable work was done at the 
High Service Pumping Station. The residence of the 
Chief Engineer at this station was completely renovated. 
At the same time the coal pocket, chute and dumping 
platforms were rebuilt, all openings repaired, walls 
straightened, repaired and closed in and buttresses built 
against the west wall to the coal pocket to prevent fur- 
ther movement. The adjoining sheds were partially 
repaired with new sills, concrete piers and timber re- 
placements. 
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Both gauge houses at the Reservoirs were renovated 
and a Bristol transmitter installed at the Fisher Hill 
Reservoir carrying the height impulses by leased wire 
to a recording indicator at the Low Service Pumping 
Station in West Roxbury. 

The excessive flood conditions last March washed away 
our dams at the Charles River and an immediate appli- 
cation was made to the Federal Government for a W. P. 
A. project assignment. This was granted and the dams 
rebuilt. 

Other W. P. A. projects covered the grading work and 
construction of a roadway to our filter well-field, also a 
topographical survey covering all of our property, in 
West Roxbury, Dedham, Needham and Newton. On this 
latter work, all field data has been obtained and is now 
being coordinated, compiled, calculated and plotted for 
index range plans. Work is also being done under another 
project which covers the terracing and grading of No. 2 
open filter. 

In the filter house, the gauge chamber was renovated, 
new gauges erected, and all venturi meters cleaned and 
readjusted. 

The pipe shop was painted inside and a flood light in- 
stalled to light the pipe yard during emergency night 
work, at the same time the basement of the garage was 
repainted. 

At the Low Service Station number three engine pump 
pit was cleaned, scraped and painted. 

The old residence of the Chief Engineer at Low Ser- 
vice Station was razed as there was no further use for it. 


Meters 
Meter inspection work, replacements and repairs have 
been carried out and where possible troublesome com- 


pound meters have been replaced by smaller units, set 
singly or in series. 


Pumping Stations and Shops 


In addition to the work on the buildings already men- 
tioned, a hand operated stoker was installed under No. 3 
boiler at High Service Station with very gratifying re- 
sults. The high duty triple expansion engine at this sta- 
tion can be overhauled as the new auxiliary pumping 
unit on Reservoir Road is now ready for use. The con- 
sumption requirements on this station are increasing 
annually and during the summer months twenty-four 
hour pumping was resorted to. The general condition 
of the station may be found in the report of the Chief 
Engineer. 
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Auxiliary High Service Pumping Station 


The new auxiliary pumping unit on Reservoir Road 
has been completed except for landscaping. This building 
was designed by Strickland & Strickland, Architects, af- 
ter considerable study had been given to the treatment 
of design in respect to the surrounding buildings. The 
mechanical equipment embodies all modern machinery 
and devices according to well adopted practices and is as 
nearly automatic as possible. After a canvass of compe- 
titive bids, the contract for erecting the building was 
awarded to the second lowest bidder, and the same was 
true in respect to the pumping equipment. 


This station has been sorely needed during periods of 
drought and now provides us with the essential protec- 
tion in case of a break-down at our Newton Street 
Station. 


At the Low Service Pumping Station in West Rox- 
bury considerable expense was incurred early in the 
year by repairing No. 1 steam turbine. The Chief En- 
gineer was sent to Trenton, N. J. where the turbine 
parts had been shipped, to investigate such repairs and 
replacements as he found necessary. 


This machine is now operating 24 hours daily and 
although over 15 years old, it should be in a serviceable 
condition for several years as a stand-by unit only. Tur- 
bines No. 2 and No. 3 are of little or no use to us now 
because of their age and smaller pumping capacity and 
we are recommending the replacement of them by a 
modern uniflow steam engine operated pump of 6 mil- 
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lions per day capacity. The condition of this plant may 
be found in the report of the Chief Engineer of this 
station. 


Workshop and Garage 


Two new Ford trucks were bought during the year, 
one of which replaces a truck over 13 years old. The 
purchase of a three ton crane truck will be recommend- 
ed for handling our cast iron pipe and heavy castings. 


A new motor driven pipe-lining machine was con- 
structed by our men and set-up in the pipe shop and has 
produced very superior results in lining our service pipes 
over the previous method.

Service Pipes 


172 new service pipes were installed during the year 
or 64% in excess of 1935. In order to meet this ad- 
ditional cost it was necessary to transfer a sufficient 
amount from the street main account, and it is antici- 
pated that the demand for 1937 will be even larger. 


Additional Water Supply 


Under a special appropriation, 61 additional 2-14” tub- 
ular wells delivering 214 million gallons daily, were 
driven in a new well-field, after considerable tests of 
underground conditions had been made, and approxi- 
mately one mile of 8” 12” and 16” suction mains was laid 
to connect with these new wells. As a result of these 
new wells we are able to pump to the full capacity of the 
plant without being limited by the height of the water in 
the Charles River as heretofore.

It will be necessary to install 20 additional hydrants 
in sections where changing conditions make it necessary. 
An additional appropriation will be asked to cover the 
increase of new house services. 


Pumping Stations 


A replacement of turbines No. 2 and No. 3 is recom- 
mended for 1937 as mentioned before in this report. 

Also, at this station an appropriation will be asked to 
cover the cost of installing a coal handling conveyor to 
replace the present expensive and very unsatisfactory 
method now in use. Considerable work should be done in 
the boiler room. It is recommended that the roof be raised 
and repaired and supported by steel beams, at the same 
time all steam piping in the boiler room should be re- 
hung and dual steam lines and control valves cut-in. 

At this station an examination of the doors and win- 
dows disclosed the fact that they have so deteriorated 
that they must be replaced. 

At the High Service Station the Todd engine must be 
overhauled, the roofs to the storage sheds reshingled and 
buildings painted. Increased pumping hours at this sta- 
tion will necessitate additional appropriation money to 
cover the cost of additional labor involved due to in- 
creased consumption. 

Plans will be prepared during the year for the replace- 
ment of the present 400,000 gallon standpipe on Single 
Tree Hill, now over 40 years old and much too small, by 
a 1,000,000 gallon water tower. It is planned to increase 
the water level in this tank by 10 feet to insure better 
pressures at Corey and Walnut Hills, at the same time 
providing better fire protection. 
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The appended tables show a record of the year’s work 
and reports of the Chief Engineers’.

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LOW SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT 


Low Service Station, 
West Roxbury, Massachusetts, 
December 31, 19386. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the annual report of 
the engineer for the year ending December 31, 1936. 

The amount of water pumped during the year 1936 
was 1,706,449,760 gallons; 4,506,999 gallons more than 
in 1935. 

The consumption of coal for all purposes was 4,892,- 
307 pounds—104,105 pounds less than in 1935. This 
saving was due to the boilers having been re-tubed and 
internally cleaned the latter part of 1935. 

The boilers are in good condition requiring only the 
ordinary repairs, and they have been regularly inspected 
by the insurance company. 

The rainfall was 52.30 inches for 1936—9.47 inches 
more than in 1935. The maximum precipitation was 
8.17 inches in December and the minimum was 1.55 in- 
ches in May. 

Turbines 

No. 1 turbine has done most of the work as it is the 
larger turbine and meets our requirements better than 
the two smaller machines. A larger machine is needed to 
take the places of Nos. 2 and 3 turbines. 

Engines 

Nos. 3 and 4 engines, the main pumping unit, are in 
good condition. No. 3 engine is to have a vacuum break- 
er installed on it as a safety measure. The pumps and 
walls in No. 3 engine room basement have been cleane. 
and painted. 

This was a much needed improvement and the same is 
to be done in No. 4 basement. Nos. 6 and 7 engines stand 
. ready for service and are in good repair. 

Buildings 

The frames and sashes of the windows in the engine 
and boiler rooms should be renewed as the wood has rot- 
ted in several places. There is also need of new doors 
and the roof needs to be reconstructed with steel beams, 
all piping and control valves:should be supported on those 
beams, at the same time dual steam lines and valves 
should be installed. 

Included with this report are the tables showing the 
pumping records all of which are respectfully submitted.

Engine No. 2 needs to have the main shaft lined up. 
The ‘turbine is in good order. Most of the pumping has 
been done by Engine No. 2. 

A new set of hand stoker grates was installed under 
No. 3 boiler, which is a great improvement over the old 
set. I would recommend a new set under No. 2. The 
boiler feed water is being treated with Aquasol, which 
is doing very good work in keeping down scale. 

The exterior of the buildings needs painting.

In line with the policy of strict economy followed during 
the depression years, the appropriation available for high- 
way purposes was reduced substantially in 1936 over pre- 
vious appropriations. It appears, however, that it is impos- 
sible to withstand a further curtailment and render 
adequte service to the taxpayers.

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The increased cost of street cleaning occasioned by the 
addition of so many new development projects has not as 
yet been reflected in the department appropriation due to 
the fact that an adequate supply of welfare labor has been 
available to assume the burden of this additional task. As 
we emerge from the depression, however, the availability of 
this labor will diminish and increased appropriations will 
be necessary. The traffic flowing along our principal thor- 
oughfares has grown much heavier during the past year or 
two with its consequent littering of our highways with such 
debris as fruit skins, empty cigarette packages, newspapers, 
and other discarded refuse. The business areas of the town 
such as Coolidge Corner have become so dirty following the 
Saturday night shopping activities that it has become neces- 
sary to send patrol sweepers Sunday morning into these 
locations to clean up the debris.

It has become increasingly difficult from year to year to 
get a sufficient supply of seasoned horses for use in connec- 
tion with sidewalk plowing. It has therefore become neces- 
sary for us each year to purchase additional sidewalk 
tractors for this work. 

On January 18 and 19, we encountered one of the most 
serious snow storms that has come to Brookline in the his- 
tory of our snow fighting activity. There was a precipita- 
tion of 14 inches of snow in less than forty-eight hours. It 
will be recalled that in various sections of the town due to 
the high velocity of the winds, the drifts were extremely 
high and although we prided ourselves in the ‘equipment 
available for snow fighting, we nevertheless were unable to 
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get our tractors through. In such a section as Crafts Road 
where the drift was so deep it was necessary to resort to 
hand labor, the only type of equipment that could cope with 
the situation was a so-called rotary plow such as is used by 
the railroad companies but as this unit is so expensive and 
the occasions for its use are so limited I do not consider 
the expenditure for such a plow advisable at the present 
time. The department purchased an additional Barber- 
Greene snow loader this year. We now have two of these 
units available and for the past few years we have been 
very fortunate in obtaining the loan of two more units from 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company for work along their 
right-of-ways. These snow loaders are used in the business 
areas such as Coolidge Corner, Washington Square, Har- 
vard Square, and the Village. Nevertheless, the demands of 
the proprietors of these various commercial establishments 
have been so exacting that it may be necessary, if we are to 
continue this policy, to purchase another unit in the near 
future. As the roadways are quickly made passable for 
shopping automobilists, the storekeepers are rather impa- 
tient through fear of loss of business if the gutters are not 
cleared promptly so that automobilists may park in front 
of their stores. In addition to the heavy storms encountered, 
we had many sleet and freezing rain storms requiring a 
great deal of sanding work to be done. This is an expensive 
service but nevertheless is absolutely essential for the pre- 
vention of serious accidents to autoists and to pedestrians 
who may become injured and file suit against the town for 
damages. 


With the advent of modern snow fighting equipment like 
tractors and roadway machinery, the problem of proper 
storage of these units has become imminent. There is such 
a large capital invested in this equipment that we must take 
every precaution to keep it stored away from the elements. 
Another important factor is the efficiency in mobilizing our 
forces for snow work. At present our men are required to 
work in the open yard attaching the plows to the trucks and 
tractors. They are required to often lie on their backs in 
wet snow, which is not only inhuman but greatly slows up 
our work. I am accordingly recommending that an item of 
$40 000.00 be included in the warrant at the annual Town 
Meeting to cover the cost of necessary alterations to these 
open storage sheds at the town stable yard to provide an 
sc space for proper storage and repair of our equip- 
ment.

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The statutes provide that every employee who has worked 
thirty-two weeks must be given a two-weeks vacation. In 
1935, the Legislature interpreted this law to include any 
temporary employee who had worked thirty-two weeks. 
Accordingly, all such temporary employees were given two 
weeks leave with pay. 

It will be recalled a few years ago, a plan was established 
to charge various contractors for street openings. Under 
this plan, the contractors pay a fixed charge per square yard 
for the type of pavement removed and full control for the 
proper restoration of the pavement remains with the de- 
partment. A new charge schedule tending for uniformity 
will be established under date of March 1, 1937 as follows:

Under the provisions of a special act of the Legislature 
in 1935, considerable resurfacing work was done during the 
current season on Brookline Avenue, Washington Street 
and Cypress Street. Under the provisions of Chapter 90 of 
the General Laws, the north roadway of Beacon Street was 
resurfaced with asphalt from Winchester Street to West- 
bourne Terrace, a distance of approximately 2,850 feet. The 
town will be reimbursed for one half the cost of this work. 
A new hot top asphalt surface was laid on Clinton Road 
from Cotswold Road for a distance of 930 feet toward Buck- 
minster Road and on Dean Road for a distance of 1,085 feet 
from Beaconsfield Road to Beacon Street. Over ten miles 
of roadway in the town have been flush coated during the 
season. This flush coat treatment preserves the roadway 
and prevents disintegration, thereby forestalling the neces- 
sity of resurfacing costs. 


The entire cost of maintaining the Highway Department 
garage has been transferred to the various appropriations 
by means of a daily rental charge for the use of equipment. 
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The three cars which were purchased for the department 
inspectors in 1934 have reached the limit of their useful- 
ness and an item will be included in the 1937 budget to trade 
these in for new units. 


Traffic Control 


In accordance with the provisions of the General Laws 
and the regulations of the State Department of Public 
Works, this department now assumes full control over all 
matters pertaining to traffic regulations. 

New electric automatic traffic signals were installed at 
the intersection of Kreeman and Pleasant Streets. In 1937, 
it is recommended that certain changes be made in connec- 
tion with the installation at Carlton and Beacon Streets to 
provide for a pedestrian period. Traffic signs, street signs, 
and white lines have been maintained in accordance with the 
usual custom. It is interesting to note that during the past 
year the Board of Selectmen have passed quite a few traffic 
regulations which have necessitated the installation of park- 
ing restriction signs. This naturally reflects itself in the 
appropriation requirements for the purchase and mainte- 
nance of this great number of signs now erected throughout 
the town. 

The serious traffic congestion obtaining at Brookline Vil- 
lage with the ever increasing use of the Worcester Turnpike 
is one of the most serious problems which has confronted 
the department for some time. I would recommend that 
every effort be made to urge the State Department of Public 
Works by legislation or otherwise to undertake the solution 
of this problem during the coming year. 


New Streets and Widenings 


During the year, two new streets were accepted in the 
southern part of the town, namely Zanthus Road and Bever- , 
ly Road. 

Bridges | 

The bridges under the control of the department were 
found to be in exceptionally good condition this year and 
save for a very few minor repairs, no work was required 
on them.

The amount received from property owners for work 
done on a cooperative basis was $3,035.04 which is approxi- 
mately 100% more than the amount received for similar 
work in 1935. This reflects in some measure the increased 
amount of building on the various developments throughout 
the town. 

In line with the program to prohibit the promiscuous 
crossing of sidewalks by automobile owners where no drive- 
way has been constructed, many owners were required to 
have this work done. The department will continue this 
policy during the coming year in the attempt to abolish 
this abominable practice which has resulted in so much 
damage to the sidewalks.

Every catch basin in the town has been thoroughly 
cleaned at least once during the current season. This has 
greatly increased the efficiency of our drainage system and 
has minimized the danger of flooded streets due to blocked 
basins. The extensive use of sand on sidewalks during icy 
weather requires a more frequent cleaning of these basins 
than was formerly necessary due to the fact that much of 
this sand finds its way into the basins, as well as the mains, 
during the spring thaws. 

During the severe floods of last spring, the equipment and 
forces of our sewer division were loaned to the city of 
Lowell and were able to be of great assistance to this com- 
munity in preventing the loss of life and property and sal- 
vaging a tremendous amount of material which had been 
stored in clese proximity to the river.

The department has been extremely fortunate in having 
at its disposal this year sufficient lowland in the vicinity of 
Newton Street to adequately fulfill our dumping require- 
ments. We have at the present time an arrangement where- 
by a payment of $50.00 per month for the privilege of using 
this land is paid to the owners. The tonnage of ashes and 
non-combustible refuse has been dropping slightly from 
year to year since the advent of oil and gas heating but 
there has been a consequent increase, however, in the vol- 
ume of bulk material which had been previously burned by 
the property owners. 

In connection with the W. P. A. program, the driveway 
at the Incinerator was widened and strengthened to permit 
the freedom of passage by the large trucks now employed 
by the department going to and from the Incinerator.

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COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


January 2, 1937. 


To the Board of Health:—I respectfully submit the an- 
nual report of the expenditures and of the work done for 
the collection of garbage for the year ending, December 31, 
1936. 


The usual policy of collecting three times each week from 
householders and daily from commercial establishments was 
continued. It is gratifying to report that the complaints 
received have been negligible in number, most of them hav- 
ing been received from new property owners who were not 
acquainted with our regulations. Our net cost for the ser- 
vice was only 93 cents per capita which is a very low cost 
for the standard of service rendered. 


In accordance with the terms of the contract the garbage 
is delivered in town trucks to the farms of Mr. Louis Dean 
located in Lincoln, Waltham or Weston. 


The equipment assigned to this service consists of six 
trucks all of which are in very good condition one having 
been purchaed in 1936. In accordance with our usual prac- 
tice these trucks and the buckets used by the collectors are 
washed every night to keep them sanitary and free from 
objectionable odors. 


The contract with Mr. Louis Dean expires in April of 
this year. | 


Several permits have been issued to private contractors 
and it is the intention of the department to supervise the 
collection made by these contractors to insure a strict ad- 
herence to our regulations.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Three members of the School Committee found it 
necessary to resign during the past year because of the 
pressure of business or personal obligations. 


Mr. William T. Reid, Jr., a member since 1927 and 
chairman since March, 1934, resigned on January 20. 
This vacancy was filled at the annual Town Meeting by 
the election of Dr. N. Brooks Morrison. 


Mr. Samuel B. Finkel, a member of the Committee 
since February, 1934, resigned in September, and was 
succeeded by Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski, appointed on Octo- 
ber 13 in a joint convention of the School Committee and 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Mr. Stewart Burchard, a member since 1931 and 
chairman since April, 1936, resigned in December, and 
Mr. George E. Hills was elected at the School Committee 
meeting on December 21 to serve as chairman. 


The Edith C. Baker School 


At the annual Town Meeting on March 17, $210,000 
was appropriated for the construction of the first unit 
of the Edith C. Baker School at 205 Beverly Road, and 
$18,000 was appropriated for furniture and furnishings. 
At a special Town Meeting on October 138, $18,000 was 
appropriated for the grading necessary in the immediate 
vicinity of the building. 


The School Committee was fortunate, at a time of in- 
creasing costs, to secure satisfactory bids which made 
possible the construction of the school within the limit 
of the appropriation. The Rich Brothers Construction 
Company, Inc., of Boston, was awarded the general con- 
tract on June 24, work began in July, and will be com- 
pleted in February, 1937. 

The unit now nearing completion contains a kinder- 
garten, eight classrooms, a domestic science room, man- 
ual training room, cafeteria, auditorium, and _ offices. 
During March, 1937 the building will receive ap- 
proximately 200 children in the kindergarten and the 
first five grades. In September there will be further ad- 
ditions to the school population, and in the near future 
all the rooms will be occupied. It would be difficult to 
say just when a second unit for this school will be neces- 
sary, but that time cannot be far distant. 
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Transportation of Pupils 


With the opening of all grades in the Edith C. Baker 
School there will be no pupil living as far as two miles 
from an elementary school, the legal limit beyond which 
transportation of pupils must be provided. In practice, 
the Town has long provided transportation for certain 
pupils living less than two miles from an elementary 
school, particularly in the southern part of the Town 
where it was felt there might be more than an ordinary 
amount of danger to children on their way to and from 
school. The cost of such transportation has risen from 
$4,200 in 1921 to $8,000 in 1936. Indeed, during the latter 
months of 1936 the cost of transportation rose to a rate 
of $10,000 a year. 

The School Committee now feels that transportation 
by special buses should be discontinued as rapidly as con- 
ditions warrant. 


Fire at the High School 


On September 25, about 2:30 (after dismissal) in the 
afternoon, fire broke out in the attic of the Old Building 
of the High School, erected in 1896, and before the fire 
was brought under control several hours later a large 
part of the building was seriously damaged. The outer 
walls remained standing, and most of the permanent rec- 
ords of the school and the furniture in the Shailer Hall 
Library were saved. Fortunately, although some teach- 
ers and a few pupils were still working in the school, 
no one was injured. 

The School Committee met while the fire was still in 
progress and took action necessitated by the emergency. 
Officials of the School Department, teachers, and pupils 
applied themselves so loyally and intelligently to their 
unusual problem that, although the fire had occurred on 
Friday afternoon, every class was provided for on Mon- 
day morning. 

Plans for Reconstruction 


For some time before the fire the School Committee 
nad been confronted with four major problems, as fol- 
OWS: 

I. Suitable accommodations for children of kinder- 
garten and elementary school age in the Aspin- 
wall Hill district. 

Lie’ ihe imperative and immediate need of additional 
space for biological and chemical laboratories 
for the Science Department of the High School, 
the department of most rapid growth. 
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III. The urgent need of suitable accomodations for 
the physical education activities of the High 
School pupils. 


IV. The necessity of providing for the yearly increase 
in the number of High School pupils. In 1908 
there were 517 pupils; in 1936-37 there were in 
the High School approximately 1,000 boys and 
1,125 girls, a total High School population, ex- 
clusive of the teaching and administrative staff, 
of over 2,100. 


The land referred to here as the “High School Lot,” 
bounded northerly by Welland Road, easterly by Lowell 
Road, southerly by Greenough Street, and westerly by 
Tappan Street, has been reserved and dedicated scrupu- 
lously to High School purposes for many years. The va- 
cant land in the High School lot, known as the ““McEttrick 
Lot,” located at the corner of Lowell Road and Greenough 
Street, was acquired in 1900 for educational purposes, 
and for at least the last ten years the School Committee 
has had in mind the need for a High School gymnasium. 
In more recent year's the need for additional science labo- 
ratories in this location has been evident. 


As a basic premise, the Committee feels that no struc- 
ture should be erected upon the High School lot, and that 
no large sum of money should be expended in the repair 
or rebuilding of any building now standing which would 
jeopardize or impair the full utilization of the lot for High 
- School purposes in the slightest degree. 

Furthermore, and as a purely business proposition, the 
Committee believes that the expenditure of a large sum 
of money in rebuilding a forty-year old, out-of-date plant, 
whether for school, manufacturing, or other purposes, is 
unsound from an economic viewpoint. 


I 
Elementary School—Aspinwall Hill District 


For the school year 1936-37 there had been ‘‘borrowed”’ 
from the High School three rooms for the kindergarten 
and grades one and two not altogether suitable for ele- 
mentary school purposes. The increasing need for ele- 
mentary school accommodations in the vicinity of the 
High School brought about a situation in which the in- 
formal discussions of the problem among members of the 
School Committee had indicated the necessity of a for- 
mal consideration of the matter by the Committee. 

An elementary school to accommodate 270 to 300 
pupils, with a kindergarten and eight classrooms, cafe- 
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teria, gymnasium, assembly hall, and administrative 
offices would probably cost not less than $250,000, exclu- 
sive of the cost of the land. Land on Aspinwall Hill 
would not only be expensive, but undoubtedly would en- 
tail the purchase and demolition of taxable buildings. 


II 
High School Biological and Chemical Laboratories 


The Science Department of the High School is the de- | 
partment of most rapid growth. The Director of the 
Science Department, Dr. John C. Packard, has been ask- 
ing the School Department for some time for additional 
biological and chemical laboratories. 


Il 
Physical Education Needs 


1. Increase in attendance at High School and Municipal 
Gymnasium 
For a number of years the increase in High School 
pupils has caused the lack of adequate physical educa- 
tion facilities to become increasingly acute. This will 
be shown by the following tables:

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(d) Boys’ Classes. The boys’ classes,—periods two, 
three, and four on Tuesdays and Thursdays,— 
are held in the basketball room, located in the 
basement of the Municipal Gymnasium with 
most unhygienic conditions as to ventilation and 
the admission of daylight. This room, the floor 
of which is 9 feet underground, is 21 feet wide 
by 70 feet long by approximately 15 feet high, 
and has seven small windows. There is no op- 
portunity for afternoon activities for the High 
School boys on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Fri- 
day afternoons, as the municipal classes are 
then in session. 

(e) Facilities for Girls. As the room on the fourth 
floor which was formerly used for girls whose 
physical education activities must be restricted 
is now used for the public golf cage, there are 
now no accommodations for these girls. 


(f) Supervised afternoon activities. Under the 
present conditions, 2,100 High School pupils, 
for whom we provide and supervise afternoon 
activities, can take advantage of practically no 
facilities, due to the fact that the Municipal 
Gymnasium is used at that time for municipal 
activities. 


2. Shower Facilities 


In our well equipped elementary schools the pupils are 
taught that the taking of a shower bath after exercising 
is most desirable, if not a necessity. Those pupils enter 
the High School where they find that the dressing room 
and shower bath facilities are lacking in space, arrange- 
ment, and equipment, practically precluding the taking 
of a shower bath after exercising. The School Commit- 
tee feels that the physical education accomodations, 
particularly for the 1,125 girls of the High School, 98% 
of whom cannot take a shower bath because of the in- 
adequate facilities, are not only most unhygienic, but 
fall far short of Brookline standards. The inadequacy 
of the shower bath facilities will be shown by the fol- 
lowing statement. 


Boys The boys have the use of fourteen showers dur- 
ing three-fifths of the time, and the use of four 
showers during two-fifths of the time. 


Girls There are twelve shower heads in the girls’ 
section, which are located two each in six dressing 
rooms. These six dressing rooms are located two 
each on the second, third, and fourth floors. It 
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should be emphasized that, as two of these shower 
heads are located in the room which houses 1,100 
basket lockers, these shower heads cannot be used. 
There are, therefore, only eight shower heads which 
are actually available. Obviously, there is no op- 
portunity for supervision nor privacy. 


IV 


Increase in High School Population 


Each year the number of High School pupils increases. 
During the past school year the increase was 72, the 
average over the past 10 years being 70. Previous to 
the fire in the 1896 building, the High School facilities 
were already overcrowded, and the School Committee 
was considering the necessity of requesting an appro- 
priation with which to enlarge the plant. 


Then came the fire. The whole picture was changed. 
Quick action became imperative. 


The Committee’s first thought was to rebuild the 
damaged building, the cost of which was estimated at 
first to be approximately $250,000,— much more than was 
anticipated. The Brookline Taxpayers’ Association’ 
later estimated this cost to be $175,000, to which in the 
School Committee’s opinion in all probability would have 
to be added an indeterminate amount of $25,000 to 
$50,000 to provide for necessary alterations in plan, such 
as changing certain partitions and stairways, enlarging 
toilet rooms, enlarging and changing window openings 
in the very thick brick walls, providing much needed 
locker space, etc. 


After consultation with the Architects, Kilham, Hop- 
kins, and Greeley, it was decided unanimously to tear 
down the burned structure and build a new south wing 
at the corner of Tappan and Greenough Streets to con- 
tain a nine-room elementary school, rooms for domes- 
tic science, and eleven classrooms for High School 
pupils; a new central wing facing Greenough Street to 
contain the library, administrative offices and eleven 
classrooms; and a new north wing at the corner of 
Greenough Street and Lowell Road to contain two super- 
imposed gymnasiums, one for the boys and one for the 
girls, each of the required size, 60 feet by 80 feet, to- 
gether with five classrooms and two science laboratories. 


_ The original cost for second-class construction was es- 
timated to be about $644,000, but by careful planning 
this figure has now been reduced to $604,500. 
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The School Committee’s plan provides for: 


i 


An elementary school for 270 to 300 pupils: 

(a) With southern, sunny exposure so indispens- 
able to the health of young children; 

(b) With classrooms segregated from the High 
School ; 

(c) In close proximity to the present cafeteria 
which would be used by the younger chil- 
dren at an hour different from that when 
used by High School pupils. 


Eleven additional classrooms for High School use 
over and above the eighteen in the burned build- 
ing. These classrooms should take care of the in- 
crease in number of High School pupils over a 
period of five to ten years. 


An ample number of new biological and chemical 
laboratories. 


A library on the ground floor of the central unit, 

and administrative offices on the second floor. 

Adequate and much needed physical education 

facilities: 

(a) Available for school use both morning and 
afternoon during all school and sport periods; 

(b) Under the control of the school authorities. 


The Plan of the Taxpayers’ Association is as follows:

Repair the 1896 building at an estimated cost of 
$175,000. 


Build a 40 foot by 60 foot addition to the present 
Municipal Gymnasium at a cost of $50,000. 


Build a foot tunnel under Greenough Street and 
Sumner Road to connect the 1896 building and the 
Municipal Gymnasium at a cost of $15,000. 
(Note: This was the estimated cost in 1922; in 
1937 it would cost at least $5,000 additional, to 
which must be added the cost of resurfacing the 
street. ) . 


Build a new north wing on the now vacant land 
at the corner of Greenough Street and Lowell 
Road to contain nine classrooms for elementary 
school use, and five for High School use, as well 
as two double laboratories for the science courses. 
(Note: A double laboratory, speaking adminis- 
tratively, is the equivalent of two classrooms.) 


The total cost is estimated to be $365,000-$370,000. 
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The Objections of the School Committee to the Plan of 
the Taxpayers’ Association are as follows: |

The proposed north wing would occupy the great- 
er part of the present vacant land at the corner of 
Greenough Street and Lowell Road, and would 
prevent for all time the full utilization of the High 
School lot. 


An elementary school in the north wing is un- 
thinkable: 


(a) It would not be segregated from the rest of 
the High School; 


(b) It would be shaded from the sun by the other 
buildings ; 
(c) The only access of the children to the cafe- 
teria would be: ) 
(1) By traversing the High School corridors 
around three sides of the quadrangle, or 
(2) By going out of doors and across the 
quadrangle. 


The Municipal Gymnasium is under the control 
of the Gymnasium and Bath Committee. When 
the Municipal Gymnasium was opened in 1908 it 
had about 20,000 individual users, or rather 
“uses”, a year, exclusive of the then High 
School population of 517. In 19386, exclusive of 
High School users, the uses of the municipal gym- 
nasium by Brookline citizens and organizations had 
increased to over 50,000 a year. A study of the 
situation at the Municipal Gymnasium justifies the 
conclusion that any additional space that might be 
provided could be utilized readily by adults at the 
present time. Any addition to the Municipal Gym- 
nasium would be as available to all citizens of the 
Town as is the present building. As Brookline con- 
tinues to increase in population, the use of the 
Municipal Gymnasium for elementary and High 
School purposes would be curtailed more and 
more. The School Committee is unanimously 
of the opinion that all buildings or facilities 
used for school purposes should be under the 
control of the school authorities. Furthermore, 
the size of the proposed gymnasium (40 feet 
by 60 feet) is not the standard size for High 
School activities which require a gymnasium at 
least 60 feet by 80 feet. 
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The plan, including the north wing, would pro- 
vide for only five additional classrooms for High 
School use to accommodate an increase of only 
125 pupils. 

The construction of another High School build- 
ing in another section of the Town at a cost of 
approximately $400,000 would be required in from 
two to three years, if not sooner. 


The total cost of $365,000-$370,000 is only about 
$6,000-$7,000 less than the cost of the new south 
and central wings proposed by the School Com- 
mittee. 


Conclusion 


The School Committee believes it to be its duty: 

(a) To anticipate school requirements for some 
years in the future; 

(b) To recommend plans which in its judgment 
will anticipate and take care of such needs at 
the lowest ultimate cost to the Town over a 
period of years. 

Building experts agree that the cost of labor and 

of building materials will increase during the next 

five years, and that now is the time to build. 


The artistic effect of the Committee’s plan, which 
will make the High School quadrangle of uniform 
architecture, was of minor and incidental con- 
sideration. 


The School Committee believes that its present 
plans will utilize the High School lot to its fullest 
capacity and at a cost, spread over a period of not 
less than five years, which will be much less than 
those of the Taxpayers’ Association. 


The present plans of the School Committee have 
the unanimous approval of the Committee. 


The School Committee reiterates that it cannot 
state too strongly its belief that any plan to expend 
a large sum of money on a forty-year old, out-of 
date plant, whether school, factory, or other type 
of building, is unsound from any viewpoint. 


The Committee believes that when it transmits to 
the Town its carefully considered judgment and 
recommendations its responsibility terminates, and 
that thereafter the responsibility rests solely up- 
on the Town. 
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Budget for 1937 


The School Committee has continued the policy, which 
it believes the Town approves, of providing excellent 
schools at a fair cost. While this cost has increased over 
a period of years, as have the costs of all private as well 
as public undertakings, the increase has been proportion- 
ately less than that of other Town expenditures. The 
expenditure for school support from local taxation was 
25.7% of the total tax in 1921; in 1931 it had become only 
23.6% of the total tax; and by 19386 it had been still 
further reduced to 22.96%. The suggestion frequently 
made that school costs have advanced more rapidly than 
other costs is obviously an erroneous one. 

In other communities with which ours is sometimes 
compared the situation is less favorable. For example, 
the expenditure for school support in Milton is 27.5% of 
the total tax, and in Newton it is 30.6% of the total tax. 

The School Committee is glad to report that at the end 
of the fiscal year in December, 1936, it returned to the 
Town $4,078.26 from its regular appropriations, which 
amount would have been actually $14,227.64, or 
$10,149.38 more, if expenses had not been required be- 
cause of the High School fire. 

The appropriations which the School Committee has 
voted to request at the Town Meeting in March, and the 
corresponding appropriations for 1936 are:

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Changes in Personnel 


In 1936 we lost by death one member of the teaching 
staff in active service, two on the retired list, and two 
members of the janitorial staff. Miss Vesta M. Turner, 
a teacher in our schools since September, 1917, most re- 
cently at the J. Elliot Cabot School, died on April 16. 
Mrs. Mary C. Thurston, who in 1931 retired as Head of 
the Art Department at the High School, having taught 
here since September, 1913, died on October 30; and 
Miss Rose E. Rvan, who had retired in June as a teacher 
at the William H. Lincoln School, after a period of serv- 
ice dating from May, 1891, died on November 9. On 
August 1 death took Miss Minnie Kilnan, cleaner at the 
Edward Devotion School, who had served the Town 
since February, 1917; and on September 24 Mr. Freder- 
ick Pennington, janitor at the Lawrence School, whose 
term of faithful service dated from September, 1929. 

The teachers who have retired from active service, 
with the years in which their service as Brookline teach- 
ers began, are:

Miss Hope Davison, who had assisted the teachers cf 
the kindergarten at the John D. Runkle School since 1920, 
retired in June. 

As Director of Domestic Science, succeeding Miss Lil- 
lie C. Smith, the School Committee appointed Miss M. 
Hleanor Jackson, who is a graduate of the University of 
Maine with a B.S. degree, and of Teachers’ College, 
Columbia University, with an A.M. degree. Miss Jack- 
son came to us from the Everett Public Schools, where 
She had a similar position. Miss Jackson is also Super- 
visor of Evening Practical Art Classes for Women. 

_ Three members of our staff resigned to accept educa- 
tional positions elsewhere: Miss Irene M. Cummings, 
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who has been appointed curriculum specialist in a pri- 
vate school; Mr. Willis B. Gifford, who has become Head- 
master of the High School at Belmont; and Mr. Otis C. 
Severance, who has joined the Mathematics Department 
of Phillips Academy at Andover. 


The Professional Accomplishments of the Teachers. 


Last year I recorded with pleasure the advanced study 
and travel, the lectures and publications of our teachers; 
this year I report even more enthusiastically their pro- 
fessional accomplishments. 

Four teachers were awarded the degree of Master of 
Arts or Master of Education at the conclusion of a period 
of advanced study; and Mr. John C. Packard was 
awarded two honorary degrees, a Master of Arts degree 
from Wesleyan University (Connecticut) on the fiftieth 
anniversary of his graduation from that institution, and 
a degree of Doctor of Science from Tufts College, whose 
president was once Mr. Packard’s pupil. 

In awarding this degree, President John E. Cousens 
read the following citation: 


“JOHN C. PACKARD, Head of the Department of 
Science in the Brookline High School, teacher and life- 
long friend, when more than fifty years ago as a student 
in your class I came under your influence, something of 
inestimable value passed from you to me. It was not so 
much the mathematics and the physics which you did 
your fine best to teach me, though these have stood me 
in good stead; it was something more subtle, less tangi- 
ble, an emanation of your own personality. Since then, 
and before, countless boys and girls have received from 
you what I received. Like a choir invisible they join 
with me as I make now this public acknowledgment of 
the debt owed to you. You are first of all a great teacher, 
but you are more than that,—yours is the mind of the 
true scientist, yours the power to assemble facts, to draw 
conclusions from them, to face the truth with utter faith- 
fulness — 

JOHN CALVIN PACKARD, 
Doctor of Science.” 


Miss Lula Giralda Adams, long a teacher of great dis- 
tinction at the High School, spent a year of sabbatical 
leave in travel in Germany, Austria, Turkey, Greece, 
Italy, and Spain. She studied six months in Madrid, and 
duying that time had private instruction every day with 
the outstanding phonetician in Madrid, on Spanish in- 
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tonation and reading of Spanish poetry and prose. Miss 
Adams has recently been elected a director of the Amer- 
ican Association of Teachers of Spanish. 

Miss Annie A. Smith, devoted teacher of little chil- 
dren at the Edward Devotion School, traveled during the 
summer to Hawaii, Samoa, Fiji, New Zealand, and Aus- 
tralia, and also extensively in the United States. 

Miss Dorothy Taft, a teacher of geography greatly 
admired in the High School and the Evening School, 
traveled through Western United States and Canada, 
and thence to Alaska, visiting en route the big cities, 
mountains, and national parks. Since her return she 
has given three illustrated lectures on “Alaska,” and has 
agreed to give at least four more. 

An entire report would hardly provide an adequate 
opportunity to relate all the activities which our teach- 
ers have pursued at their own expense as a means of 
making themselves better informed, more widely expe- 
rienced, and more deeply inspired teachers of the chil- 
dren of Brookline. I doubt whether there is any com- 
munity in this country which has a more professionally 
minded teaching corps. 

In addition to 42 teachers who have traveled exten- 
sively during 1936, there were 49 engaged in serious 
programs of advanced study, 11 who taught or gave a 
series of lectures in college or teacher-training institu- 
tions, 26 studying the teaching of reading, 30 inquiring 
into methods in the social studies, 21 studying psycho- 
logy, and many others studying literature, writing, 
health, physical handicaps to learning, crafts, geology, 
current events, character building, speech, technical and 
inspirational subjects. 

One forcign language teacher has been learning a for- 
eign language new to her. She sums up the value of her 
study as follows: “This procedure has revealed to me a 
fresh view of the problems of my students and a deeper 
appreciation of their difficulties. In setting for myself 
the high standard of achievement which I expect from 
my students, | am able to test and challenge the methods 
I recommend for study.” An admirable experience for 
any teacher! 


Admission of Under-age Children 


While the number of children examined for admission 
to kindergarten has increased greatly and more or less 
steadily, the number examined for admission to grade 
one has declined steadily, and the percentage of children 
admitted to both kindergarten and grade one has de- 
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clined steadily and markedly. The fact that more ex- 
aminations are being given for admission to kindergar- 
ten and fewer for admission to grade one indicates 
that parents are becoming increasingly aware of the im- 
portant part played by kindergarten training in the 
child’s social adjustment to his fellows, his process of 
acclimation to the school situation, his personality devel- 
opment, and in giving him experience both real and 
vicarious which will provide him with the background 
so necessary to success in reading in grade one. 

The steady decline in the percentage of children ad- 
mitted to kindergarten is a reflection of the increasing 
number of very young children presented for examina- 
tion each year. This is shown by the fact that whereas 
only 7 children younger than four years four months 
were presented for examination in 1933, 66 such chil- 
dren were examined in 1934, 74 in 1935, and 85 in 1936. 
Since a candidate for admission to kindergarten must 
show the mental maturity of a five-year-old child as evi- 
denced by psychological examination, it logically follows 
that the more very young children examined, the smaller 
will be the percentage of children who will show the 
degree of mental maturity necessary for admission. 
Thus a child who is four years eight months of age would 
have to show a mental maturity only about 7% above 
that of the average child of his age in order to be ad- 
mitted, while the child who is only four years old at the 
time of examination would have to be about 25% above 
no:mal in order to show the mental age of five years 
necessary for admission. According to the law of aver- 
ages we may reasonably expect almost 30% of all chil- 
dren four years eight months of age to show a mental 
age of five years while only about 3% of all four-year- 
old children could be reasonably expected to show the 
same mental age. 

A fact, which should be and often is pointed out to 
parents whose under-age children: fail to be admitted, is 
that a child may be substantially above normal for his 
age in mental maturity and yet not be admitted because 
he is not far enough above normal to show the mental age 
of five years required for admission. As a matter of fact 
about 85% of the children examined for admission to 
kindergarten during 1936 had mental ages which 
equalled or exceeded their chronological ages, but as 
shown in the preceding table only 54% had mental ages 
far enough above their chronological ages to be admit- 
ted. In other words, almost 75% of the chil- 
dren not admitted as a result of examination have nor- 
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mal or above normal mental development for their age. 
It is in no sense a disgrace to a child not to be admitted 
and it can have no emotional or psychological repercus- 
sions unless the parent persists in shaming the child 
for his “failure” to do as well as other more mature 
children in the neighborhood may have done, and con- 
tinues to make evident to the child his own disappoint- 
ment and hurt pride. A sheet entitled “Some Do’s and 
Don’t’s for Parents Presenting Under-age Children for 
School Entrance Examination’? was sent to each parent 
who made an advance appointment for examination 
during the past year. 

A question frequently asked by parents is the reason 
for the requirement of a mental age of five years for 
kindergarten entrance when some of the more elemen- 
tary kindergarten activities may already have been en- 
gaged in by the child at home. There are several 
answers to this question. In the first place, the kinder- 
garten does more than teach a child to play with dolls or 
wood blocks, cut out pictures, and draw with crayons. 
It socializes him and accustoms him to engaging in co- 
operative activities. A mental maturity of five years is 
desirable in order that this training may bring him to 
the degree of socialization necessary for the more forma! 
activities of grade one. The other important function of 
the kindergarten is to guide and assist the child in ac- 
quiring the experiential background necessary to the 
understanding and enjoyment of all later reading expe- 
riences. The accomplishment of this objective necessi- 
tates five-year mental ability on the part of the child. 
The third and most important reason for this require- 
ment is the fact that teachers and psychologists are 
unanimous in declaring that a mental age of at least six 
years is necessary at the beginning of the first-grade 
year if a child is to succeed in his attack upon reading 
and at the same time enjoy reading activities. Learning 
to read is not only the most important thing the child 
does in his whole school career, but is also the most dif- 
ficult, and he has to do it in his first year of formal 
schooling. If reading is to play the part it must play in 
his school-learning activities and the part it should play 
in his leisure-time activities, it is essental that learning 
to read be accomplished without strain and with pleasur- 
able accompaniment. Since we now plan for only one 
year’s kindergarten training for each child, except in 
outstanding cases of immaturity, it is necessary to re- 
quire five-year mentality for kindergarten entrance in 
order to insure six-year mentality upon entrance to grade 
one. 
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Placement Problems 


During 1936, 773 pupils entered the Brookline Public 
Schools by transfer from private schools and from other 
public school systems. This number does not include the 
pupils entering kindergarten or pupils entering grade 
one without having attended kindergarten. Of these 773 
transfer pupils, 226 entered the High School and 547 en- 
tered the elementary schools. These figures represent 
percentages of 11% and 13%, respectively, based upon 
the average monthly enrollment throughout the year. In 
addition to the 226 pupils admitted by transfer, the High 
School must absorb nearly 500 new pupils entering grade 
nine from the Brookline elementary schools. In other 
words, more than a third of the school is new each year. 
This creates a huge and difficult task of adjusting each 
individual new pupil to his new studies, new teachers, 
and new environment, and at the same time maintaining 
the High School’s traditionally high standards of 
scholarship. The House Plan and the devoted and effi- 
cient work of the individual House Masters are impor- 
tant factors in facilitating this adjustment . 


The elementary schools must assimilate the 450 or 
more pupils entering school for the first time as well as 
the 547 transfer pupils. Slightly more than half of the 
total number of elementary school transfer pupils enter 
in September, although a substantial number enter every 
month up to June. Most of these pupils make the ad- 
justment to the new school and teacher without any dif- 
ficulty, but if a new pupil has a mediocre or poor record 
in the school from which he comes, the new situation is 
immediately difficult for him. Another complicating cir- 
cumstance is the fact that for most of these transfer 
pupils the transfer to Brookline is usually not the first 
move and is often only one in a continuous series of 
school changes which they have made. Few pupils are 
able to maintain normal scholastic growth and steady 
emotional equilibrium in the face of many transplant- 
ings. 

Remedial Reading 


The importance of reading as the core subject of all 
school work has long been recognized. It is compara- 
tively recent, however, that tests have been developed 
which measure the separate reading skills and different 
aspects of reading ability, and that means and methods 
have been devised for remedying reading disabilities. 
These have shown us the wide divergence or difference in 
the reading ability of different individuals so that we 
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have begun to understand the part played by poor reading 
ability in general scholastic failure. We have been at- 
tacking this problem on several fronts in Brookline dur- 
ing the past two and one-half years and the results have 
been more conclusive and more gratifying each succeed- 
ing year. Miss Irene Varrell began remedial reading 
work at the Lincoln School in October, 1934, with smail 
groups of children in grades two, three, and four. Her 
groups have been reorganized every half year in order 
to return to full-time regular class work those children 
who have made the most progress, and to admit to her 
remedial groups children new to the school who are de- 
ficient in reading, or other children who have fallen be- 
hind. Despite this continual process of removing 
those children who are making the most progress 
and adding those most greatly retarded in reading, 
and the fact that the remedial reading classes occupy 
each child for only fifty minutes a day, Miss Varrell’s 
pupils have shown an average gain in reading ability of 
about 1.7 months for every month spent in her classes. 
This is indeed a commendable record, especially when 
we consider the fact that large gains in reading achieve- 
ment are much harder to obtain at the second and third 
grade levels in cases where the bare mechanics of read- 
ing have not yet been mastered than in cases in the upper 
grades where the problem is rather one of increasing 
speed and efficiency in reading mechanics and directing 
attention so as to obtain better comprehension. This 
point is well illustrated in the results obtained in this 
Town. 


Miss Helen E. Donnelly, fourth grade teacher at the 
Lincoln School, came to us this year with a background 
of outstanding accomplishment in the field of remedial 
reading. To her as home room teacher were assigned 
those pupils most in need of help in reading. Between 
October 14 and December 20 of the current school year, 
the 34 pupils in Miss Donnelly’s class showed reading 
gains of from two months to two years four months with 
an average improvement of one year four months as. 
measured by standardized reading tests. 


Prior to the current school year no specific provision 
had been made for remedial reading instruction in many 
of the other schools of the Town. This situation was. 
remedied this year by the appointment of Miss Edith E. 
Greenleaf as assistant in the Department of Child Place- 
ment. Miss Greenleaf had served on a part-time basis. 
during the school year 1935-36 as a voluntary unpaid 
assistant from Professor Durrell’s Boston University 
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Reading Clinic and had accomplished much in helping a 
few of our children who were cases of severe reading 
disability. 

For a period at the beginning and at the end of the 
school year Miss Greenleaf assists with the routine work 
of the Department of Child Placement. During the mid- 
dle six or seven months of the school year she follows a 
regular program of remedial reading with the thirty 
children most in need of her help at the eight elementary 
schools not served by a full-time teacher of remedial 
reading. These thirty children were selected by Miss 
Greenleaf as those most in need of help after an indivi- 
dual examination and diagnosis of difficulties of a group 
of about twice that number referred to her by principals 
and teachers. In each case selected for help a thorough 
analysis of the child’s reading difficulty has been made 
and methods and materials of instruction are designed 
to fit his specific case. These methods and materials are 
changed weekly to fit each case as progress is made. In 
the case of each child examined, whether selected for in- 
dividual help or not, Miss Greenleaf has sent a written 
report to the principal and teacher, giving an analysis 
of difficulties and practical suggestions for aid. In all 
cases selected for help the remedial work is harmonized 
with the regular classroom work of the child insofar as 
that is possible, and close contact is maintained with the 
child’s teacher at all times. Since the present schedule 
has been in effect only seven or eight weeks, the period 
has been too brief to check for progress by means of 
objective tests, but in the cases of the few children with 
whom work was begun last year the progress has been 
marked and rapid. 


Fully as important in the matter of success in school 
and probably more important in their effect upon success 
in life than the actual improvement in reading ability are 
the renewed interest in school, the lessening of feelings 
of inferiority, and the joy that comes with real accom- 
plishment. 


When special reading examinations were given eighth 
grade pupils at the close of school in June to determine ~ 
the pupils entering grade nine in September who should 
be given reading help in conjunction with their ninth 
grade English, it was found that only about half as many 
fell below the level of reading ability considered neces- 
sary for High School work as in previous years. This 
indicates that better results are being accomplished each 
year by the English and social studies teachers in the 
upper grades of the elementary schools in directing at- 
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tention to meanings of material read and in general mak- 
ing learning activities more purposeful. 

‘The remedial reading program in grades nine and ten, 
undertaken by Miss Deal and Mr. Seamans in September, 
1935, has been carried on by them during the past year 
with continued vigor and resourcefulness and with ex- 
ceptionally effective results. Reading examinations ad- 
ministered in January, 1936, showed that the 109 ninth 
grade pupils receiving special help in reading have made 
an average improvement of two full years after only one 
half year’s instruction. Similarly, the 97 tenth grade 
pupils showed an average improvement of one year seven 
months during the same period of time. At midyear a 
substantial number of those pupils showing the highest 
reading ability were transferred to English classes in 
which time is not given to remedial reading, and some 
transfer pupils from other school systems who showed 
low reading ability took their places. At the end of the 
school year reading examinations equivalent to those 
given in January were administered, and additional 
average improvements of 1.5 years and 1.7 years for 
grades nine and ten, respectively, were recorded for the 
work of the second half year. Such continued gains after 
large initial improvements are indeed remarkable. A 
complete account of the program pursued and the mate- 
rials and methods used by Miss Deal and Mr. Seamans. 
is given in an article prepared by them which will appear 
in an early issue of The English Journal. 


An Effective Program of Physical Education 


“To neglect one’s health for any other advantage in life 
is the greatest of follies.” 


If such a statement were to be quoted from the writ- 
ings of a person with a professional interest in physical 
education, it could be dismissed as a prejudiced opinion. 
However, coming as it does from the works of Schopen- 
hauer, noted German philosopher, it represents an 
acknowledgment of the necessity of a healthy carriage 
for a strong intellect. 

With this in mind, a desire to create a health-minded 
community, fully aware that without health there can be 
little happiness, exhorts us to devise under a wholesome 
peers ath recreational activities which will appeal to 
all. 

Progress toward this end cannot be realized unless we 
have the cooperation of a sympathetic citizenry, willing 
to make sacrifices to afford preventives rather than 
cures, which all too frequently leave indelible scars. 
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A program with a variety of activities has been pre- 
pared to meet the demand of thousands of boys and girls 
in the public schools of this Town. 


As last year’s report outlined the activities for boys, 
this report will emphasize the opportunities presented for 
girls. Miss Rachel Kelley, teacher of physical education 
for High School girls, has written at my request the fol- 
lowing report on the activities for girls. It is hoped that 
every parent reading this report will encourage his 
children to participate in some physical activity with 
the one objective of health. Certainly, we all agree 
that, if our youth is kept busy under pleasant conditions, 
we are sure to have stronger and healthier boys and 
girls, with higher ideals, more cooperative, and with 
an appreciation of the better things of life, all of 
which tend to sweeten the home life of each individual 
family and make for a happier community. 


“The program of physical education for girls is being 
planned constantly to meet the needs of each child. 
No longer is the conception of physical education that of 
formal activities and gymnastic drills, but rather that 
of an extensive program of play activities centered 
around the natural play life of youth, a program provid- 
ing games and sports and other activities for all. 

“This latter conception presents a real problem. A 
program of activities which is related to the satisfying 
of human needs of every child must of necessity be of 
unlimited variety. This in turn requires space, equip- 
ment, time allotment, and support. 

“Needless to say we are confronted with many difficul- 
ties, such as large classes and large numbers of students 
participating in proportion to available facilities. Many 
of our sports are being carried on in spaces entirely in- 
adequate. In spite of these difficulties we cannot over- 
look the fact that the student body is made up of those 
who crave and should receive physical activity. 

“For many years our slogan has been ‘a sport for 
every girl, and every girl in a sport.’ We are endeavor- 
ing to arrange our program and carry it out so that the 
maximum number of girls may participate and have the 
fun, the satisfaction, and the joy of successfully having 
played on a team and of participating in some individual 
ia which she may later cultivate as an interesting 

obby. 

“We have tried to plan not alone for the ‘star athlete’ 
but also for the girl who is twenty or twenty-five pounds 
underweight, for the one who is as many pounds over- 
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weight, and for the timid retiring individual who, never- 
theless, is longing for an opportunity to express herself. 

“I have said our program is based upon the individual 
needs of the child. This is determined by a careful and 
complete medical examination, and recently by the physi- 
cal fitness index test. The gymnasium is now becoming 
a laboratory where the varying capacities and abilities of 
the girls are beginning to be realized and handled ac- 
cordingly. 

“In our program there are not only the highly organ- 
ized, strenuous games, but also those of less high organ- 
ization which are only moderate in their tax upon a girl’s 
strength. In this way an opportunity is given for all to 
engage in activities in which it is possible to succeed. It 
is this satisfaction of accomplishment in an activity 
which leads to more participators. 

“During the past year sports have become very 
popular. The enrollment for several of them has 
far surpassed our facilities for space and equipment. 
Girls are realizing more than ever that to get the most 
out of any education, and especially physical education, 
they must be ‘participators’ and not ‘on-lookers.’ 

“Many citizens may not be familiar with the sports 
being offered throughout the school year. In each sport 
there is a system of beginning, intermediate, and ad- 
vanced classes.

“What does such a program of sports accomplish for 
the individual? Greater strength and health of body; in- 
creased endurance; courage; self-control in the use of 
both body and mind; quickness of thought and action; 
an understanding of fair play; and a basic foundation for 
one’s adult play life. 
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“For those who prefer the most active games, such 
sports as field hockey, basketball, and captain basketbail 
offer team work at its highest development. For others, 
such sports as tennis, badminton, golf, and riding make 
their appeal. Then also there are those who find their 
satisfaction in the individual forms of competition, such 
as archery. 

“Archery is one of the best sports for those who prefer 
the less strenuous type of activity. There is a satisfac- 
tion in learning how to handle a bow and arrow with ease 
and grace. The joy of success in accomplishment is ex- 
perienced when one is able to hit the target, to say noth- 
ing of the delight in making an occasional ‘bull’s eye.’ 


“We are fortunate indeed to have the use of the swim- 
ming pool at the Municipal Bath House, for no program 
is complete without swimming. Classes are held on Wed- 
nesday of each week for all degrees of swimming ability. 
There is also a class for junior and senior life saving. 
This year we have added a new feature, a strictly ‘recrea- 
tional’ swimming period. Those who join this group pre- 
fer not to have further instruction, but welcome the op- 
portunity of a regular swimming period when they can 
keep in practice. 

“T should like to say a word about competition. The 
principle of ‘limited competition’ has long since been 
adopted by the leading high schools and colleges. This 
makes it possible for money and equipment to be used in 
sports which are now made available to large numbers 
rather than to a ‘few stars.’ 

“In addition to our limited interscholastic schedule of 
games in field hockey, tennis, and swimming, an inter- 
house program of games is carried on in various sports 
as well as sports days and play days which afford an op- 
portunity for friendly competition between rival teams. 

“One of the many ambitions of every girl in the High 
School is to earn and to wear the traditional ‘Old Eng- 
lish B,’ which is earned by participating in one or two of 
the various sports each season. In addition to the fact 
that the ‘Old English B’ signifies the highest award given 
in girls’ athletics, it carries with it the honor of 
counting as one point toward the Honorary Society.’ 


; The Problem of Malnutrition 


Five years ago attention was called to the large num- 
ber of children with defective teeth and the increased 
number of cases of malnutrition among girls of the High 
School. Since that time the number of cases of defective 
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teeth has been reduced 50%, and malnutrition among 
High School pupils is practically non-existent. 

The number of cases of malnutrition among elemen- 
tary school pupils is about the same as it was four years 
ago, 1.3% of the elementary school population. It is 
more than it was in 1933, 1934, or 1935. Naturally, this 
condition is disturbing to the Medical Director and his 
associates, as it is, in fact, to all the teachers. This in- 
ability to reduce the amount of malnutrition among ele- 
mentary school pupils is due, we believe, to the cumu- 
lative effects of the economic depression. We have had 
not only the seemingly irreducible minimum of under- 
nourished children, but we have had in addition those 
children normally on the border line between fair and 
poor nutrition who, when family incomes were dimin- 
ished, slipped over the line into the undernourished class. 
This problem has been extraordinarily difficult to meet 
because those who have given money so generously from 
year to year to replenish the milk fund, which is our 
principal means of combatting malnutrition, have found 
themselves not less willing but less able to give. As a 
result, the contributions to the milk fund have averaged 
$1,335 a year for the past three years as compared with 
$1,686 a year for the three years ending in June, 1930. 
This year the donors of the milk fund are permitting 
the use of $200 of their contribution to supply food other 
than milk to those who, in the opinion of the Medical 
Director and the nurses, are most in need of such an addi- 
tion to their diet. This in the opinion of the Subcom- 
mittee on Hygiene of the School Committee is a most 
helpful decision and one which will enable the schools to 
do a great deal of good for those most in need. 


Brookline has been much less seriously affected, how- 
ever, than many parts of the country. In New York City, 
where more than 300,000 school children are examined 
annually, malnutrition increased precipitately. In the 
Borough of Manhattan it had increased from 16% in 
1929 to 29% in 1982. In 1935 the New York Board of 
Education announced that malnutrition had rendered 
135,000 children in the city’s elementary schools too weak 
and undernourished to profit by attendance in classes. 
Other reports show Detroit with 18% of the school chil- 
dren in the lower grades of eighteen selected schools to 
be undernourished, Philadelphia with an increase in mal- 
nutrition from 30% in 1929 to 42% in 1932, and Spring- 
field, Ohio, with 31% of the children in the elementary 
grades showing the effects of hunger. 


These statistics have been presented recently in the 
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Atlantic Monthly by Maxine Davis, who makes the 
following pertinent comment, “It is apparent that vast 
numbers of American children are going hungry... 
Without going into such complex and complicated sub- 
jects as wage rates or relief-payment scales, there is one 
easy remedy. That is more milk and food in schools. 
There is no reason why a quart of milk or a bowl of 
vegetable soup should be less a part of our educational 
equipment than gymnasiums or libraries.” 


Cooperative Study of Secondary School Standards 


This year the High School has been privileged to par- 
ticipate in a most significant and important movement 
in secondary education. For the first time in the history 
of these grade levels a nation-wide research was initiated 
in 1935, to conclude in 1938 with the publication of an 
exhaustive analytical report of the results and implica- 
tions of the thorough three-year study. The work was 
undertaken by the administrators of secondary schools, 
without reference to or aid from the Federal government. 


Four years ago the government, through the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, completed an exhaustive study of 
all phases of modern secondary school organization. The 
ensuing report made clear the fact that the standards by 
which schools were being judged were unsatisfactory in 
many respects. Chief among the defects of these so- 
called standards were these limitations: 


1. Present standards have tended to become mechanical 
rather than vital, stressing the letter and overloking 
the spirit of education. 


2. They have tended to become rigid, lacking the desira- 
ble flexibility which would permit adaptation to 
changing conditions. 

3. They have encouraged uniformity, thereby offering no 
stimulation for pioneering in educational experimen- 
tation. 


4. They have lost sight of the individual differences 
among pupils and the consequent demand for pro- 
grams to meet these differences. 


5. Becoming more narrowly academic, they have stressed 
preparation for college too much, quite forgetting the 
host of pupils who need to be prepared to meet life’s 
activities immediately after graduation. 

6. They have based their judgments largely upon un- 
tested assumptions and opinions without evaluating 
procedures by scientific investigations. 
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With a view to clarifying the issues involved, the pre- 
sent study presents these objective questions: 


1. What are the characteristics of a good secondary 

school? 

2. What practical means and methods may be em- 
ployed to evaluate a school; the effectiveness of a 
school in terms of its objectives? 

. By what means and processes does a good school 
develop into a better one? 

4. How can regional associations auintiane secondary 

schools to continuous growth? 

Two hundred public and private secondary schools 
were selected for the study, with due regard to securing 
representation of the various elements present in the 
complex character of secondary school education in the 
United States. 

The Brookline High School, one of the largest schools 
to be included in the survey, represents the schools of its 
class and type on the Eastern seaboard. In November 
a committee of five men visited the school over a period 
of four days. The members of the committee repre- 
sented widely distributed localities and varying types of 
schools. After the High School faculty and a group of 
one hundred students had cooperated on various reports, 
the visiting committee, through reference to the data sub- 
mitted and many actual visits to classes and about the 
school plant, acquainted themselves thoroughly with all 
details of the philosophy of education followed, specific 
objectives, plant, staff, educational program, and admin- 
istration. The cooperating committee expressed satis- 
faction with the school and the many aspects of its 
procedures and administration, requesting the privilege 
of making special mention of many features. 


SCIENCE IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 
A Retrospect of Half a Century 


At my request, Dr. John C. Packard, Head of the Sci- 
ence Department and a teacher in the High School since 
1890, has reviewed the teaching of science in Brookline 
over the past half century. What follows is Dr. Packard’s 
report. 

The enrollment of the Brookline High School in the fall 
of 1890 was approximately 109. The school was housed in 
a modest little building on Prospect Street, upon the site 
of the present Pierce Grammar School. To quote from the 
School Report of 1856, in the days when the house was 
new: 
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“This house was constructed after the most 
approved plan, and is believed to be unsurpassed 
by any of its size in the Commonwealth. It is sit- 
uated at the corner of School and Prospect 
Streets, and from an architectural point of view, 
is an ornament to the Town.” 


The main building was 65 feet long and 44 feet wide and 
was built under an appropriation of $13,500. As was the 
custom in those days, there were two main entrances, one 
for the boys and one for the girls. 

The upper floor of the two-story wooden building was 
taken up for the most part by an assembly hall having a 
seating capacity of about 110. On a dais at one end of the 
hall stood the Headmaster’s desk, hallowed for all time 
by association with that prince of headmasters, Mr. J. 
Emory Hoar, whose headquarters it was from April, 1854 
to July, 1888. An old desk, of black walnut, is still to be 
seen at the High School, carefully preserved and undam- 
aged by the recent fire. Is it the desk of the Headmaster ? 


The lower floor was divided into four classrooms, one 
of which was called the “laboratory.” This laboratory, as 
I recall it, was about 18 feet long and 16 feet wide, and 
served for “the joint accommodation of physiology, bot- 
any, zoology, physics and chemistry.” In the center of the 
room was a chemistry table supplied with running water 
and gas and having a row of round china bowls inserted 
in the top of the table for the waste. There were shelves 
on one side of the room for chemicals and on the other 
side a few more for the physics apparatus. Two long 
boards, conveniently stowed away at one side of the 
room, were used to cover the bowls when the laboratory 
was to be used asa workshop for the teaching of physics. 

More important than the laboratory was the lecture 
room with a long table for the teacher, settees for the 
pupils, two tables for individual experiments, and an ap- 
paratus case. A blackboard set into the wall ran entirely 
around the room. Two large and expensive pieces of ap- 
paratus must have found room somewhere, for I remem- 
ber them very well as in use at that time. One was a huge 
air-pump of burnished brass mounted upon a rugged stand 
elegantly veneered with Honduras mahogany. 


Rumor had it that this identical machine had at one 
time been shipped to St. Petersburg for the private use 
or amusement of the United States minister to Russia, 
and after some months had been returned safe and sound 
to the High School. Fact or fancy, who knows? The other 
was a “friction machine” for the production of static 
electricity. This machine was an imposing affair, handed 
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down from “pre-historic” times, and it must have cost a 
lot of money. The apparatus may still be seen stored in 
the Manual Training building for want of room in the 
Science Unit. When turned by hand it was capable of giv- 
ing a hot, two-inch spark of frictional electricity, a source 
of never-ending interest and curiosity to the boys, albeit 
of terror to the girls, who, perhaps, had never seen a 
dynamo for they were new in those days. 


Latin and Greek held the place of honor in the curricu- 
lum with mathematics next, and the sciences at the foot 
of the column. This order had been established by tradi- 
tion, the favor of the college entrance requirements, and 
the prestige of the clergy who were classically educated. 


The new teacher of science and mathematics, just ar- 
rived in 1890, was expected to teach algebra, geometry, 
biology, physics, and bookkeeping, though he was excused 
from the teaching of botany the next year when ordered 
to take up chemistry. 


A change in the requirements for entrance to Harvard, 
placing physics in the list of required subjects with forty 
experiments to be performed by the pupils and recorded 
in a suitable notebook for presentation by the candidate 
in connection with a special oral examination in the sub- 
ject, called for more science equipment. A new laboratory 
was accordingly ordered, new apparatus supplied, and we 
were brought up to date. 


Then began the struggle between the domination of the 
college and the independence of the secondary school, the 
college asking for precision in measurement and the school 
asking for a series of experiments better adapted to the 
interests of the average pupil. The Eastern Association 
of Physics Teachers was organized in the home of a 
Brookline High School teacher, and many a hot debate 
followed. A truce was at last established by the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee to draw up the Entrance Ex- 
amination for the Board. Textbooks began to appear, 
hee by secondary school men, and mutual respect fol- 
owed. 


A beginning was made at this time toward the intro- 
duction of Science into the elementary schools. The plan 
called for a ‘‘continuous line of study through all the 
grades covering botany, minerology, zoology, chemistry, 
physics, and physiology.” The work was continued with 
enthusiasm for some five years or more, after which it 
gradually gave way to other interests, French, manual 
training, domestic science, music, and finally was lost 
sight of altogether. Two years ago the idea was revived 
by the appointment of a committee to reorganize science 
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work in the schools from the kindergarten through the 
high school. A tentative outline was completed and is now 
being tried out. 

With the erection of the new high school building on 
Greenough Street, facing the playground, the Science De- 
partment came into its own; the whole upper floor was 
given over to science and art, and what a building that 
was! At the head of its class in the period to which it be- 
longs! The recitation rooms with a few exceptions were 
roomy, airy, and well-lighted. The corridors were broad 
and warmly decorated. Valuable gifts came pouring in 
from all sides; a superb collection of birds, and of un- 
mounted skins, the gift of Miss Ellen Chase, found place 
in the upper corridor; a gift of rare historical value came 
from E. 8S. Ritchie and Sons in the form of a large glass 
cylinder once owned by Benjamin Franklin and used as a 
part of his equipment for the study of frictional electric- 
ity, and now to be seen mounted upon a case in one of the 
physics laboratories of the new building. From Mr. George 
W. Armstrong came a gift of $1,000 in honor of his 
daughter, E. Maybelle Armstrong, a former member of 
the school. To spend this money, Mr. William H. Lincoln, 
a member of the School Committee and part-owner of a 
fleet of ocean steamers, invited the Superintendent of 
Schools and the Headmaster of the High School to visit 
at Mr. Lincoln’s expense, the galleries of Europe. They 
came back enthusiastic over art and architecture. Copies 
of a number of heroic statues seen in the Louvre were 
imported from Paris; others were made here by Caproni; 
these when in place gave a distinctly classical air to the 
interior of the building. The ceiling of Shailer Hall was 
elaborately decorated in stencil after a hall that Mr. Lin- 
coln had seen and greatly admired in Philadelphia. 


The dedication of the new building was a gala affair. 
The streets were lined with fine equipages, and the best 
people were in attendance. It became the thing to attend 
Brookline High School; private schools were in the dis- 
card. 

The design of this new building was “‘sold” to the Town 
originally by the display of an elevation showing the 
building done in white brick with trimmings of red sand- 
stone; but before the contracts were let the economists 
had stepped in, and the white brick turned to red. Years 
afterwards an attempt was made to improve the outward 
appearance of the building which had been called a shoe 
factory, by changing the pitch of the roof on the tower 
to give it more of an Italian touch, placing a number of 
medallions after the order of Della Robbia high up on the 
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tower under the overhanging roof, painting the window 
frames white, and still later by placing two heroic statues, 
one representing History and the other Science, on either 
side of the front entrance. The inscription over the front 
door read OLIM REIPUBLICAE PRAESIDIUM (At all 
times the safeguard of the Commonwealth). 


The Science Department was now comfortably housed 
in four principal rooms; a physics laboratory of no mean 
proportions with a workshop and an apparatus room ad- 
joining; a lecture room capable of seating 150, with raised 
seats, dark curtains, and an elaborate demonstration 
table upon a raised platform at the front; a combination 
laboratory for biology and physical geography; and a 
chemistry laboratory supplemented by a supply room for 
chemicals and a dark room for photography. 

Physical geography with its unique laboratory experi- 
ments, based upon contour maps supplied by the govern- 
ment and by models molded in relief, now came to the 
front and maintained a prominent place in the curriculum 
for many years under the stimulus of such eminent geog- 
raphers as Professor Davis of Harvard and President 
Mendenhall of Clark University. How Miss Pease did en- 
joy teaching erosion by rains, rivers and glaciers; the 
weathering of rocks to form soil, and the adaptation of 
plants to various kinds of soil and weather conditions! 
And the pupils liked it! Chemistry, except for the college 
preparatory pupils, was concerned largely with problems 
arising in the Domestic Science Department and in the 
home. The same teacher handled both chemistry and do- 
mestic science. Biology was expanded to cover the physi- 
ology of the human body, the adaptation of plants and 
animals to their environment, the laws of health, and the 
study of insect pests. 


As inventions multiplied and machinery became com- 
mon, physics gradually grew top-heavy and finally was 
divided into two parts, one for the pupil headed for col- 
lege and the other for the stay-at-home or the boy going 
into business. Electric lights took the place of kerosene 
lamps, Welsbach burners, and gas jets; ammeters and 
voltmeters were substituted for galvanometers; the fric- 
tion machine gave way to the dynamo; and finally the in- 
ternal combustion engine crowded the steam engine. 
Through all these years despite all these changes, the 
cultural was never lost sight of. The beauty of the flowers, 
the marvels of animal life, the glory of the heavens, and 
the wonder of nature’s laws were continually impressed 
upon the pupil by the use of colored charts, lantern slides, 
mounted specimens, growing plants, and live animals. The 
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Superintendent of Schools thought that the boys and girls 
ought to bring their household pets to the school periodic- 
ally for the study of their behavior by biology classes, 
and even suggested that portable cages be prepared for 
the same, but we never got so far as that. 

Anera of prosperity followed. A building boom ensued. 
Wealth flowed in and Brookline became known as “the 
richest town in the world.” The Superintendent of Schools 
informed the School Committee that he had not come to 
show them how to save money but how to spend it. Came 
the Public Bath, the Manual Training building, and later 
the Municipal Gymnasium in close proximity to one an- 
other. It was immediately suggested that the area about 
the playground be made into a “Copley Plaza” by building 
a public library, to be followed by a Museum of Fine Arts, 
on the side opposite the Manual Training Building, and 
landscaping the area. But the plan fell through and the 
new library was finally built upon the site of the old one 
on Washington Street near the Town Hall. 

After an effective service of 25 years or more the High 
School, built for 600 students and now housing 1200 or 
more, at last overflowed and in 1922 a new unit was added 
to house the Commercial, the Art, the Modern Language, 
and the English Departments and to supply an assembly 
hall seating about 1300 pupils, and a cafeteria. 

Ten years later a second unit was added and the Science 
Department, having outgrown its quarters and in need of 
modern facilities to bring it up to date, was transferred 
to the new wing where today are the JOHN C. PACKARD 
LABORATORIES, named by the courtesy of the School 
Committee after their designer, the veteran head of the 
department. There are eight of them, each a combination 
laboratory and recitation room, strictly up-to-date and 
well furnished: two for general science, two for physics, 
two for chemistry, two for biology. In addition there is a 
work shop, an office for the head of the department, a 
dynamo room, a dark room, and a visual education room, 
seating about forty. 

Crowded again by the increasing popularity of science 
in the public schools and the insistent demand of the pub- 
lic for more practical subjects in the curriculum, there is 
immediate need for more laboratories and these we are 
asking for now. 

Visit the department and see how attractive this suite 
is. A unique feature is the series of display cases lining 
the corridor on both sides, set into the wall, and lighted 
by indirect illumination. These exhibits are not intended 
as show pieces, although some of them are beautiful, but 
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for the edification and instruction of the boys and girls 
of all classes who make use of the corridors. Birds of the 
season in their native habitat; a Canadian expedition 
showing how gold and silver are mined; development of 
the manufacture of rubber with various uses of the prod- 
uct; model of a four-cycle gasolene engine in section; a 
vibrating electric bell of heroic size; a design to illustrate 
the action of a Liberty motor, showing the principle by 
which the piston rods of the five-cylinders are made to act 
simultaneously upon a single shaft; a photo-electric cell 
operated by a beam of light to illuminate the sign “WEL- 
COME” as one passes down the corridor; the revolving 
coil of a dynamo cutting lines of magnetic force are titles 
that show the variety and practical nature of the exhibits 
at various times. Each of these models may be set in mo- 
tion by the touch of a push button near the case. 


Teaching has become a profession. Methods, attitudes, 
and objectives in progressive schools have changed with 
the passing of years. The all-around development of 
the boy or the girl is now regarded as of more consequence 
than the development of a subject. Right thinking is 
looked upon as more important than the accumulation of 
facts, however important those facts may be. In our own 
school a sense of wonder, reverence, and awe is cultivated 
in the study of general science and biology, as well as 
respect for the laws of health and of joyous living. More 
and more are we turning to nature for hints and sugges- 
tions, looking towards the improvement of our own me- 
chanical devices. 


Physics is looked upon as something more than a series 
of facts to be learned, of problems to be solved, and of 
college examinations to be passed: it is thought of as a 
glorious view of one aspect of the Universe. A sense of 
beauty and of rhythm is as necessary today for the de- 
signer of a successful automobile as for the architect 
competing for the erection of a modern school building. 
Science and Art are twin sisters. Imagination is the 
mother of both. 


Outside contacts are regarded as most important. The 
teacher of applied chemistry reports: ‘The instructor in 
chemistry at the Faulkner Hospital has kindly consented 
to have her class give a demonstration lesson this month 
for the benefit of such of our girls as are planning to be 
nurses, and about fifteen are expected to attend. In this 
way the girls will be given a chance to see the type of 
work being done in hospitals and, in consequence, they 
should be better able to correlate their present study of 
chemistry with that of next year. The girls are very en- 
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thusiastic over the prospect and we are planning later to 
visit the City Hospital, the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, and the Children’s Hospital.” 

Inspiration derived from the study of the great scien- 
tists and of material not found in the textbook has 
brought the Science Department and the Library into 
close contact. No less than fifty books, germane to the 
science work, were reported upon by pupils in one division 
of biology alone last year. Initiative on the part of the 
boys, so much more important than the delivery of any 
number of learned discourses on the part of the teacher, 
is stimulated by a flourishing club in which the boys 
themselves are held responsible for the program. 

Science has a cultural as well as a technical side. To 
emphasize either aspect at the expense of the other is a 
mistake. Poetry, science, and religion can be readily mixed 
to the advantage of all three if the teacher is sensitive 
enough. We are trying to maintain the proper balance in 
Brookline. 


The School Study Plan 


In last year’s report I discussed at length the evils of 
homework and presented a plan for its partial elimina- 
tion. This plan is now in effect, on a voluntary basis, 
in the first two years of High School. 

About 50% of those who elected the School Study Plan 
(as opposed to the Home Study Plan) last year have 
continued it during the present school year. The Latin 
teacher of these second-year pupils reports that she 
works out much of the advanced translation with the 
class, and while she cannot say with certainty yet what 
effect this will have on the power of pupils in sight 
translation, she is hopeful that this method may have 
increased their power. The mathematics teacher pre- 
sents a comparison of the marks obtained in the first 
quarter of the present school year by 29 pupils who have 
continued the Home Study Plan and by 38 who have 
changed to the School Study Plan. The proportion of 
A’s, B’s, and C’s in these two groups was practically the 
same at the end of last year. At the end of the first 
quarter of this year 59% of those continuing the School 
Study Plan received honor marks of A or B as against 
32% of those changing to the Home Study group. Only 
24% of the School Study pupils received D (the lowest 
passing mark) and none failed, while 37% of the Home 
Study pupils received D, and 11% failed. The teacher 
writes, “The change from elementary school to High 
School (under the School Study Plan) seems to me to 
be less abrupt, and, while the pupils are accustoming 
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themselves to new surroundings and new teachers, they 
are not given all at once the responsibility of preparing 
all their lessons outside of class. I feel that I am in 
closer touch with each pupil’s problems than I was when 
most of the work was done at home. Perhaps they get 
too much help in class, but I feel that in mathematics 
help at the right moment is essential and, if they do not 
get it in school, they are likely to seek it outside from 
those who are often less qualified to give it than their 
regular teacher.” 


In line with the last thought, I quote a teacher of 
English, ‘““The chief merits of the plan have been the op- 
portunity given the pupil for direct contact with the 
teacher during his study, his chance for asking questions 
about uncertain points, for frequent checking of his work, 
and, if needed, for comparison with that of his fellow 
pupils. There is also the advantage of working in an 
atmosphere of study, the psychological value of working 
on one subject with other minds almost in unison, as it 
were.” 


About 150 pupils are enrolled in first-year School 
Study classes this year as compared with approximately 
100 last year. 


A comparison was made of the records during the last 
school year of 100 School Study pupils and an equal num- 
ber of carefully selected Home Study pupils. In each 
group the average age on October 1 was 13 years and 9 
months, and the average intelligence quotients differed 
so little as to be negligible. The average number of 
absences and the average mark differed almost not at 
all. The intellectual ability of the pupils in each group 
ranged from average to very high; but whether the 
achievements of the intellectually superior pupils are 
studied separately or as a part of the whole group, the 
results show practically the same schqlarship and atten- 
dance records under either plan of study. Naturally, the 
intellectually superior pupils attained better marks under 
either plan than those of average ability. 


The problem of home study continues to have ser- 
ious consideration throughout the country, both in large 
and in small communities. A newspaper report from 
Atlanta, Georgia, says, “The Atlanta school system looks 
upon school as comparable to business and believes that 
when a day’s work is done both should be left behind. 
Therefore homework should be eliminated. 

“Homework has already been eliminated in the Atlanta 
schools with three exceptions. In nearby Decatur, 
Georgia, though the assignment of homework still con- 
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tinues, the thought of avoiding it is growing and Super- 
intendent Lamar Ferguson has called the giving of home 
lessons to children as ‘almost criminal.’ 


“Students in Atlanta are encouraged to interest them- 
selves in subjects outside of the schools such as music, 
art or reading, and are urged to pursue individual study 
along lines which interest them.” 


How Many Years in High School? 


In June a question was asked in the School Committee 
meeting regarding the number of pupils who did not 
receive a diploma at the end of their fourth year in High 
School. The Superintendent of Schools said at that time 
that he would be glad to secure this information and to 
present it at the next meeting of the School Commit- 
tee, but that in addition to reporting these figures he 
wished to discuss at some length the larger questions 
implied, namely: Should not all pupils be graduated from 
the High School at the end of four years? May not the 
effectiveness of the High School be measured by the per- 
centage of its pupils who are awarded diplomas at the end 
of four years? Is it true that there is at the High School 
a five-year plan, or a desire on the part of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools and the Headmaster of the High School to 
bring about a situation in which nearly all the pupils will 
require more than four years to secure a High School 
diploma? 

In 1936, 207 pupils were graduated after four years of 
High School study and 180 were not graduated. In addi- 
tion, there were 151 who were graduated after five years 
(in a very few cases more than five years) and there were 
18 Hy had been in school five years who were not gradu- 
ated. 

In order that the School Committee and citizens gen- 
erally may have an intelligent understanding of the con- 
ditions which affect the progress of pupils through High 
School and their graduation therefrom, the Headmaster 
has made an extensive study of those who were grad- 
uated in June, 1936 after being in High School five years. 
Of the 139 pupils therein included, 51, or 3614%, came to 
Brookline High School from schools in other communities. 
This fact alone gives some indication of the extent of 
the problem which our High School faces inasmuch as 
the standard of work in Brookline is admittedly higher 
than the standard in most of the communities from 
which these transfer pupils come. A further careful 
study of these 139 pupils reveals that 82, or 59% of them, 
changed their curriculum at least once during the time 
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that they were enrolled in Brookline High School; that 
40, or 29% of them, had a definite record of poor health; 
and that 17, or 12%, had arranged their work, at their 
parents’ request, so that their graduation requirements 
would be completed at the end of five years rather than 
at the end of four years. 

A change of curriculum does not necessarily mean a 
five-year period for graduation, because when there is a 
change of curriculum a fair, and indeed a generous, eval- 
uation is made of the subjects already completed and 
these are credited in the new curriculum if it is at all 
possible to do so. On the other hand, if a pupil changes 
from a non-college preparatory curriculum to a college 
preparatory curriculum, it is impossible to credit in his 
new curriculum subjects which no college will accept for 
admission. Still further, it should be noted that those 
who change from one curriculum to another generally 
have been unsuccessful in one or more subjects prior to 
this change. 

Pupils change their curriculums during the school 
course for many reasons, mostly legitimate ones. Some 
pupils at the beginning of their High School course are 
enrolled in college preparatory curriculums because they 
and their parents believe they can qualify for admission 
to college in spite of an adverse recommendation by the 
elementary school principal. It is quite right that those 
who have this feeling should be allowed their chance to 
succeed in a college preparatory curriculum. And every 
once in a while some pupil does succeed in spite of the 
fact that his record in the elementary school did not 
indicate the probability of his success in such subjects 
as mathematics and foreign languages, which form a 
large part of the college preparatory curriculums. It 
would be a little less expensive for the taxpayers if only 
those pupils whom the school authorities were certain 
could and would be successful in college preparatory sub- 
jects were allowed to enroll in such curriculums. Fortun- 
ately, we have not reached such a stage of autocracy in 
government as to deprive any pupil of the right to try 
any branch of study in which he has an ambition to 
succeed. | 

The High School years always must be to some extent 
years of experimentation, years in which young people 
are finding their niches in the world, years in which 
young people can explore safely the world’s offerings 
and wisely study to determine where they individually 
will fit best into the scheme of things. In making such 
attempts there will be failures, of course, in spite of the 
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almost superhuman efforts which teachers make to pre- 
vent failure. The important thing is that by the time a 
pupil is ready to receive a High School diploma he should 
have made some of these discoveries about himself, and 
should have completed as well as he is able the program 
of studies which will provide for him a well balanced, sat- 
isfying secondary school education, the outcome of which 
will influence all of his remaining life whether or not he 
attends an advanced school or college. The accomplish- 
ment of such an objective necessarily will require more 
time for some pupils than for others. For this reason 
we state in the pamphlet What to Study in Brookline 
High School: 


“It cannot be stated too strongly that the length of 
time a pupil requires to complete his high school course 
is decidedly less significant than the quality of work he 
performs. A pupil who can complete his high school 
work creditably in four years should do so; a pupil who 
needs an additional year or more to do the best work of 
which he is capable should plan without hesitation his 
work accordingly.” 


It would be possible to graduate practically all pupils 
from High School at the end of four years by eliminating, 
during the first three years, those pupils who are not 
succeeding in their studies, and by making the standards 
of the school so low that almost any pupil could receive 
a passing mark with very little effort in almost any 
study. To do this, however, we should be obliged to re- 
gard the school much as an automobile manufacturer 
regards his assembling plant. In an automobile factory 
the parts of the machine are brought together and the 
completed automobile is rolled off the assembling line 
with mechanical precision. The parts of an automobile, 
however, are inanimate pieces of machinery and not hu- 
man beings. The parts of any automobile may be treated 
exactly like the parts of any other automobile, but hu- 
man beings require individual treatment, and what is 
best for one is far from being best for another. It is 
the policy of the Brookline schools to treat every pupil 
as his individual needs require, and not as if he were part 
of a large machine. 


It is also a purpose of the School Department to retain 
pupils in High School until graduation if they can be 
persuaded to remain, and if, in addition, they have 
enough ability to justify the expectation that with suf- 
ficient effort on their part they may in time complete the 
work of one of the curriculums and so be eligible to re- 
ceive a diploma. Adherence to this policy necessarily 
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means that there will be many in the upper years of High 
School who in former years would have left school, 
and it also means that many of these pupils will not 
complete their work in four years. Is it better for the 
pupils themselves and for the welfare of the Town that 
these pupils should be retained in High School, even 
though they take five years in completing their course, 
rather than cast adrift with the knowledge that they will 
be less well educated as citizens of Brookline than they 
might otherwise have been, and that in years to come 
they will regret deeply their failure to complete their 
High School course? 


A study of the relation between the number of pupils 
graduated in any year and the number who were enrolled 
in the freshman class of these same pupils will indicate 
clearly the success which has already been attained in 
keeping pupils in High School. In 1986 there were 358 
pupils graduated, which is 68% of the number of pupils 
enrolled in the freshman class four years previously. In 
1926, on the other hand, there were 245 pupils graduated, 
which is 48% of the number enrolled in the freshman 
class four years previous to that date. In other words, 
in the ten year period between 1926 and 1936 the ability 
of the High School to retain pupils and to graduate them 
after four years in High School has been increased from 
48% to 68%. Furthermore, since 1932 (when this data 
was first compiled) the percentage of graduates admitted 
to advanced schools and colleges (not preparatory schools 
or post-graduate classes in High School) has risen from 
09.8% to 51.7% in 1935. And this has been achieved 
during depression years, when college enrollments have 
fallen off, and parents’ financial resources have been 
diminished. 


There is also evidence as to the holding power of 
Brookline High School in comparison with other high 
schools. If in a given year every pupil enrolled in a high 
school entered on the first day of school and remained un- 
til the last, and no pupil ever dropped out, moved away, 
or died, the average membership of the school would 
equal the total enrollment. On the assumption that late 
entry, early leaving, moving from and to town, and death 
are of about the same proportion in all schools, the differ- 
ence in the percentage which the average membership is 
of the total enrollment will indicate the difference in the 
holding powers of various schools. We found in this way 
that the holding power of the high schools in the 39 
cities of Massachusetts (1936 State Report) is 93% as 
compared with 92% ten years ago. In Brookline the 
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holding power is 96% as compared with 95% ten years 
ago. This difference of 3% is most significant and indi- 
cates that Brookline High School holds its pupils through- 
out the year much better than high schools generally in 
the cities of the State. 


A study of the 124 pupils who were graduated in 1935 
after having completed one of the college preparatory 
curriculums shows that of those pupils who entered the 
High School from another Brookline public school and 
who in addition had at least the minimum intelligence 
rating (I. Q. 110) reasonably expected of college prepar- 
atory pupils, only 4 failed of graduation at the end of 
four years. And of these, 3 ranked among the lowest 
in the list of college preparatory pupils graduated in that 
year. A careful study of the detailed report regarding 
the 139 pupils graduated in 1936 after a five-year period 
of study will indicate how many of these are entering 
colleges with thoroughly satisfactory records, which in 
all probability they would not have done if they had com- 
pleted their. work with barely passing marks. Since 
barely passing marks are not acceptable for college ad- 
mission, some who will go to college and do good work 
would never have attained records which would permit 
them to enter had they been discouraged from complet- 
ing their High School course in five years. 


There are still some persons who regret the elimination 
of the ninth grade, by which the basic number of years 
in the school system was reduced from 13 to 12. Very 
often these same persons, whose advocacy of a ninth 
grade indicates that they think more time is necessary 
for an adequate school training, are the ones who favor 
the graduation of all High School pupils at the end of 
four years. From what has been said in this report, it 
must be clear that whereas prior to 1921 all pupils who 
were graduated from High School were obliged to spend 
at least thirteen years at school (excluding the kinder- 
garten), at least two-thirds of all the pupils entering 
High School are now graduated at the end of their twelth 
year, and practically all the rest at the end of the thir- 
teenth year. The result is that those who need thirteen 
years (previously represented by nine years in the ele- 
mentary school and four years in High School, but now 
more often represented by eight years in elementary 
school and five years in High School) enjoy the privilege 
of being in school long enough to complete their work 
creditably while those who are able to do creditable work 
in twelve years are not compelled to remain unnecessarily 
for a thirteenth year. 
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Adult Education in the Evening School 


The Evening High and Elementary School opened in 
October with a total enrollment of 534 students, an in- 
crease of 104 over the enrollment of one year ago. These 
additional pupils were absorbed partly by larger class 
enrollments and partly by the introduction of new cours- 
es for which there was a considerable demand. At the 
present time, December, the enrollment has increased to 
698, or 97 more than for the same period last year. 


New Courses Offered This Year 


The popularity of a science course in biology last year 
and the numerous requests for a similar course in phys- 
ics this year have led to the offering of a one-hour course 
in each subject. The aim of the physics course is to 
make the pupil acquainted with the devices, both mech- 
anical and electrical, that are used in everyday life. Such 
a course has a special appeal and a real value to men 
and women who desire a background for the many new 
books in popular science, as well as for current news of 
a scientific nature. The course appeals to others who 
want to bring themselves up to date in this field of knowl- 
edge, which has given, among many other inventions, the 
automobile, sound motion pictures, aviation, radio, wired 
photographs, and soon, practical television. 


During the past two years there has been a gradual 
change in the interests of the students who were taking 
the course in business English. For the benefit of those 
who desire to do more writing or to have a greater 
command of English for business, it was felt that more 
attention should be placed on word knowledge and vocab- 
ulary building. Practice in the correct pronunciation of 
commonly mispronounced words, the substitution of good 
English expressions for slang and colloquialisms, and the 
acquisition of synonymous words or expressions for ob- 
solete and overused words constitute the major part of 
the class work. Occasional written composition is used, 
and members of the class carry on informal conversa- 
tions in order to acquire a certain ease of expression. 


Before the first week of Evening School had ended, a 
delegation of young business men and women asked for 
a course in public speaking. As a matter of fact, this 
course, because of the interest previously expressed in it 
and because it is a logical companion course to that of 
vocabulary building, was scheduled to be offered during 
the second semester. However, since the class in vocabu- 
lary building had already been organized, public speaking 
was instituted immediately with the result that the prob- 
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lem became one, not of attracting students, but of keeping 
the numbers down to an efficient working level. ‘This 
course has proved invaluable to those who wish practice 
in such practical types of speaking as the sales talk, 
explaining a process, discussing a current topic, and de- 
bating. From time to time guest speakers of ability have 
been invited to speak on such subjects as the principles 
of salesmanship, after-dinner speaking, and _ similar 
topics. 

In January a lecture course on Backgrounds of Read- 
ing was offered for the second semester. This course 
proved so. popular that the enrollment reached 100 and 
maintained a high average attendance through the year. 
Since this course presented a general survey of the 
sources and development of the various forms of litera- 
ture, it seems logical to have a sequence this year to 
consider in more careful detail three of these literary 
divisions,—the drama, the novel, and poetry. During 
the first of this school year such a course of lectures was 
started with three instructors, each giving a series of 
eight lectures on one of these topics. Meeting once a 
week and providing a rare opportunity for an ever-in- 
creasing appreciation of great literature, this course has 
become one of the most popular in the curriculum of the 
Evening School. . 

There is in the Evening School this year one class in 
stenography that may be designated as new, because it 
involves a new approach in the teaching of the subject 
called “The Functional Method of Teaching Shorthand.” 
A most enthusiastic group of pupils enjoy this course 
and find it no longer a chore to gain skill in shorthand. 
Perhaps the easiest and clearest manner of explaining 
the Functional Method of teaching Gregg shorthand 
would be to show the differences between the Functional 
Method and the Traditional Method. 


I. No Writing at the Beginning—the Reading Ap- 
proach 
The Functional Method of teaching Gregg short- 
hand is based on the reading approach. In other 
words, the pupil reads the first twenty lessons 
with the aid of a transcript before he attempts 
to write shorthand. According to the Traditional 
Method, the writing approach was used—the pu- 
pil wrote shorthand outlines the moment he en- 
tered the shorthand class. The reading approach 
simplifies the pupil’s problem by enabling him to 
focus his attention on reading rather than divid- 
ing his attention between reading and writing. 
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By delaying the actual writing until the pupil has 
acquired fluency in reading, the pupil has had 
time to stock his mind with correct images of 
shorthand characters and common joinings. Then 
when he begins to write, he is able to write a good 
style of shorthand. By beginning with the read- 
ing approach he is able to progress much more 
rapidly, for his attention is not distracted by an 
attempt to write unfamiliar characters. 


No Formal Penmanship Drill 

The second difference is that there is no formal 
penmanship drill necessary in the Functional 
Method of Teaching Gregg shorthand. ‘This is 
one of the advantages of the reading approach, 
for when the pupil begins to write, he writes 
much more fluently and confidently than the stu- 
dent who begins to write at the very beginning 
of the class. 


No Rules to Be Taught 
The teaching of rules is unnecessary in the Func- 
tional Method of teaching Gregg shorthand as 
the pupil’s mind is stocked with mental picturés 
of various combinations through reading short- 
hand, so that when he begins to write, he will 
write them correctly. 


No Questions from or to the Pupils 
When rules are not taught, there will be few 
reasons for questions from the pupils. Thus, by 
discouraging questions, the pupil does not think 
about the science of shorthand, which has a bad 
effect upon the skill or art of shorthand writing. 


. No Tests except for Administrative Purposes 


According to the Functional Method, the tradi- 
tional theory tests are unnecessary and harmful. 
Testing is based on the pupil’s daily reading abil- 
ity; later, writing ability; finally, transcription 
ability, in which the time element is a most 
important factor. 


No Papers to Correct except the Few Tests Given 


for Administrative Purposes 
Since, according to the Functional Method, the 
pupil is not required to construct outlines to see 
if he has interpreted a rule correctly, there is no 
need for endless checking, correcting and mark- 
ing of home-work papers, which had to be done 
under the Traditional Method. 
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VII. No Word Lists to be Written 
The Functional Method does not require the pupil 
to write word lists. The pupil will derive far 
more benefit from his practice of connected mat- 
ter than from practice on isolated words. 


VII. No Formal Review 
The Functional Method is so organized that it 
takes advantage, to the fullest extent, of the 
automatic review inherent in the study of a sub- 
ject such as shorthand. 


IX. No Repetition Practice 
The custom of writing outlines ten, twenty, some- 
times thirty times, or of copying connected mat- 
ter five or ten times is dull and uninteresting to 
the pupil. Excessive repetition generally results 
in progressive deterioration of the outlines prac- 
ticed. 


Educational Qualifications and Interests of Pupils 


A recent survey of a number of evening schools has 
shown that less than 5% of the pupils had received col- 
lege training, 60% were high school graduates or the 
equivalent, and 35% had an elementary school education 
or less. It is natural to suppose that, in the changing 
Situation so often encountered from year to year, the 
curriculum of each evening school would be sufficiently 
elastic to take care of pupils with these varied educa- 
tional qualifications. 

Of a total enrollment of 698 pupils in the Brookline 
Evening High and Elementary School, 212, or 30%, are 
college-trained ; 440, or 64%, have a high school educa- 
tion; and only 46, or 6%, have an elementary school edu- 
cation. It is to be expected that the interests of these 
pupils should be reflected directly in the kind and num- 
ber of the courses offered. In the Evening School this 
year there are eight classes of typewriting in the elemen- 
tary, intermediate, and advanced groups; six classes of 
stenography similarly divided; two classes in elementary 
and advanced bookkeeping; two classes in office practice; 
two in Civil Service; one in economics; and one in busi- 
ness law. The largest concentration of students is found 
in these commercial courses, for training in them leads 
directly to an office position or gives a working knowl- 
edge of the subjects for personal use. 

To take care of the large group receiving cultural 
training, the Evening School offers this year art, vo- 
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cabulafy building, a lecture course on the drama, poetry 
and modern novel, public speaking, French, Spanish, 
German, physics, and biology. Of these, vocabulary 
building, French, and Spanish are the only courses con- 
sisting of two classes. While this may seem a wide choice 
of cultural courses, attention is called to the fact that 
many of them are given for one hour only, and that none 
has been institituted without sufficient demand. 


The High School’s Response to Its Fire Loss 


Everyone knows of the destructive fire in the Old 
Building of the High School on Friday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 25, of the heroic: work rendered by the firemen, 
the policemen, employees of other departments of the 
Town, the physicians, and the citizens. And most people 
know how untiringly the teachers, pupils, and janitors 
toiled, even while the fire was in progress and during 
the next two days, so that the School was in session the 
following Monday almost as if nothing had happened. ‘To 
be sure, many classes found themselves meeting in un- 
usual places, but they all met and learning went on a 
usual. | 


Such an emergency reveals an individual or an insti- 
tution as a succession of ordinary events does not. What 
was the spirit of the High School as revealed by this 
emergency ? 


One of the Boston newspapers published an exagger- 
ated account of the ‘alleged’ joy of the student body 
when the tower fell. On their own initiative a large 
number of pupils prepared a statement and sent it to 
the newspaper as a rebuke for its unwarranted asser- 
tions. The Sagamore, the High School publication, 
speaking editorially, said, “Any cheering was on the part 
of small boys and the loyalty of the pupils was demon- 
strated by their earnest work in salvaging from the 
wreckage valuable property which would have been 
ruined without their timely assistance. Now that the 
emergency is past, the student body must lend its whole- 
hearted cooperation while a difficult period of reconstruc- 
_ tion is taking place.” 


Mr. Arthur W. Flemings of the High School faculty 
gave such an effective expression to his thoughts as the 
fire provressed that I include in this report an editorial 
written by him and published in the Sagamore. 
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“AND A WORM SHALL EAT THEM LIKE WOOL” 


“Those of us who, amazed, saw the thick smoke 
pour up out of the great chimneys and plunge 
through the high windows, who saw it seized by 
the wind and whipped across the roofs, omniscent 
of what it was yet to do, were incredulous that 
any serious damage could come to the Old Build- 
ing. Like a Tithonus, its increasing age seemed 
to be its emblem of permanence—its own creden- 
tials for indestructibility. But when the flames 
blazed through into the open, whirling about the 
tower, their headway, their power in the wind, 
their inaccessibility looked unconquerable. Then 
it was evident that the garment of our education 
is woven with mortality. 


“Through the slowly consuming afternoon, the 
weight of realization increased upon us. The fire, 
having destroyed the entire roofing, dropped down 
into the occupied sections; and the greater catas- 
trophe began. We perceived the long rope of 
years wound with valuable equipment, with price- 
less collections, with records of human achieve- 
ment burning away like a fuse. Here was an 
irretrievable loss. 


“But the Old Building no longer had in its phys- 
ical appearance a significance. Like a long famil- 
iar face, it had neither beauty nor ugliness, but 
an infinite personality. In its face there were 
lines of weakness and of compensating strength 
that revealed our testings and mastery; there was 
failure compounded greatly of success which was 
growth though the goal was not attained; there 
were blindness and experiment, but progress. 
Then, too, on the lips of those who stood watching 
were the recollections, not of places and things, 
but of good men and women: a man of fine 
scholarship and indomitable purpose but with all, 
kindliness; and a lovely, white haired lady who 
emanated sweetness; a ‘crusty’ old gentleman 
with a sincere humanity; and a young woman with 
an inestimable well of joy to give to her fellows. 
Those people have cast their bread upon the 
water and we have found it after many days. It 
is so with these who now have suffered this ma- 
terial loss. Already the catastrophe has fallen into 
its place in the past and the purpose is taken ‘to 
strive, to seek, to find, and not to yield.’ That 
invincible spirit which has created in the past will 
for the future, and its salvation be from genera- 
tion to generation.”

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A pupil’s lament and hope are well expressed in the 
following lines written by Melvin H. Freedman and pub- 
lished in the Sagamore. 


“Oh, empty lamp of knowledge, hollow spire, 

But yesterday your beauty graced our scope. 
‘Today, smoke-swept and ravaged by the fire, 

To you we bring true sympathy, new hope. 

From your cold ashes let them build again 

A monument of learning to the sky, 

And on your summit cap the weather-vane 

To flaunt the clouds and lightning-storms on high. 
And sun-lit mornings, when your students come 

To worship wisdom and to think in peace, 

Above the quiet town the eyes of some 

Will see your dignity, that ne’er can cease. 
Time-honored school, soon now must come the hour 
When you shall raise once more your gracious tower.” 


The Purpose of Education 


A teacher is constantly looking for new and better ways 
to express his thoughts about education and its most vital 
purposes insofar as they apply to his work as a teacher. 
One of the greatest of the living scientists, Dr. Albert 
Einstein, has in recent days publicly emphasized the kind 
of education that develops ability and desire to serve the 
community rather than the pursuit of success based, ac- 
cording to the popular idea, on amassing wealth. “We 
must beware,” writes Dr. Einstein, “of preaching success 
in the ordinary sense to young people, because a success- 
ful man is mostly he who receives from his neighbors far 
more than his service to them justifies. His value should 
be estimated by what he gives, and not by what he has 
been able to get, or is getting. 

“The most important incentive to accomplishment in 
school and in life is joy in your work, joy in its results, 
and the consciousness of what these results mean for 
your community. To arouse and strengthen these inner 
forces in young people is to me the most important task 
of education.” 


These words express the motives which are rooted deep 
in the hearts of our teachers, and which justify the faith 
placed in our schools by the people of Brookline.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Brookline, Mass., January 11, 1937 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—In compliance with Section 61 of Chap- 
ter 41, General Laws, I herewith submit to you the forti- 
eth annual report of the Accounting Department. 


The change in the system of bookkeeping in use in this 
office authorized by you December 16, 1935, was effected 
as of January 1, 1936. The State form was set up and has 
been carried on from that date, in every detail possible, 
and this, the first annual report under that system, con- 
forms to the classification and terms prescribed by the 
director of accounts. 


During the Town’s fiscal year, ending December 31, 
1936, I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, 
the Treasurer, at the close of each month’s business, and 
have verified the cash balance by actual count of the cash 
and by reconciliation of bank balances. I have examined 
and checked all notes, bonds, and coupons paid during 
the year and have found them properly cancelled. 

I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under the schedule entitled Sum- 
mary of Collector’s Accounts. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds 
of the Town have been examined, the securities checked, 
and all are found to be as reported by him and set forth 
in Schedules E and F. 


I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the 
Public Library and of the Superintendent of the Gym- 
nasium and Baths, and find them to agree with the books 
of the Treasurer. 


I have also examined the books of the Retirement Board 
in charge of the Town’s Pension System which went into 
effect January 1st, 1934. All accounts were found in order 
with investments and balances as stated, but the actuary’s 
report was not available. 


There is held in escrow at the First National Bank, 
Boston, $30,628.75 for over-due coupons and bonds as 
follows: Coupons—$17,628.75, Bonds—$13,000.00. 


The actual cash-on-deposit balance December 31, 1936 
was $180,091.98 greater than the year previous, while 
surplus revenue was increased from $541,438.68 to 
$704,653.66.

There was a net increase of $12,906.54 from 1935 in 
the sum to be raised by taxation for State, County Metro- 
politan and Town expenses. 


The net amount to be raised by taxation was $100,304.- 
27 more than in 1935. 


The total valuation of the town was decreased by 
$508,500. The rate was fixed at $24.00, an increase of 
70c over 1985.
